Bakhtiar 


TEHRAN (AP) — Prime Minister Shahpour Bakhtiar 
said Saturday he would fly to Paris within 48 hours to 
meet with Ayatullah Ruhollah Khomeini and "seek ad- 
yiee" from him on Iran's future. It was unelear whether 
Khomeini would receive Bakhtiar, whose resignation he has 
been demanding. 

Khomeini had to give up his try to return to his home¬ 
land in triumph Saturday night because Air France could 
not receive assurance of a place to land. 

An aide of the religious chief. Sadek Ghotbzadeh. an¬ 
nounced at Khomeini's exile headquarters. "Air France 


informed us they could not obtain authorization to assure the 
flight because of unfavorable security measures." 

Aides to the ayatullah, who led the popular uprising 
that drove Shah Mohammad Reza Pahlavi from his king¬ 
dom. were jubilant when Bakhtiar’s announcement was 
made. Later they appeared to be divided on whether 
Komeini would receive the prime minister. 

in a radio address late Saturday after hundreds of 
thousands of Khomeini supporters had marched in the 
streets demanding that Bakhtiar allow the ayatullah to 
return, the prime minister said: 


"As a patriotic Iranian, who considers himself as a 
small member of the glorious movement and as a per¬ 
son who believes in the leadership of the ayatullah ... I 
have decided to go to Paris within 48 hours to have the 
pleasure of meeting him and to seek advice on the future 
of the country." 

Ibrahim Yazdi, who has relayed most of the ayatul- 
lah's statements from Paris since Khomeini arrived in 
France from Iraq last Oct. 6, said without qualification 
that Khomeini would meet with Bakhtiar. and that Kho¬ 
meini had known in advance that Bakhtiar was coming 
But Sadegh Ghotbzadeh. another chief aide, later told 
reporters "it is evident that Mr. Bakhtiar will be re¬ 


ceived by the ayatullah Khomeini if he is coming to offer 
his resignation" as prime minister. 

Ghotbzadeh said any other motive offered by Bakhtiar 
would be studied with care before Khomeini decided 
whether to receive him. 

Khomeini, head of Iran's dominant Shiite Moslem sect 
and whose title ayatullah means “mark of God." has 
demanded abolition of Bakhtiar's government and the 

Iranian monarchy 

But there have been persistent reports in recent days of 
negotiations among key parlies in the Iranian crisis—-in 
eluding the army—aimed at forging a compromise on Iran's 
political future. 



Guerrillas 
say temple 
recaptured 


BANGKOK (AP) — Guer 
rilla forces of ousted Cam¬ 
bodian premier Pol Pol 
claimed Sunday to have re¬ 
captured the temple of Ang¬ 
kor Wat. the symbol of Cam¬ 
bodian nationhood 

The rebel radio station 
Voice of Democratic Kam¬ 
puchea, believed to be 
broadcasting from southern 
China, also said Pol Pot's 
forces had encircled six 
major provincial capitals. 
There was no independent 
confirmation. 

Angkor Wat, which dates 
to the I2th century, is con¬ 
sidered one of the arehitee 
lural wonders of the world. 
Its towers are on the flags of 
both the Pol Pot government 
and the Vietnam-backed 
rebel government. 

Analysts here concurred 
that Pol Pot’s forces had 
scored some victories but 
described them as guerrilla- 


style successes against Viet¬ 
namese forces. 

Pol Pot's radio station 
claimed the Vietnamese 
were encircled in the key 
seaports of Kompong Som 
and Kampot and the city of 
Kampong Chnang near the 
centre of the country. Ear¬ 
lier, the broadcast claimed 
Takeo. about 80 kilometres 
south of Phnom Penh, had 
been recaptured. 

Analysts in Bangkok dif¬ 
fered over Takeo's status, 
some saying the Vietnamese 
held control and others that 
Pol Pot forces had fought 
their way into the city. 

The Vietnamese are be¬ 
lieved to have about 100,000 
troops, plus planes, naval 
vessels and hundreds of 
tanks, Involved in the cam¬ 
paign that led to the fall of 
Phnom Penh, the Cambo¬ 
dian capital, earlier this 
month.

“No" campaigns. 

"If you vote no. Nkomo 
and Mugabe will dance in 
the streets of Moscow," the 
government warned in a 
full-page newspaper adver¬ 
tisement. violating its own 
edict against using the 
names of Communist- 
backed black nationalist

LONDON (Reuter) — 
Trucking companies em¬ 
ploying about 1.000 of Brit¬ 
ain’s 100,000 striking truck 
drivers have reached con¬ 
tract settlements, clearing 
the way for the opening 
Monday of five British 
ports, union officials said 
Saturday. 

The Transport and Gen¬ 
eral Workers Union said 
companies employing 1.000 
drivers serving the ports 
had met the demand for a 
$130 basic wage for a 35-hour 
week. 

In all. TGW'U officials say 
000 trucking companies out 
of a tofal of 15,000 have set¬ 
tled with the drivers. Confir¬ 
mation from the companies 
involved was not available. 

On Monday, Prime Minis¬ 


ter James Callaghan is to 
meet the full council of the 
Trades Union Congress to 
search for a way to end the 
rash of strikes that has re¬ 
duced Britain's industrial 
output by about 10 per cent. 

Meanwhile, there were 
more signs Saturday of a 
build-up toward a pay explo¬ 
sion when leaders of 400,000 
teachers decided to press 
for wage increases of 35 per 
cent. 

And hopes of averting 
strikes in the water industry 
faded when representatives 
of 20,000 workers rejected a 
13.9-per-cent pay increase. 
Water service in some areas 
has already dried up. 

In other strike develop¬ 
ments. railway workers an 
nounced they had suspended 


a program of' one-day 
strikes that snarled com¬ 
muter traffic.

NEW YORK (AP) — After 6'/£ hours of negotiations 
with a woman hijacker who claimed to have nitro¬ 
glycerin, 131 persons aboard a United Airlines jumbo 
jet were released early today. Police said: “We’ve got 
the woman.” 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A United Airlines 747 with 131 
people aboard was hijacked Saturday on the way 
from Los Angeles to New York by a woman who 
claimed she had nitroglycerin and was willing to die 
for some mysterious “cause." 

The FBI said the woman, identified only as being 
about 40, released 26 of the passengers—mostly 


women, children and in¬ 
fants—from the jetliner 
about 2 Vi hours after it 
touched down at New 
York’s Kennedy Airport. 

There was no report of an\ 
injuries 

As the released hostages 
left the airport after ques 
lioning by authorities, they 
said they were unaware 
their plane had been hi¬ 
jacked until they left it. 

Actor-singer Theodore 
Bikel and actor Sam Jaffee 
were among the 106 held 
aboard the plane 

The FBI pul a telephone 
aboard the plane to talk to 
the woman, who made sev¬ 
eral undisclosed demands. 

The hijacker first told a 
flight attendant that actors 
“Jack' Lemmon, Charlton 
Heston or the Bionic Woman 
(Lindsay Wagner) should 
find a note in a telephone 
booth at the Trans World 
Airlines Terminal at Los 
Angeles International Air¬ 
port,” the airline said. 

Heston was taken to the 
airport to receive a phone 
call from "someone" to dis¬ 
cuss the hijacker's de¬ 
mands, according to a Unit 
ed spokesman in California. 

But an airline spokesman 
said he was told by the FBI 
that the longer the hijacker 
held the plane without com¬ 
munication, the more it ap 
peared she was operating 
alone and that her "cause" 
was “a hoax."

As officials tried 
to brief reporters, an uni¬ 
dentified man shouted, 
“Talk! talk! I've got two 
children aboard that 
plane!" 


HONG KONG (UP!) — 
Teng Hsiao-Ping, 75, the 
shrewd Chinese vice-pre¬ 
mier who survived political 
disgrace during the Cultural 
Revolution, left Peking 
today for Washington. 

The visit, largely ceremo¬ 
nial, is the first by a high 
Chinese official to the U.S. 
since the Communists drove 
Chiang Kai-shek to Taiwan 
in 1949. 

Tcng's Boeing 707 was 
scheduled to refuel in Alas¬ 
ka and arrive at Andrews 
AFB in Washington this 
morning. Teng boarded the 
jetliner with 20 aides and 
advisers, including his wife, 
Cho Lin, the agency said. 
His entourage were seen off 
at the national capital air¬ 
port by a host of officials. 

Accompanying Teng arc 
Foreign Minister Huang 
Hua, Scientific and Techno¬ 
logical Commission Direc- 
tor Wu Ming-yu, Vice-Pre¬ 
mier Fang Yi. several other 
ranking officials and their 
wives. 
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26-year ordeal

HONG KONG (Reuter) — A businessman, im¬ 
prisoned for 26 years in China, enjoyed the rela¬ 
tive freedom of a Hong Kong hospital bed Saturday 
before flying to the United States for a reunion with 
his mother and sister. 

Roman A. Roman. 63, who once worked for an 
/'meriean shipping company inShanghju, was taken 
across the Hong Kong border bridge Friday in a 
wheelchair. He ha'd been brought from Peking by 
train. 

American Red Cross official Wayne Brewer, on 
hand to meet Roman told Reuter: “The government 
of China contacted the American Red Cross in 
Washington this week and asked that a represent 
live be sent to the border on Friday." 

Asked why Roman had been detained more than 
23 years, the offieial said: "The reasons were politi¬ 
cal. The charges are still pending. Because of his 
health, they let him leave." 


Power needed for health action

Want to do something 
about health care for chil¬ 
dren. or any other group that 
needs it? 

One of the first steps is to 
identify the “power •struc¬ 
ture" in health, an expert in 
pediatrics and preventive 
medicine, told a seminar 
last week. 

Invited to Victoria for 
day during a trip to B.C 
the International Year of the 
Child. Dr. Richard Aldrich 
of the University of Colo¬ 
rado in Denver offered some 
new perspectives on "Child 
Health in the '80s" in a semi 
nar at the Eric Martin Insti¬ 
tute Wednesday.

“The people who practise 
health are much broader 
than thoSe who practise 
medicine. They include 
engineers, educators, civil 
servants, businessmen, 
urt^n planners and many 
others," Aldrich said. 

RESEARCH DONE in the 
U.S. has shown that the 
health power structure is 
quite different from the 
political or economic power 
structure, and when that 
structure has been identi¬ 
fied and put to work in a 
more rational way, signifi¬ 
cant things can happen 

A study of Colville, a small 
town of 5,000 people in north¬ 
eastern Washington state, 
for instance, showed a 
health power structure eon-

Cannabis ‘in own class’ 


Cannabis produced from 
the marijuana plant may be 
the most effective drug 
available to combat the nau¬ 
sea associated with power¬ 
ful anti-cancer drugs, a Van¬ 
couver physician says 
In addition, it shows prom 
ise in treating glaucoma and 
asthma. Dr Harvey D. 
Sanders writes in an article 
in the January issue of the 
B.C. Medical Association 
■ Journal. 

Cannabis has so many un 
usual properties that it is 


almost in a class by itself, 
notes Sanders, an associate 
professor in the pharmaeol 
ogy department at the Uni 
versity “'of B.C. medical 
school 

In low doses, it can act as 
a stimulant, leaving a feel¬ 
ing of euphoria and height 
ened awareness, but at the 
same time stimulating 
sleep. In high doses it acts as 
a depressant and sedative, 
but appears to interfere with 
sleep. 

Its versatility lends itself

More than any other event 
in their long isolation and 
debilitating guerrilla war.

to many clinical uses, al¬ 
though some of them are 
speculative at this point. 
Sanders says. 

It can increase the effi¬ 
ciency of the airway tempo¬ 
rarily. and thus help relieve 
asthma symptoms, particu 
larly when ingested orally, 
although if smoked it will 
lead over time to more diffi 
chlty in breathing 

Cannabis also reduces 
pressure in the eye. some 
studies indicate, making it 
useful in the treatment of 
glaucoma . The effects of the 
drug on the central nervous 
system prevent its extensive 
use against this disease, but 
further research may find 
forms which are more suit 
' able for therapy 

Animal studies have 
shown cannabis may have 
some use as an anti-convul- 
sant in treating epilepsy, but 
it blight be most effective 
when used with other drugs, 
since it is also reported to 
lower the threshold for sei¬ 
zures. 

Several studies have 
shown excellent results in 
reducing nausea associated 
with anti-cancer drugs, 
Sanders says. 

"Studies in this country 
are still in progress at sev¬ 
eral centres to determine 
the range of its effectivity. 
Preliminary data suggest 
that it is the most effective 
of all current medication in 
this setting. " 

Research in the effects of 
cannabis on the immune- 
system is mixed, but there is 
no hard evidence so far that 
the resistance to disease of 
cannabis users is less than 
that of others, Sanders says. 
There is also no firm evi¬ 
dence that cannabis will 
permanently reduce levels 


of testosterone, a male hor 
mone. or that sexual func¬ 
tion or growth is affected by 
the drug. 

While, cannabis is some¬ 
times connected with an 
“anti-motivational syn¬ 
drome. sloppiness in dress 
and habits and general defi¬ 
cits in work patters. . . few 
significant chronic or acute 
behavioral alterations oc¬ 
curred in subjects with long 
term.marijuana use." 

Cannabis tends to produce 
a faster heart beat but no 
increase in blood pressure 
except in very large doses. 

One of the drug's more- 
attractive qualities, from 
the research point of view, is 
that it does not appear to be 
toxic in Ihe doses in which it 
is usually used, but Sanders 
warned that it can sjgnifi 
cantly impair physical and 
mental function in other 
ways. 

"Tests which involve im¬ 
mediate recall are exquisi¬ 
tely sensitive' and show im 
pairmenl even after small 
doses of the drug. When con¬ 
ducting the tests, the sub¬ 
ject. after smoking a mari¬ 
juana cigarette, is often 
heard to ask over and over. 
'What was I supposed to 
do?" 

Operation of a motor vehi¬ 
cle is impaired at even low 
doses. 

"It is safe to say that driv¬ 
ers under the influence of 
cannabis to the extent that 
they have attained the de¬ 
sired effect of the drug arc- 
unsafe behind the wheel of a 
motor vehicle," or operating 
any complex machinery, 
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sisting 0t nine people, in¬ 
cluding one nurse, one doc-.- 
tor, a newspaper publisher, 
a grocery store owner and a 
radiator shop owner. Al¬ 
drich said. 

"PRACTICALLY every 
transaction related to health 
came through these nine 
people." 

When the group was iden¬ 
tified and brought together 
without interfering with the 
way it worked, the health 
environment of the town was 
changed, Aldrich said. 

The community had had 
problems acquiring and 
holding the number of doc¬ 
tors it needed. Today it is the 
medical centre for that cor¬ 
ner of the slate, and an at¬ 
tractive location for doctors 
to practise because the town 
and the physicians know 
w hat to expect of each other. 
Aldrich said. 

SIMILAR experiments in 
more than a dozen other U.S. 
towns had produced com¬ 
parable results, he said. 

This type of progress will 
be important in the 1980s 
when traditional attitudes 
toward health will have to be 
broadened and challenged, 
Aldrich indicated. 

Probably the most critical 
period for children, he said, 
is in the time between con¬ 
ception and birth 

"We know the least about 
it. and it has the most my¬ 
thology attached to it " 

BUT A LOOK at the ser 
vices required to assist chil¬ 
dren with birth defects re¬ 
veals that “enlightened 
self-interest” alone, not jo 
mention prevention of suf¬ 
fering and trauma, demands 
a high priority for this area. 
As families have fewer chil¬ 
dren and the age structure 
of the population changes, 
with fewer young people 
available to make society 
productive for the elderly, a 
high health standard for the 
young is crut'ial. 

The second priority in 
child health care is in pre¬ 
vention of accidents, the 
leading cause of death 
among voung children 

POISONINGS, scaldings, 
burnings, and traffic fatali¬ 
ties can be largely avoided. 
Aldrich maintained. 

"Something like limiting 
(he temperature of water in 
hot water tanks to no more 
than 155 degrees Fahrenheit 
(68 degrees Celsius) should 
be done at 8 a m. tomorrow 
morning.” 

A study of urban'develop¬ 
ment patterns in Denver and 
the incidence of children 
being run over showed that 
this. too. can be prevented, 
he said. 

THE MOST COM MON site 
for these accidents js in a 
low-cost housing area with 
many children and a park 
across the road, on both 
sides of which parking is 
permitted.

"A child sees a friend on a 
swing in the park and runs 
over there to play and gels 
run over.” 

The Denver study predict¬ 
ed the areas where such ac¬ 
cidents were going to occur. 
It proved so accurate that 
the city took steps to remove 
some of the conditions which 
encourage the accidents. 

OTHER RESEARCH is 
beginning to show the im¬ 
portance of "bonding" be¬ 
tween parents and child in 
the Tirsl few hours of life. 
Aldrich said. Well-bonded 
children tend to acquire 
verbal skills earlier in life, 
and tend to be more trust 
worthy, some research indi¬ 
cates,, The rise in vandalism 
and other forms of juvenile 
crime may have some con¬ 
nection to inadequate ma¬ 
ternal bonding, he suggest¬ 
ed. 

There is also some evi¬ 
dence that teenage boys who 
never see the children they 
father out of wedlock pass 
through a long period of 
grieving, sometimes con¬ 
nected with violence, he 
said 

WITH OUR complex faci¬ 
lities and involved power 
structure, modern health 
care has "strayed too far 
from the evolutionary 
path, Alderich said. 

"When you compare 
where we are, compared 
with the ability of primitive 
tribes to pass on their cul¬ 
ture and values, we have

strayed a long way. Do it 
yourself, is the message we 
have to put across." 

Facilities such as chil¬ 
dren’s hospitals, while 
necessary and visible, are 
not the first line of attack in 
child health. Aldrich said. 

"CHILDREN’S units are 
concerned for the most part 
with tertiary care—the man 
agement of handicaps, ex¬ 
otic surgery, and so on. The 
primary care ought to be 
done in the neighborhood.” 

Many possibilities for get¬ 
ting health care out of the 
hospital environment „are 
available and will become 
more important in the fu¬ 
ture. Aldrich said 

Doctor’s offices should be 
in schools. Every shopping 
centre should have an am¬ 
bulatory care unit to serve 
the neighborhood. One motel 
chain converts some of its 
rooms in rural towns into 
doctors' offices, which are 
manned by doctors from 
other centres on a rotating 
basis, producing a higher 
level of care at extremely 
low cost. 

TWO-WAY satellite links 
enable doctors in more iso¬ 
lated areas to speak with 
medical, school experts, and 
a special hot-line now being 
developed in the U.S. to put 
a doctor with an unusual 
problem in immediate touch 
with a national expert in 
that field 

Finding the money for 
some of these innovative 
ideas is not easy, but Aldrich 
had advice for those think¬ 
ing about starting pilot 
projects—don't go to gov¬ 
ernment first. 

"The number one obstacle 
to funding is attitude. If you 
have a good project, the 
monev is there." 

SUCCESSFUL projects 
with which Aldrich has been 
associated have usually 
been financed initially 
through private foundations 
and philanthropists, he said.

POPE STERN WITH PRIESTS. NUNS 


A papal caution 
for radicalisms 


MEXICO CITY (lil’ll - In ini rcas 
ingly stern terms. Pope John Paul II 
has warned the clergy and religious <>( 
the Human Catholic church to steer 
clear of radical political involve 
ments. 

Hut the pope, while condemning 
"exaggerated interest" in worldly at 
fairs, also indicated the church would 
not turn its back on the problems of the 
poor and the oppressed 

John Paul, in opening the meeting of 
the third Latin American bishops' con 
ference and in separate speeches be 
fore groups of nuns and priests, began 
spelling out the course his papacy 
would chart in dealing with the rise of 
a "liberation theology," which in its 
extreme form combines Christianity 
and Marxism. 

The messages to the nuns and priests 
were considered particularly impor 
lant because it is at that grass roots 
level of the church that liberation theol 
ogy has made its deepest inroads, with 
some clergy even joining revolutionary 
guerrilla groups 


He made it clear that political radi 
calism was not the answer ( * r S 

"You are not social managers, polili 
cal leaders or functionaries of a tem¬ 
poral power." John Paul told the 
priests. "Do not forget that temporal 
leadership can easily be a source of 
division while the priest should be a 
sign and factor of unity, of brother 
hood." 

Jo the nuns, the pontiff said that 
there was no lack of examples of the 
abandonment of "prayers for ac¬ 
tion." 

“Vows are being 'interpreted by a 
secularized mentality that dilutes the 
religious motivations of our estate. 
Socio-political postures are adopted as 
the true goal to seek, including well- 
defined ideological radicalization." he 
said 

And to the priests he added. "A soul 
which lives in habitual contact with 
Ciod ... knows how to interpret in, 
the light of religion the options for the 
most poor ... without surrendering to 
socio-political radicalisms which in 


the end are shown to be inopportune 
and counter productive." 

John Paul was less stern with the 
bishops 

"We have come to this place con 
scious that we are at a crucial mo¬ 
ment." he said. 

And he stressed that his papacy 
would be "linked" to reforms initiated 
at the second Latin American bishops 
conference in Medellin and Vatican 
Council II. 

But he told his episcopal colleagues 
(hat there were "incorrect interpreta¬ 
tions" of those events—a reference to 
the Marxist elements of liberation the 
ology—and called for a "correct and 
necessary step forward." 

He told the bishops that "the church 
is looking for ways that will enable her 
to understand more deeply and fulfil 
more zealously the mission she has 
been given by Christ Jesus "

No U.S.arms for China 


WASHINGTON (l I’D - 
President C'arler says the 
Soviets were so worried he 
mighl sell arms lo China 
that Leonid Brezhnev eon 
taeted him directly and got 
his assurance that it would 
not happen 

"We certainly have no in 
tendon to sell weapons lothc 
Soviet Union or China." 
Carter said during his cus¬ 
tomary Friday interview. 
"The Soviets need not be 
concerned about that." 

The transcript of the in¬ 
terview was released Satur 
day. 

The president also said re 
straints would be applied lo 
the sale of technologically 
advanced equipment, and 
computers to determine 
whether any item “could 
contribute in a substantial 
way to Ihe military capabili¬ 
ties of both the Soviet Union 
and China." 

Vice Premier Teng Hsiao 
ping arrives in Washington 
today, the first high-rank 
ing Chinese to pay an offi 
rial visit to the United States 
in :t() years. 

Carter was spending the 
weekend at Camp David, 
reading briefing papers in 
preparation for his discus 
siotjs with Teng. w hieh begin 
Monday. 

He said he had already 
studied the "verbatim tran¬ 
scriptions” of earlier top se¬ 


cret conversations with Chi 
nese leaders conducted by 
presidents Nixon and Ford, 
former stale secretary 
Henry Kissingr and Carter 
administration officials. 

"I think we have gotten a 
fairly good picture of the 
attitude of Mao Tsc-tung. 
Chou En lai and. more re¬ 
cently. Chairman Hua Kuo- 
feng and now Teng," Carter 
said. 


Refugees die 
by thousands 

GENEVA. Switzerland 
(Reuter) — More than 10.000 
Burmese Moslems have died 
in refugee camps in Bangla 
desli since June, the United 
Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees reports. An of¬ 
ficial of the commission's 
office said 2.119 persons died 
in November alone in the lit 
overcrowded camps and 
that there now was the addi 
tional danger of a typhoid 
epidemic. 


Mao and Cliuu. both now 
dead, were Communist 
party chairman and premier 
respectively in the days 
when Nixon and Ford 
opened and expanded U.S.

U.S. Mexi 
can border problems and Ihe 
undocumented aliens who 
enter the United States in 
search of jobs 

He said pending legisla 
linn on the illegal aliens may 
be revised as a result of 
those discussions.

Sensible thoughts 
on national unity 

THE REPORT of the Task Force on Canadian 
Unity is not a document to be scanned in 
moments and tossed aside like the weekend 
comics. But it is a highly-readable 152-page 
soft cover book which may be prove to be just 
the statement on unity we have been waiting 
for. It faces the realities which make up Can¬ 
ada. Its proposals are significant for their 
common sense. It has balance and a freshness. 

It will help any Canadian to reach a better 
understanding and some' conclusions on the 
nature and order of our country. 

Byt you will have to make the effort your¬ 
self to reap the harvest. There is no substitute 
for reading this report. 

What was the task force trying to do? It's 
mandate was to support, encourage and make 
known how people across the land feel about 
Canada. In addition the commissioners were to 
contribute their views and advice on unity to 
the federal government. For 18 manths it 
sought out what people thought, its members 
talked, listened and debated. Now we have the 
first and the most significant of three publica¬ 
tions. this one called A Future Together and 
containing observations and recommenda¬ 
tions. 

Language, more than any other difference, 
has divided Canadians in recent years. The 
task force suggests that each province should 
have the right to legislate language issues but 
that federal government institutions and crimi¬ 
nal courts should be bilingual. That is a com¬ 
mon sense proposal which pays heed to condi¬ 
tions as they are or should reasonably be. 

A shift of powers from federal government 
to the provinces in matters of culture shouldn't 
provoke much argument. But the task force 
also advocates a similar shift on economic and 
natural resource questions, federal spending 
authority and foreign affairs. Doubtless more 
balance is needed but the threat here is that 
federal government will be emasculated, leav¬ 
ing Canada without a meaningful political 
unity. A better division of powers will involve 
some carefully-considered fine tuning. 

One of the most appealing recommenda¬ 
tions calls for replacement of the Senate with a 
provindally-appointed Council of the Federa¬ 
tion. But we need more discussion, a better 
understanding of what this council would do 
and how such an arrangement could retain the 
Senate'sjmportant role as a so-called "cham¬ 
ber of sober second thought.” 

The Task Force on Canadian Unity has 
served Canadians well with this report. We now 
have an enlightened but dispassionate docu¬ 
ment to advise and guide us. The essential 
message from this initial publication is that 
there is promise of a rich future together — if 
we work at it. 

Space chase 

FROM THE BEGINNING of the United States 
space program, it has been directed more by 
budget considerations than potential capabi¬ 
lities beyond the Earth’s atmosphere. It began 
slowly, received a big boost when the Russians 
launched their first Sputniks, slowed after the 
first manned flights, picked up again for the 
drive to the Moon, went through a major 
stall after that victory and has been coasting 
ever since (even though the National Aeron¬ 
autics and Space Administration currently is 
spending $4.4 billion annually). 

It isn’t that space challenges all have been 
met. Far from it. But the rising cost of social 
programs in recent years and the corre¬ 
sponding growth of the federal budget deficit 
have put a damper on any new major space_ 
projects. 

The Carter administration said as much in 
a policy statement late last year. No new pro¬ 
grams of a spectacular nature are envisioned 
for the next 10 years because of budget limita¬ 
tions. the statement said. 

It should be pointed out, however, that 
10-year projections have a way of changing 
dramatically. That $4.4 billion could look like 
peanuts if the Russians pulled off another 
major advance, particularly if it was one with 
serious military implications. The Americans, 
without doubt, would be off and running 
again — in space. 

Ironically then, the pace of the American 
space program is in a real sense dependent on 
progress of Soviet space exploits.

Iran: If Bakhtiar fails, what then? 


LONDON —- William Sullivan, the 
U.S. Ambassador to Iran, recently had 
the opportunity literally to eat his 
words. He was invited to a reunion of 
old Vietnam hands by members of the 
international press corps in Tehran, 
who provided a cake shaped like a 
tunnel with a single candle at the end. 
Inscribed on the lop was a remark 
Sullivan had made at the fall of 
l.aos: "We have lost better countries 
than this.” 

But the United States has never 
“lost" a more Important country than 
Iran, and there is precious little light 
at the end of the tunnel. The chances 
of success of the new prime minister, 
Dr. Shapour Bakhtiar. are not good. 

Dr. Bakhtiar is a moderate demo¬ 
crat trapped between the threat of a 
right-wing military coup from one side 
and of continued rioting and crippling 
strikes on the orders of Ayatollah 
Khomeini from the other. He is man¬ 
ifestly Iran's final chance for a sensi¬ 
ble compromise solution, but few Ira¬ 
nians are in a sensible mood these 
days. 

Even if Bakhtiar's government 
should miraculously restore peace in 
Iran, the upheaval there has already 
had far-reaching effects. Iran will 
never again export the same quanti 
ties of oil. nor w ill it ever again be such 
a huge market for arms and other 
imports. That means tighter oil sup¬ 
plies, more rapidly rising prices and a 
significant drop in world trade.

Canada's minister of na 
tional defence. Barney Dan 
son. has warned members of 
the various defence associa¬ 
tions that the Soviet military 
threat will reach critical 
proportions over the next 
five years. During this 
period the Soviet Union will 
seek greater command of 
strategic sea routes, will at¬ 
tempt to lessen the influence 
of Western democracies and 
consolidate the gains it has 
made in what Mr. Danson 
calls its "client states." 

Mr. Danson has said that 
the success of the West in 
preserving global order 
"will depend on the strength 
we show in countering the 
Soviet global drive." He said 
that the West should con¬ 
tinue to seek accommoda¬ 
tion with Moscow through 
detente, but not an arrange¬ 
ment that "blinds and weak¬ 
ens” Western powers. 

Then, in almost the same 
breath. Mr. Danson presents 
Canada's reaction to the 
threat he has just described. 
The regular armed forces of 
this country will be forced to 
operate with a budget that 
has been reduced by 10 per 
cent from its previously in¬ 
adequate total, and the re¬ 
serve forces will have to live 
with a reduction of 5.5 per 
cent. 

While, according to Mr. 
Danson. the Soviet Union 
will spend up to 11 per cent 
of its gross national product 
on defence, a figure that 
dwarfs the 5.5 per cent spent 
b.v the United States, and the 
two per cent spent by Can¬ 
ada. the forces in this coun¬ 
try will be forced into more 
belt tightening: fewer post 
ings and exercises for the 
troops: less travel and main¬ 
tenance: planes and ships 
will have to travel and fly 
less; and a number of con¬ 
struction projects will be 
deferred. 

About the most hopeful 
thing that can be said about 
Mr. Danson's announcement 
is that some recognition is 
being given to the fact that 
regular force units are in 
such a bad condition that the 
cutbacks for reserves (truly 
the last resort) are only half 
of those imposed on the 
regular force. 

But Canadians must be 
wondering, in the light of the 
warning about Soviet ambi¬ 
tions so clearly described by 
Mr. Danson. whatever hap¬ 
pened to that defence policy 
that was supposed to.free 
the armed forces from the 
erosion of inflation? The 
cuts announced by Mr. Dan 
son are real cuts, visible 
cuts. They will be imposed 
on lop of the restrictions 
that resull from the silent 
forces of inflation and a de¬ 
valued dollar 


r 

But these consequences are 
dwarfed by those that may follow if 
Bakhtiar is overthrown either by an 
extreme Islamic government, or by a 
right-wing military government deter 
mined to shoot the country into sub¬ 
mission on the model of Chile. 

The "Chilean" solution to Iran's 
problems would be both murderous 
and ineffective. As the leading Tehran 
newspaper Kayhan recently warned: 
"Millions would have to be killed to 
'restore the situation’ and nothing 
worth a tinker’s damn is likely to 
remain of the country.” 

A hard-line military government 
could kill enough people to clear the 
streets (if the troops didn't mutiny), 
but it couldn't force the strikers back 
to work. Ultimately it would fall, per 
haps to leftist revolutionaries, but 
more likely to anti-Shah officers act¬ 
ing in alliance with the religious lead¬ 
ers who command the mobs in the 
streets. 

The problem is that all four of these 
possible successor regimes if Dr. 
Bakhtiar fails — an Islamic theoc¬ 
racy, a brutal right-wing military dic¬ 
tatorship. military rule in alliance 
with the mullahs, or a left-wing revolu¬ 
tionary regime — inspire approxi 
mately equal amounts of dread in all 
Iran’s neighbors. And for very good 
reasons. 

Rule by the generals alone would 
mean continuing violence and no oil.

I don't know how a car knows when you're ready to 
sell it . . but it knows. 

We bought a four-wheel drive about seven years ago 
and there is nothing you can say to me that will convince 
me that car didn’t understand every word we said. 

A lot of marriages between new cars and owners 
are made in heaven. Maybe that's why we couldn't get 
parts. The honeymoon lasted exactly three hours. Then 
the light knob fell off in our hand, the rear window went 
down automatically and stayed there, and the floor 
burned our feet up.

plus a high probability that an isolated 
military regime would try to appeal to 
Iranian nationalism by armed aggres 
sion across the Gulf. If leftist revolu¬ 
tionaries came to power, there would 
be an equally great threat to the frag¬ 
ile Arab oil-states through subver¬ 
sion. 

A crusading religious regime based 
on Shia Islam, whether dominated by 
the clergy alone or in alliance with 
soldiers, would be terrifying both to 
Iraq (whose Arab population includes 
an oppressed Shia majority) and to the 
Ciulf states, many of which have both 
Iranian and other Shia minorities 


within their borders. It would also 
frighten the Soviet Union, which is 
justifiably worried by the loyalty of its 
own big Muslim population across 
Iran's northern frontier. 

The Gulf is an absolutely vital 
source of oil for the West, but the 
security of its Iranian border is an 
equally vital Soviet interest. This is, 
therefore, one of the few places in the 
world where it is possible to envisage 
Soviet and American troops coming 
into direct conflict — yet neither 
super power has any control over what 
is now jiappening there. 

It is becoming alarmingly easy to 
imagine actions by Iran, under any of 
. the possible successor regimes if 
Bakhtiar falls, which could bring U.S. 
armed forces into the Gulf. A left wing 
regime might close off the Strait of- 
Hormuz and stop all Gulf oil shipments 
in support of some Palestinian ven 
ture. for example, or a "Chilean 
style” military regime might do the 
'same in retaliation for a Western 
arms embargo. 

Yet if President Carter were to 
send the Marines into Iran, the Soviet 
Union would feel eompelled to respond 
in kind. It is only too easy to guess 
where that sort of confrontation might 
end. No wonder that steady streams of 
prayers for the success of Dr. Bakli 
liar’s government are rising not only 
from the other Gulf states, but from 
Washington and Moscow as well.

Front groups that never quit 
pushing the Soviet line

TORONTO — You don’t 
hear much about them these 
days, but they continue 
doing w hat they’ve been try¬ 
ing to do since the end of the 
Second World War— further 
the aims and aspirations of 
the Soviet Union. 

These are the Soviet front 
groups — and there are i:i 
major ones and innumerable 
"affiliated" organizations. 
A front group is an organiza¬ 
tion that pretends to be inde¬ 
pendent and non-aligned, 
but which has, over the 
years, faithfully adhered to 
the Soviet party line. Earlier 
this year the U.S. Congres¬ 
sional Committee on Intelli¬ 
gence heard an updated re¬ 
port on them. 

World Peace Council 
(WPC) is the most impor¬ 
tant Soviet front organiza¬ 
tion. Its headquarters are in 
Helsinki and it has affiliates 
in some 120 countries. The 
WPC concentrates mostly 
on Third World issues. It is 
headed by Romesh Chandra, 
a leader of the Communist 
party of India, who declared 
in 1975 that the WPC "positi¬ 
vely reacts to all Soviet ini¬ 
tiatives in international af¬ 
fairs.” The WPC supports 
disarmament on Soviet 
terms — without interna¬ 
tional inspection. It supports 
Soviet policies in the Mid- 
east and Africa. The Cana¬ 
dian Peace Congress has 
links with WPC. 

The Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity Organization 
(AAPSO) is about to move 
its headquarters from Cairo 
(due to Egypt-Israel peace 
talks) and was established 
. in 1957 as an offshoot of 
WPC which it supports. 
AAPSO is used to give the 
Soviet Union a foothold in 
Third World countries. Its 
key leaders are Communists 
and it supports all Soviet 
policies. 

World Federation of 
Trade Unions (WFTU) has 
headquarters in Prague and 
is one of the largest, most 
active of the front groups. It 
claims 170 million members 
in 70 countries, but most are 
from Communist states (the 
U.S.S.R. has 100 million 
members). It has the alle¬ 
giance of some Communist- 
dominated labor unions in 
Prance and Italy. WFTU-af- 
filiates in the Third World 
have been involved in Com¬ 
munist take-over attempts; 
the WFTU tries to under¬ 
mine non-Communist trade 
unions where it can in the 
West. Its president is Enri 
que Pastorino. a member of 
the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party of 
Uruguay. 

World Federation of Dem¬ 
ocratic Youth (WFDY), 
headquarters In Budapest, 
claims 150 million members 
in 100 countries. Most mem¬ 
bership is concentrated in 
the Soviet bloc and among 
Western Communists. It 
works closely with UNESCO 
and co-operates with the In¬ 
ternational Union of Stu¬ 
dents (IUS). WFDY and IUS 
often have jointly sponsored 
festivals — the most recent 
being in Havana, which at¬ 



tracted a number of Cana¬ 
dians and got considerable 
coverage on the CBC. A key 
figure is Alexander Shele- 
pin. former head of the 
KGB 

International Organiza¬ 
tion of Journalists (IOJ). 
based in Prague, claims 150.- 
000 members. It offers 
training and indoctrination 
to Third World journalists 
and provides news-propa¬ 
ganda services to other 
countries and does what it 
can to discredit non-Com¬ 
munist news agencies. It 
offers prizes and awards to 
Communist and leftist 
media types. 

International Institute for 
Peace (IIP) with headquar¬ 
ters in Vienna, was organ¬ 
ized in 1958 to provide a 
"cover" for the World 
Peace Council. It claims to 
provide a forum where sci¬ 
entists from East and West 
can discuss problems relat¬ 
ed to peace, but its members 
are mostly from the bloc- 
countries and it follows the 
Soviet line on virtually all 
matters. 

Christian Peace Confer¬ 
ence (CPC) based in Pra¬ 
gue, claims to “search for 
God's will" in various so¬ 
cial, political and economic- 
problems. It has been one of 
the more effective Soviet 
penetration vehicles into 
Western religious circles. It 
was headed by Metropolitan 
Nikodim of the U.S.S.R. who 
was struck dead while at¬ 
tending the coronation of 
Pope John Paul I — as if God 
had finally had enough of his 
quasi-religious KGB deceit! 
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Women's International 
Democratic Federation 

(WIDF) is based in East 
Berlin and claims 200 mil 
lion members from the So¬ 
viet bloc. WIDF helped or¬ 
ganize the UN's 
International Women’s Year 
in 1975. Behind a facade of 
campaigning for women's 
rights, peace, education and 
disarmament, it echoes So¬ 
viet policy on almost every¬ 
thing. Its president is an 
Australian Communist lead 
er, Freda Brown. 

International Radio and 
Television Organization 
(OIRT) is based in Prague 
and while vowing to facili¬ 
tate exchanges and co-op¬ 
eration, it is a tool for co-or¬ 
dinating Communist radio 
and TV propaganda. 11 is 
deeply involved in Third 
World countries, where it 
offers training, and assis¬ 
tance. Mostly Communist 
countries belong. 

World Federation of 
Scientific Workers (WFSW) 
is based in London and Paris 
and claims a membership of 
300,000 mostly from Commu¬ 
nist countries. Its policies 
match WPC and it has 
adopted anti-American 
themes «nd opposes such 
things as germ warfare, 
chemical warfare and, most 
recently, the Neutron 
bomb. 

International Federation 
of Resistance Fighters 
(IFRF) is based in Vienna 
and is closely allied with 
WPC. It is aimed mostly at 
victims of Nazism and Fas¬ 
cism and it exploits the he¬ 
roics of Communists in the 
war. It is of declining signifi¬ 
cance. 

Most of these front groups 
have turned against China 
and support issues like the 
Cuban intervention in Ango¬ 
la and praise the Soviet in¬ 
trusion in Etiopia and gen¬ 
erally echo the Soviet line. 
When affiliated groups have 
disagreed with WPC policy 
— as the Ghana Peace Coun¬ 
cil did when it questioned 
the Soviet involvement in 
Angola — they’ve been ex¬ 
pelled. 

A case could be made for 
labeling the World Council 
of Churches the newest de 
facto Soviet front group, 
judging from its support of 
terrorist and “liberation" 
groups in Southern Africa 
which seek power via the 
barrel of the gun. WCC isn't 
too upset by Soviet suppress¬ 
ion of human rights and 
seeks the membership of So¬ 
viet bloc churchs.

OUR PREMIER says we should get some of the 
money out of the matresses and piggy banks and 
invest it in Canadian companies, the rationalization 
being, that Canada was not built by the moneylend¬ 
ers, that it was built by those with the foresight to put 
their money in Canadian development. 

I'm not about to argue the point with him for the 
very simple reason I am in full agreement. But 
investing in Canada doesn’t necessarily mean in¬ 
vesting in oil exploration, in mines, in industrial 
concerns. It can also mean investing in such things 
as Canadian art and artists and I bring this up 
because of a recent reading of the Canadian Art 
Ivestors Guide, a small, struggling publication in 
Ottawa that is full of good ideas for Canadians who 
want to buy Canadian art as an investment. And also 
because it contains a good story on local realist, Len 
Gibbs. 

I’ll get around to the Gibbs’ bit in a paragraph or 
three, but first let me acquaint you with some of the 
prices being fetched by Canadian art at a recent 
auction at the famed Sotheby Parke Bemet galleries 
in London. A small A.Y. Jackson went for $9,000; an 
Arthur Lismer for $14,000; a James Edward HerOey 
Macdonald sold for $10,000; a small Emily Carr 
brought $9,000; a Nickola de Grandmaison, also 
small, Went for $4,800; a Frank Hans Johnston sold 
for $12,000; a Paul Caron for $5,100; a Lucius Richard 
O'Brien was good for $4,200; a William Goodridge 
Roberts brought $4,600; another A.Y. Jackson 
(large) sold for $23,000 and then there were four 
Cornelius Krieghoff oils — marvelous prices. They 
went for $50,000; $36,000; $32,000 and $31,000 for a 
grand total of $149,000. You think there isn’t value in 
owning Canadian art? 


ALL RIGHT, ON-to the wonk of acrylic realist 
Len Gibbs. First, an investment comment from the 
editor of the magazine. 

■‘The author believes demand for Gibbs’ works 
will increase substantially as collectors in the east¬ 
ern half of Canada discover him and as he becomes 
better known in all parts of the country. He is an 
unique artist, producing superb works which are 
reasonably priced in an area of art (high realism) 
where prices have risen astronomically. While the 
majority of other realist artists are producing imita¬ 
tive everyday works, Gibbs' haunting nostalgia and 
the power of his works identifies him as a superb 
painter who should, in the author's opinion, eventual¬ 
ly become commonly identified as one of the few 
truly great "realist” painters in Canada. In our 
opinion, Gibbs’ works represent an excellent, high 
quality, low-risk, medium or long term invest¬ 
ment." 

I’ll bet those paragraphs warmed the cockles of 
ol’ Len’s heart, as well they should.' 


THE LIFE OF A painter falls far short of the 
glamor many attribute to it. I know the toil that goes 
into a Len Gibbs’ work. I’ve watched him in his 
studio and while a man of his talent can make it look 
easy, nothing could bp further from the truth. If you 
want an analogy, take the one of a magician, who 
makes his feats appear almost childlike easy, where¬ 
as, in fact, they are the results of months and years 
of painstaking practice and refinement. 

Gibbs' work commands prices of $3,000 for his 
acrylics; his pencil drawings bring about $300 and his 
water colors range up to $750, Some smaller acrylic 
works go for $1,500 and limited edition prints bring in 
about $250. Good money and Gibbs will be the first to 
agree. But when you consider his superb renderings 
can take a month or more to complete, then you know 
he isn’t being overpaid — especially when he sits 
before that drawing board eight hours a day. six days 
a week and coffee and lunch breaks are on his own 
time. 

Consider as well that an artist must pay for his 
own insurance plans, his own dental plans, his own 
retirement plans — there are no built-in fringe 
benefits that accrue to most of us. 

I think Gibbs himself sums it up in a neat 
package. 

"Professional artists are usually hard working 
loners. There's nothing glamorous about it. Loneli¬ 
ness is an occupational hazard. I have to closet 
myself away without people talking and distract¬ 
ing." 

I think his work is superior, as I think the work of 
many Canadian artists is superior. And as Mr. 
Bennett says, investing in Canadians is a sound 
policy — be they Canadians in big mining operations 
or Canadians in small art studios. If you want an 
example, good Canadian art increased in value by 23 
per cent last year alone. Beats a lot of investments I 
could name. 


Cemetery neglect

SOMEONE MUST BE making a killing teaching Pre¬ 
mier Bennett’s cabinet ministers how to get the most out 
of an announcement. 

This is how it works: A minister will call a press 
conference and make some vague references to a program 
which is to be unveiled some time in the future. 

The minister will dress his vagaries in colorful lan¬ 
guage. He will drop hints of great things to come, things 
that will enrich everyone’s life, but he will avoid all 
details like the plague. 

A few weeks later, just when interest in the matter 
wanes, the minister will call another press conference, 
basically repeating what he said earlier, but highlighting a 
particular angle. He will still run like hell when a reporter 
presses him for details. 

At about this time, the minister will hit the speaking-en¬ 
gagement trail, descending on unsuspecting service clubs, 
which are always grateful for a ministerial guest speaker, 
making sure that the events are covered by the press. 

Soon, he’s made the announcement for the fifth or 
sixth time, but the public is still pretty much in the dark 
about the minister's proposal and, I suspect, so is the 
minister. 

POLITICAL MILEAGE gained from this procedure is 
of immeasurable value to the minister. The more ink he can 
squeeze out of the press, the better his chances for re-elec¬ 
tion. 

Deregulation Minister Sam Bawlf of past recreation 
and conservation fame has been a master of this technique 
ever since he carefully tested the political waters by running 
for Victoria city council. 

The Inner Harbor development is a case in point. I think 
I’ve attended at least five press conferences at which Bawlf 
announced the same thing. True, there was always a slightly 
different angle, but the scheme remained the same. 

The frequency of Sam’s Inner Harbor press conferences 
has become an in joke at the newsrooms of the two daily 
papers. Every so often, Al Forrest of the Times will tell me 
very confidentially that Bawlf is about to call a press confer¬ 
ence to announce a great scheme for the Inner Harbor 
development. 

So far, Bawlf has had the field pretty much to himself, 
but James Chabot, minister of lands, parks and housing, 
has been looking over his shoulder. 

CHABOT’S ANNOUNCEMENT of the "Great B.C. Land 
Sale” falls into the category of the Bawlf technique. 

Remembering an election promise of freeing more 
crown land, a promise made by the premier on the last 
campaign trail, Chabot captured headlines recently by 
announcing that "in a few months" he would be introducing 
a program that would make crown land available to the 
, public. 

Details? Heavens, it's too early for that. Of course it is. 
That little gem ought to be good for at least another three or 
four announcements. 4 

So we are simply told that crown land will be made 
available to the public. Larger areas will be broken up into 
smaller parcels for sale to British Columbians 

How big will the parcels be? Maybe two acres, or maybe 
five. At what price will the lots be sold? Well, maybe 10 per 
cent below market value, but maybe not.

When the members of the NDP from the Comox con¬ 
stituency gathered in Qualicum earlier this month to again 
endorse Karen Sanford as their candidate in the next 
provincial election, two other significant events were re¬ 
corded.

His actual quote was "worthless shares In a worthless 
government." And, for finesse, he'added “Bennett is using a 
lot of gimmicks to try to persuade the electorate to go his 
way and the electorate, I hope, isn’t going to bite."

On balance, I feel uneasy about the scheme. There is no 
necessity to put crown land on the auction block, particu¬ 
larly in the vicinity of the province’s urban centres. 

There is still enough land on the market to deal with the 
demand, admittedly at high prices, but the best Chabot 
promises is a, price 10 per cent below market value. 

Flooding the market with lots carved out of crown land 
may also jeopardize municipal efforts to draw people back 
into the city core, not to speak of the planning chaos it could 
create for future generations. 

Frankly, as long as there is still land on the market. I'm 
quite happy to see the crown keep the lid on its holdings. 

But even if it turns out to be an excellent scheme, there 
is still the matter of hoodwinking the press and the public by 
making the same announcement half a dozen times. 

And the most annoying thing is that it seems to work. 
The press does have the tendency to quote ministers of the 
crown, even if what they say has been said before. 



IT'S A CLASSIC picture of confusion, isn’t it. The shares 
are worthless because they've been announced by Social 
Credit, but let’s make sure we use the cash we can raise 
against them to finance a political campaign. 

As another NDP MLA, Graham Lea. would say face¬ 
tiously “it don't make no sense." 

Nor does the suggestion that ail of the NDP pool their 
shares “to grab control” of the crown corporation. Even the 
president of Comox riding should know better than that 

Not that the NDP are alone in doing their windmill-tilt in 
opposite directions. 

Bill Langlois, the Conservative hopeful in Esquimalt- 
Renfrew, has fallen into the same trap. His parly leader Vic 
Stephens doesn’t think much of the free share program, nor 
does Langlois. 

But he suggests that people pledge them to some sort of 
trust to purchase, or at least toward the purchase, of Sidney 
Island. And he tells us the response to that idea has been 
tremendous. 

Just how you buy a $3.7 million island with a bunch of 
useless pieces of paper I don’t know, but with Joe Clark as a 
national leader I guess anything is possible. 


DAVE BARRETT SAYS if he is returned to office 
before the shares are distributed (Aug. 6) he’ll top the 
distribution. If he’s elected after they are distributed, then 
he'll wait a few years until the price of the shares stabilizes 
and quietly buy them back. 

In the new riding of Revelstoke-Shuswap where big Bill 
King gave up thoughts of seeking a nomination in Victoria to 
become the NDP kettle-drum player, a formal resolution 
was passed unanimously to use BCRIC shares for party 
funding. 

Now it seems to me that somebody, somewhere, has to 
make up their mind as to whether BCRIC shares really are 
worthless — or whether they might be, just might be, worth 
a dollar or two. 

As stated last week, the share issue is undoubtedly 
designed to woo the electorate. Let's accept that and if the 
issue must be attacked, let it be attacked on that basis. 

But I think that people in public positions w ho encourage 
people, possibly people who could use a bit of a foundation 
for the future, to destroy or get rid of those shares in BRIC 
before even knowing what they really represent, should 
consider what they may be doing.

WE’LL KNOW SOON enough what the shares are really 
worth. Until then the sensible politician will keep his or her 
head down, leaving all options open for attack but exercising 
none until the printing on the shares can be clearly read. 

One colleague in the press gallery strenuously objects to 
my theory that the NDP and Tories appear confused as to 
what stand to take. He says various members of those 
parties are just expressing personal opinions. “Some think 
the shares will be valuable, some think they are worthless, 
what’s wrong with that? It’s just an honest expression of 
opinion.” 

It is also an honest expression of knee-jerk when ybu 
react negatively to something you really know nothing 
about. And I respectfully submit that none of them knows 
what the five free shares mean — nor will we until we see 
them in the light of day 

When I get mine I’ll hang oifto them for a while. Maybe 
one day they will be useless and I can frame them for 
laughs. And then again, with normal growth, maybe one day

“It is the en¬ 
trepreneurs who really 
create large numbers of 
jobs and change the face 
of civilization," Mancuso 
said. 

But if entrepreneurs 
often perform miracles, 
they also frequently 
come cropper and it Is to 
help them to avoid disas¬ 
ters that Mancuso is 
creating his specialized 
information centre. 

Actually, hd wants to 
slow the typical entre¬ 
preneur a little and make 
him operate more knowl¬ 
edgeably and more care¬ 
fully. 

"Perhaps there ought 


to be a birth control pill 
for entrepreneurs, to 
keep them from giving 
birth to new enterprises 
at a suicidal rate," he 
quipped. 

Mancuso has the track 
record to justify his opin¬ 
ion. He is only 38 but 
personally has launched 

six companies, , each 
based on a high-technol¬ 
ogy idea. He also has 
written several books 
and taught entre- 
prenreuriai manage¬ 
ment at Worcester Poly¬ 
technic. 

He says he is launching 
the centre at a time when 
the difficulties for entre¬ 
preneurs starting busi¬ 
nesses based on new or 
unusual ideas are 
greater than ever be¬ 
fore.

HOW TO DEAL WITH IT 

That new child tax credit 


OTTAWA (CP) — Confessing that red tape has muddled 
its new child tax credit program, the revenue department 
issued instructions for applicants Friday. 

Those eligible for the tax credit are usually mothers 
and in some cases, fathers with legal custody of the 
children. 

The maximum credit of $200 a child is available if 
both parents’ income does not exceed $18,000. The cred¬ 
it decreases gradually as family income rises above 
that level. 

Here is what you need to apply: a social insurance 
number, a schedule 10 child tax credit application form, 
an income tax return and a copy of information slip 
TFAI stating family allowance paid to you. All of these 
papers must be submitted together to the taxation de¬ 
partment or your application will not be processed. 

The application form and the TFAI information slip 
were enclosed with your January family allowance che¬ 
que. 

If you are working, you should receive an income 
tax return in the mail from the tax department. 

If you are not working outside your home, you will 
soon get a package containing the tax return, the appli¬ 
cation form and Instructions on what to do. 


BOND WEEK 


Even if you do not work and have no taxable income 
from any source, you must submit the income tax re¬ 
turn. This is because the scheme provides a tax cred¬ 
it for applicants with taxable income and a rebate cheque 
for applicants without taxable income. 

If you are a non-working mother whose husband works, 
make sure you apply for yourself. If your husband claims 
the credit on his tax return, it will be rejected. The credit is 
meant for mothers except in exceptional casej. 

If you do not have a social insurance number, apply for 

one. 

You must enter your own social insurance number on 
the tax return Applications for social insurance num 
hers are available at post offices and Canada employ¬ 
ment centers — sometimes called unemployment insur¬ 
ance or manpower centers. 

The fastest method of getting a number is to go in 
person to an employment center with required docu¬ 
ments—a birth or baptismal certificate and secondary 
identification such as a driver's licence. 

If you have lost or thrown away some or all of the 
forms, you can get them at government offices. Post of¬ 
fices and district taxation offices have income tax re¬ 
turns. Taxation offices and regional family allowance 
offices have child tax credit application forms.

TORONTO (CP) — Prices 
were higher in active trad¬ 
ing on the Canadian bond 
market this week. 

The short end of the mar¬ 
ket was up 20 cents. Mid-, 
long-term, and provincial 
issues rose about one-half 
point. Corporate issues 
gained about one-quarter of 
a point. * 

Analytsts say the Bank of 
Canada appears to be en¬ 
gaged in a major operation 
in both the bond and money 
markets, aimed at widening 
(he gap between Canadian 
interest rates and the lower 
U.S. rates. 

For days the central 
bank's traders have main¬ 
tained an unusually vigorous 
program of gelling federal 
government bonds from the 
bank’s own holdings, dealers 
said. The steady pressure 
has more kept yields on long 
term bonds steady despite 
the market’s obvious desire 
to move up on line with 
higher prices in the U.S. 
bond market. 


More recently, the bank 
appears to have clamped 
down tightly on the money- 
market. holding Canadian 
short term rates steady in 
the face of a decline In U.S. 
arid Eurodollar intererst 
rates. Again, the effect is to 
increase the margin be¬ 
tween the Canadian and U.S. 
markets.

Dr. Patrick Steptoe and 
Dr. Robert Edwards gave a 
detailed report of their pro¬ 
cedure and results at an in¬ 
ternational gathering of 400 
medical men at the Royal 


College of Obstetricians and 
Gynecolo lists. They said 
that in onj case, a fetus car¬ 
ried by a 36-year-old woman 
died naturally after 11 
weeks because of a chromo¬ 
some imbalance in the moth¬ 
er. 

In another case, they said, 
a male infant was bom alive 
and perfectly normal but 
died after two hours because 
he was so premature. " «• 

The 65-year-old Steptoe, 


one of Britain's most distin¬ 
guished gynecologists, said 
the trouble apparently re¬ 
sulted from the mother rup¬ 
turing fetal membranes 
while on holiday. Edwards is 
a 52-year-old Cambridge 
University physiologist. 

The two doctors’ 12 years 
of experimentation were 
rewarded last July 25 with 
the birth of Louise Brown in 
the northern English city of 
Oldhajn. 

Their second successful 
birth came 12 days ago when 
Alastair Montgomery was 
bom in a hospital in Edin¬ 
burgh, Scotland. Steptoe 
said Louise was “absolutely 
flourishing" and Alastair 
was being breast-fed by his 
mother at home.

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
lower value of the dollar and 
a healthy U.S. economy 
helped Canada chalk up a 
record $3.52 billion trade 
surplus in 1978. 

But the surplus—up from 


$2.9 billion in 1977 and $1.34 
billion in 1976—got mixed 
reaction from traders on 
money markets and from 
opposition members In the 
Commons. 

Foreign money traders 


zeroed in on a smaller-than- 
expected surplus In Decem¬ 
ber—to $129 million from 
$423 million In November— 
and decided to sell Canadian 
dollars. 

The dollar dropped as low 
as 83.72 cents U.S. before 
recovering slightly towards 
the end of the day. 


In the Commons, George 
Hees (PC—Prince Edward 
Hastings), a former trade 
minister in the Diefenbaker 
goverament, said the in¬ 
creased trade surplus is the 
result of higher sales of raw 
materials and not from the 
Jobs-producing manufactur¬ 
ing sector.

Senate has received the first 
indication that* a Progres¬ 
sive Conservative campaign 
against widespread use of 
social insurance numbers 
may be paying off. 

Government Leader Ray 
Perrauit said the Canadian 
Transport • Commission 
wasrevising its regulations 
so passengers will no longer 
have to supply their social 
insurance number to lake 
advantage of lower-priced 
air fares. 

Perrauit told Conserva¬ 
tive Senator Duff Roblin 
(Manitoba) CTC regula¬ 
tions have required the so¬ 
cial insurance number to 
identify passengers on do¬ 
mestic charter flights. 

The commission realized 
use of the number as an 
all-purpose identification 
card is a sensitive issue, and

REGINA (CP) — The McDonald Royal 
Commission into the RCMP opens hearings 
in Regina next week, but has already come 
under fire from Saskatchewan groups. 


A recent case in which 
three young men gained ac¬ 
cess to confidential infer 
mation on a University of 
Alberta computer should 
serve as a warning that ihe 
government cannot guaran¬ 
tee confidentiality of health 
records, he said. 


At its hearings Tuesday the commission 
will hear from Saskatchewan Federation 
of Labor, which in its brief alleges RCMP 
harassment. 


Also appearing before the commission 
will be the Association of Metis and Non¬ 
status Indians, which is expected to sug¬ 
gest education and economic development 
as alternatives to heavier policing. 

The Regina Chamber of Commerce also 


will make a presentation, though it says its 
brief will not deal with reductions in 
RCMP training in the city, which the 
chamber already has publicly criticized. 

Briefs from Calgary and Edmonton also 
will be submitted to the commission in 
Regina, following cancellation of Edmnn 
ton hearings because of lack of public 
response. 

The hearings, which will open Tuesday 
morning after a closed commission session 
Monday with MLAs, provincial officials, a 
local police chief, academies and other 
interested parties, will be picketed by a 
group calling itself Operation Liberty.

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Big cancer fighter 
moves into ring 


The rays, it produces are invisible, but the new 
cobalt machine at the Victoria Cancer Clinic, located 
at Royal Jubilee Hospital, is anything but invisible. 

The massive $135,000 device has a room of its own. 
complete w ith four lasers for aligning patients with its 
beam, motorized controls, a swiveling head, and 
two closed-circuit television cameras, one with re¬ 
mote control focus and zoom 

All together, it adds up to better patient care and a 
happier staff at the cancer clinic. 

The new machine, a Theratron 780 produced by 
the commercial division of Atomic energy of Canada, 
replaces an 13-year old model which has been the 
mainstay of radiation therapy at the clinic. 

After 15 years of hard use (just before it "retired'' 
it was seeing up to 35 patients in two shifts a day), 
some wear inevitably took place in the old machine, 
making it more difficult to align it with the patienl. 

Since the gamma-ray beam produced by the ma 
chine is aimed at tumors which are sometimes only 
millimetres from important organs or body struc¬ 
tures. proper alignment is literally a matter of 
life and death. 

The old machine is still being used to help the 
clinic keep up with its patient load, but cancer clinic- 
director Or. Peter Coy said in an interview that its 
safety is not in question 

“There is no danger to patients Ultimately we do 
gel it into the right position, but the technician has to 
take more time." 


Cobalt machines use a small stack of cobalt-BO 
w afers which have been made highly radioactive in a 
nuclear reactor. Shielded by steel and lead in the head 
of the radiation machine, the wafer can emit a 
controlled beam of gamma rays through a narrow 
channel. » 

In cancer treatment, the rays penetrate the body 
of the patient lying on a table below to destroy 
cancerous tissue. They are directed at the patient 
fropi several directions to minimize damage to other 
tissues in the path of the beam, and to concentrate the 
heaviest dose of radiation on the cancer itself 

In addition to its better alignment, the new 
machine uses a wafer 1.5 centimetres in diameter 
compared with two centimetres in the old machine. As 
a result, the new machine throw s a smaller "shadow " 
at the edge of the beam, thus permitting the beam to 
come closer to vital organs without irradiating 
them 

Coy's plans for the cancer clinic include several 
other wonders of technology in the future. Among 
them are a linear accelerator which produces a high 
intensity X-ray beam with certain advantages over 
cobalt in some situations. 

An X-ray simulator, identical to the cobalt ma¬ 
chine but producing X-rays, may be used in the future 
to make an X-ray picture of the area which the 
gamma radiation beam is hitting, making more 
accurate aiming of the device possible. 


Girl, 10, gains insights in role of spastic

it's not the sort of part that a little girl 
might dream of. or even the role many 
parents would like for their child's firs! 
professional stage appearance. 

\or would just any young actress do as 
the spastic and wheelchair-bound focal 
point of The Belfry's A Day in the Death of 
Joe Egg. opening Thursday night 

Director Don Shipley counts himself 
lucky in finding 10-year-old Jill Carfra 
and her parents. 

AS FOR JILL, she summed up the whole 
experience during a recent rehearsal 
break with one word: “Neat". It s all new 
for her but characteristically during an 
interview she seems more concerned about 
the number of notes this reporter is taking 
and whether or not she should have said 
her mom "won the inner tube race three 
times" than chatting about herself. 

Shipley still shudders at how he almost 
missed out auditioning the young actress 
when he nearly left a Bastion theatre 
school class with students too mature for 
the part. 

"I was about to go when the door opened 
and this little girl came in." he said. 

"I was really lucky with her. not only to 
find a 10-year-old that looked right and 


wasn't precocious but whose parents would 
allow me to keep her out for that time." 

As it is. he has scheduled his rehearsals 
so that Jill can still fit in her Grade 
5 classes at Beaver Lake School in a 
day that now often ends at 10 p m. Her 
mother, instead of Jill, now makes hep, 
lunch in the morning so that she can sleep 
in an extra half hour. 

HER PARENTS had tentatively agreed 
to the part before reading the script, as her 
mother put it—"mainly because of Don 
himself and his background in working 
with children's theatre " 

Shipley had levelled with them. It is not a 
flattering part. Nor is the play, which 
examines with some rather savage humor 
the marriage of the parents of a handi 
capped child, a piece of fluff. 

"They were afraid for her. They wanted 
me to tell them if she wasn't going to be 
any good." said Shipley. 

He hasn't had to. In fact, he is about as 
impressed by her a person as he is an ac¬ 
tress. 

"SHE’S REALLY a bright kid: I talk to 
her as I would any of my colleagues ' 

Shipley recalls the problems his adult 
actors had in portraying spasties in The 
Belfry production of Creeps. 


"It's a hard acting problem for her." he 
said, and Jill agrees 

"Having the fils, that's really hard," sin- 
said. giving a capsule demonstration of 
what she does several times on stage from 
her wheelchair. 

"Lean t relax. 1 always have to keep 
tense in the play. I'm not allowed to go 
limp as this girl in the play is really quite 
sick and she wouldn't be able to relax." 

JILL FINDS IT HARD to sit and not 
react to what's going on but she manages 
it. 

"I don't feel as though I am her but 
Dun (Shipley) says that it s really good and 
says ‘you really look as though you are a 
spastic child when you do it. " 

Shipley took Jill to the Pearkes Clinic 
where she spent more time getting to 
know the kids than watching how she might 
depict their handicap on stage. It was 
with that visit that Mrs. Carfra expected 
the play's first real impact would come on 
her daughter. A relative with a handi¬ 
capped child had warned her against let 
ting Jill do the role, saying it would upset 
her once she realized what it was like to 
be a mind trapped inside a body which 
doesn’t obey. 


"She seemed fine but then she went and 
composed a little song on her ukelele 
about how some people can't talk right, 
some people can't w alk right, but that's all 
right, inside they're the same as you and 
me." she said. 

JUST HOW MUCH of the wider scope of 
the play Jill grasps is difficult to judge. 

"My mother read it to me. It s sort of 
hard to read. Some of the words I don't 
know and some of the situations I couldn't 
understand- 

“It's about a spastic girl and the prob 
lems with her parents and the problems 
with their friends and stuff like that." 

When the Peter Nichols play opened in 
1967. critic* came up with descriptions 
like "one of the funniest and most touch¬ 
ing .. . " But there are few laughs for Jill 
in it. 

"It must be very sad for her parents to 
know their kid would never be able to do 
anything but sit in the wheelchair, never be 
able to run or anything. 

"It must be hard for them if her dad has 
to leave them in the end," said Jill, proving 
that she understands more about the 
strains on the adults in the script than 
even her mother imagined.

Australian fast bowler 
Rodney Hogg became his 
country’s leading wicket- 
taker in an Ashes series on a 
dramatic opening-day’s play 
in the fifth cricket test 
against England on Satur¬ 
day in Adelaide. 

England, leading 3-1 in the 
six-test series, made a disas¬ 
trous start but fought back 
strongly. By the close Aus¬ 
tralia was 69 for four in re¬ 
play to the touring side’s 
first-innings total of 169. 

Hogg grabbed four wick¬ 
ets in the England innings, 
giving him 37 wickets for the 
series, and breaking the rec¬ 
ord of 36 wickets set by Aus¬ 
tralian leg spinner Arthur 
Mailey when England 
toured Australia in 1920-21. 

The 27-year-old Hogg 
playing in only l)is fifth test, 
clinched the record when 
England fast bowler Bob 
Willis skied a catch to Rick 
Darling in the covers to end 
the England innings at tea. 

In the first over after tea, 
Willis and Darling figured in 
an accident that sent the 
Australian opening batsman 
to hospital for a chest and 
rib x-ray. 

Darling was hit under the 
chest by Willis’ fifth ball and 
was carried off the field on a 
stretcher, recovering full 
consciousness 10 minutes 
later. 

Meanwhile in New Delhi, 
the West Indies team was 
forced to follow on in the 
fifth cricket test Saturday, 


394 runs behind India, when 
it was all out in the first 
innings for 172. 

In 12 minutes batting be¬ 
fore the close. West Indies 
scored seven without a,loss 
but with two full days to 
play, the team’s chances of 
saving the match must be 
rated slim. 

India is one up after win¬ 
ning the fourth test and vic¬ 


tory here would clinch the 
six-match scries. 

Captain Sunil Gavaskar 
closed India's first innings 
after 45 minutes of play Sal 
urday morning at 566' for 
eight, his country’s highest 
score in test cricket.

Baby mammoth carcass 
big attraction in Moscow 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Thousands of people lined up 
in Leningrad Saturday for theirfirst look at Dima, a 
baby mammoth whose 44,000-year-old carcass was 
found frozen in a block of ice in northern Siberia, the 
Tass news agency reported, 

Tass said Dima, named for a tributary of the 
Kolyma River where he was found in July, 1977, went 
on public display for the first time, mounted in a 
specially cooled glass case at the Academy of Sci¬ 
ences' Zoological Museum in Leningrad. 

Geological and weather changes at that time 
caused glacial formations in the region to melt and 
then freeze again, encasing Dima in a solid block of 
ice and preserving him in almost perfect condition. 

Although only a baby, Dima weighs more than 220 
pounds, lie was found by a Soviet bulldozer driver, 
Tass said Soviet Stid foreign scientists carefully 
analyzed Dima’s skin, bones, internal organs, brain 
and even his nerve cells to learn more about creatures 
that roamed the earth thousands uf years ago. 

The discovery has aroused lively interest among 
paleantologists around the world, Tass said, and the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences has sent plaster repro¬ 
ductions of the baby mammoth to museums in Le 
Havre, France, and Tokyo.

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Communists use 
funeral in protest 


ROME (DPI) —The Com¬ 
munist party, showing its 
strength after toppling 
Italy's 40th government 
since the fall of fascism, 
marshalled 250,000 workers 
Saturday to march at the 
Genoa funeral of a Commu¬ 
nist official slain by the Red 
Brigades. 

President Sandro Pertini, 
the entire Communist party 
leadership and a crowd esti¬ 
mated at 250,000 paraded 
through the rain in the fu¬ 
neral-turned-protest march 
for slain Communist party 
union organizer Guido 
Rossa. 

Rossa was gunned down 
Wednesday outside his 
Genoa home by the 
ultra-leftist Red Brigades, 
the same terrorist group 
that kidnapped and killed 
former Italian Premier Aldo 
Moro. 

But the massive turn out 
of workers bused into Genoa 
from around the country 
also had a political purpose 


as a show of the party's 
strength one day after the 
Communists withdrew their 
parliamentary support of 
Premier Giulio Andreottt’s 
Christian Democratic gov¬ 
ernment—a move that vir¬ 
tually ensured its collapse. 

The Washington-backed 
premier was expected to 
hand his resignation to Per- 
tini Monday or Tuesday at 
the end of a pro forma par¬ 
liamentary debate. 

Politicians said the gov¬ 
ernment’s fate was sealed 


when the Communists an 
nounced Friday they were 
ending their two-and-one 
half year informal pact w ith 
the ruling party and with 
drawing their support. 

Communist leader Enrico 
Berlinguer accused Un¬ 
christian Democrats of 
cheating on past agree¬ 
ments. dragging their feet 
on reforms and doing noth 
ing to rescue Italy from in¬ 
flation. unemployment and 
growing terrorist violence. 


Lady Bird’s plan for highway dies 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Lady Bird Johnson's be¬ 
loved highway beautifica¬ 
tion program has met a 
quiet death in President 
Carter's proposed budget, 
transportation department 
officials said Saturday. 

The department proposed 
no funding for the next fiscal 
year for the removal of bill¬ 
boards and junkyards from 
the view of motorists. 

The Highway Beautifica¬ 
tion Act was passed in 1965 
as a keystone of Mrs. John¬ 
son’s national beautification 
drive. In pressing for con¬ 
gressional enactment of the 
legislation. President Lyn¬ 
don Johnson used to refer to 
it with pride as "Lady Bird s 
bill." 

The law has been amend¬ 
ed several times to cover 
various facets of highway 
beautification, but the latest 
amendment apparently- 
struck a death knell for the 
program. 

In it. Congress ordered the 
federal government to pay 
for the removal of all bill 
boards front view of high¬ 
ways running through farm 
lands, residential and other 
non-industrial areas.

GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
(UPI) — A judge will decide 
Monday whether he can 
swear in the nine-year-old 
adoptive daughter of the 
Rev. Jim Jones to testify at 
a murder trial because the 
girl said she does not believe 
ill God. 

Stephanie Jones is the only 
surviving witness to the 
throat-slashing killings of 
the Peoples Temple spokes¬ 
woman and her three chil¬ 
dren in the cult's Temple 
headquarters in George 
town. Police said she did 
suffer a Y-shaped cut on her 
throat. 

Stephanie took the witness 
stand in a magistrate's 
court for the first time Fri 
day but the session was ad¬ 
journed because she said she 
did not believe in God. 

Prosecuting attorney 
Carlton Weithers asked 
Magistrate Prem Persaud 
for adjournment to allow the 
child to be instructed in 
Christianity so she could 
give evidence under oath

Garden Notes 





VIRGIN SOIL (K. McN., Saanichton) 

Potatoes would be a good proposi¬ 
tion on your heavy virgin soil. They 
help break up the ground, or more 
correctly, a potato crop compels the 
gardener himself to break up the 
ground during its cultivation. 

You can gel some idea of the work¬ 
ing-over the ground gets when you 
consider (hese operations: 

• The ground is plowed, dug over, 
or rototilled; 

• Drills or furrows are taken put 
for the planting of the seed pieces, and 
compost or old rotted manure is 
thrown in on top of the seed; 

• The furrows are filled in; 

• The plants are earthed up with 
the draw hoe at least three times 
during the growing season; 

• At lifting time, the tubers are 
dug up with a digging fork, and a 
diligent search is mdde by combing 
through the soil with the fork to make 
sure none is left to start sprouting 
again. 

All this stirring or cultivating 
leaves the soil in excellent shape for a 
following crop. This is why potatoes 
are so often grown on an intended lawn 
site — not because of any inherent 
virtue in the potato plant, but because 
there aren't any weeds left after the 
gardener has done all this work. 

LILY OF THE VALLEY 
(A. R.. Victoria) 

Lily of the Valley is a very easy-

going plant and can be moved almost 
any time of the year, but the preferred 
months are October and March. My 
own preference is in the fall, before 
the soil gets too soggy to work in 
comfort. 

However, I don't think it is a good 
idea to move your plants unless you 
have some compelling reason to do so, 
such as gross overcrowding. They 
bloom much more freely when well 
established, and rather sparsely the 
first year after moving 

They like lots of compost or leaf- 
mould in their new site, plus a sprinkle 
of fertilizer, about one cupful per 
square yard, using 6-8-6 or 5-10-5. 
When you take up the plants — a 
digging fork is best — shake them free 
of soil and separate the entangled 
roots carefully. 

Replant only the bits with nice fat 
growth buds or "pips'' as they are 
called. You can bung the skinny ones 
into any bit of waste land to natural¬ 
ize. 

Lily of the Valley will grow quite 
well in dense shade, but they won't 
bear flowers. For lots of blooms, they 
should have a bit of sun through part of 
the day, but shade during the hottest 
hours. 

ALKALINE SOIL 

(G. T., Fulford Harbour) 

The failure of rhododendrons and 
other broad-leafed evergreens in your 


garden is almost certainly due to the 
heavy deposits of crushed oyster shell 
in your soil. The lime in the shells 
renders your soil alkaline, and in such 
sbils the’lime-hating plants are unable 
to get enough iron to keep their leaves 
green. Hence the pale, anaemic fo¬ 
liage and the prominent leaf veins. 

Special planting pits filled with 
acid soil, as you suggest, don't work 
very well over the long term, for the 
pits become impregnated with the sur 
rounding lime, carried in the soil 
water. 

Some gardeners are having a cer¬ 
tain degree of success in growing rho¬ 
dodendrons, laurels, azaleas, holly 
and camellias in unsuitable soil by 
dosing their plants regularly with iron 
funics such as Sequestrene. Tru-Green 
Iron. Green Garde and Greenol Liquid 
Iron. 

But by and large. I think it is wiser 
not to buck the limey soil and grow 
plants which not only tolerate but ap¬ 
preciate the oyster shell. A few shrubs 
w hich would take kindly to your high 
lime soil are Viburnum, Lilacs, 
Broom, Buddieia, Coloneaster and 
Forsythia. 

BROWN TULIP (B. O'M.. Victoria) 

As a wild guess.' I'd say the brown 
lulip you describe is probably Don 
Pedro, a very dark shining brown with 
a bronze base. It blooms in May and is 
sweetly scented.

I have been reading a not very 
interesting biography of Agatha 
Christie, who. in truth, was a not very 
interesting woman, to sde if I could 
begin to fathom the deepest mystery 
she ever propounded — which was the 
continually ascending and sustained 
success of her novels. 

Not a clue, really, in the whole 
book. She was a deft storyteller and a 
cunning plotter, but several of her 
contemporaries in the mystery field 
could write rings around her. and did. 
Yet none of her rivals came even close 
to her in world wide popularity. 

All Christie's characters are pa¬ 
pier-mache. and while I had a linger¬ 
ing fondness for Miss Marple. Poirot, 
her detective, was such an insuffer 
able ass that even his creator got sick 
and tired of him, and indeed killed him 
off in a book she withheld for some 30 
years. 

It is easy to understand the success 
of Conan Doyle with his Sherlock 
Holmes stories: they were newly-mint-

ed and inventive, they provided a nice 
nostalgic atmosphere of Victorian 
England, and even if all the other 
characters were two-dimensional. 
Holmes and Watson themselves came 
vividly to life as permanent inhabi¬ 
tants in our world of imagination. 
(Though Doyle grew to have a similar 
revulsion for his detective.) 

In a hotly intemperate essay writ¬ 
ten many years ago. the late Edmund 
Wilson blasted the whole mystery- 
and-detective field of literature (Who 
Cares Who Murdered Roger 
Ackroyd?), but an equally literate 
critic and scholar, my old friend Jac¬ 
ques Barzun, is just as partial to such 
escapism as Wilson was revolted by 
it. 

I suspect that the answer to this 
debate is not to be found in esthetics 
but in upbringing and, most of all, in 
temperament. The same people who 
enjoy reading mysteries also like to 
work puzzles, solve cryptograms, and 
answer riddles. Their '-'Oedipus com¬ 


plex" centers around the question the 
Sphinx put to passers-by, and not in the 
drama that followed. 

Detective stories have an ancient 
and honorable list of devoted readers, 
including some of the most eminent 
minds of our century. Dr. Erik Rout 
ley, the learned hymnologist, once 
wrote a book dedicated to the proposi¬ 
tion that such tales are the product of 
the Puritan tradition — which is why 
sex is relegated to a minor role iii 
them. 

I relish one anecdote he relates, 
about Henry Wheeler Robinson, Doc¬ 
tor of Divinity, principal of an Oxford 
college, and one of the finest Old 
Testament scholars of his day. At a 
railway station, Robinson went 
through row after row of mysteries, 
muttering, “I’ve read them all.” The 
attendant, overhearing his grumble, 
said gravely, "Well, sir, all I can 
suggest is that perhaps you try some 
serious literature for a change." 


HOLLYWOOD — It was 
fitting that the magnificent 
production of Les Miser 
ables on CBS-TV helped 
close out 1978. Months ago, i 
came to the conclusion that 
TV in the year just ended 
had a better track record on 
movies than the movie in¬ 
dustry itself. 

Or haven't you noticed 
how many lousy movies are 
being shown at {4.50 a 
ticket? 

If I were a major exhibi¬ 
tor. I think I'd raise holy hell 
with moviemakers. The TV 
miniseries on the major net¬ 
work' and the BBC stuff on 
Public Television must be 
killing exhibitors. The only 
way Hollywood can save the 
theatres is to come up with 
more and a better product. 
People still like to go out to a 
movie if it's something 
worth seeing. 

There wasn't a week dur¬ 
ing 1978 that I didn't get mail 


from readers deploring the 
scarcity of good pictures. 

Think hack on how many 
good movies you saw last 
year. The Turning Point, 
Julia. The Goodbye Girl, 
Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind -*■ and where do 
you go from there? 

I'm a Woody Allen aficio¬ 
nado, but I thought Annie 
Hall was his worst picture. 1 
was wrong because it won 
the Best Picture Oscar and 
the public loved it. Same 
with Star Wars, which I 
thought was Roy Rogers and 
Trigger in space Converse¬ 
ly. I loved The W/z and the 
critics murdered it. The 
public loved it. too. 

Heaven Can Wait was a 
good movie — and success¬ 
ful. too. 

In Moment to Moment. 
you have the hottest star in 
the business in John Travol¬ 
ta. John is a throwback to 
the old time movie star, as 


Grease and Saturday Night 
Fever proved, and he’s okay 
in Moment. But the picture

LONDON (AP) — Lon¬ 
don’s Tower Bridge 
isn’t falling down. But 
city authorities fear 
the bad vibrations the 
85-year-old Victorian 
structure is getting 
from heavy traffic is 
shaking it apart. 

So in a bid to save the 
twin-towered span 
across the River 
Thames they will ban 
all loaded trucks 
weighing more than 
five tons from using it 
from midnight to¬ 
night. 

Anthony Rabbit, bridge 
master of the City of 
London Authority, esti¬ 
mated that should cut 
the number of trucks 
crossing the bridge by 
4,000 a day. 

But. with chunks of ma¬ 
sonry already falling 
off the stonework 
under the incessant 
pounding, authorities 
say they may have to 
cut the weight limit for 
trucks to three tons. 
The bridge has become 
dangerously fragile 
because of the pound¬ 
ing it ggls every day 
from between 7.000 and 
13.000 cars and trucks, 
said Rabbit. 

The bridge, one of Lon¬ 
don’s most-famous 
landmarks, was built 
for horse-drawn car¬ 
riages and pedes¬ 
trians. 

But now its daily clogged 
with trucks because it 
lies on one of the main 
arteries linking the 
busy English Channel 
ports with the north. 
The span is a twin draw¬ 
bridge originally de¬ 
signed to open to allow 
ships to pass. But with 
docks above the bridge 
closed, no ships of any 
size pass any more and 
the bridge has not been 
raised for years.

Italian judge ousted 
in fraud-case meddle 


ROME (AP) — A disciplinary panel has 
dismissed one of Italy's highest-ranking 
judges on charges of obstructing a court 
case against Michele Sindona. a New 
York-based financier wanted here for 
fraud in the collapse of his multi-million- 
dollar banking empire. 

The Higher Council for the Magistracy- 
said Judge Carmelo Spagnuoln urged U.S. 
authorities to reject the Italian govern¬ 
ment’s request to have Sindona extradited 
to face trial. 

Spagnuolo. 70. was chief prosecutor with 
the Rome Court of Appeals until five years 
ago, when he was named to head a branch 


of the Court of Cassation, the. highest 
tribunal in Italy. When Spagnuolo became 
involved in the Sindona case more than two 
years ago. the justice ministry suspended 
him from all judicial activities, without 
salary or pension 

The council said that in November. 1970. 
Spagnuolo handed U.S. Consul Gordon Hill 
in Rome a sworn document urging U.S. 
authorities to reject an Italian request for 
Sindona’s extradition. The document de 
scribed Sindona as a victim of a political 
vendetta who risked being murdered if he 
returned to Italy. 

Sindona’s personal weallh was once esti¬ 
mated at $450 million.

Slew uncle, shot aunt,| 
youth jailed for life 


EVERETT. Wash. (AP) 
— A 14-year-old who pleaded 
guilty to murdering his 
unde and wounding his aunt 
and reportedly had a “hit 
list" of other intended vic¬ 
tims has been sentenced to 
two concurrent life sen¬ 
tences. 

Snohomish County Deputy 
Prosecutor Kay Trumbuil 
had called for consecutive 
life terms, describing David 
Mesler “an extremely dan¬ 
gerous young man made 
even more so by his benign 
appearance." 

The blue-eyed, baby-faced 
youth admitted killing his 
uncle. James Castle. .'12. and 
firing four shots at his aunt, 
Carmi Castle, on Sept. 11, 
1978, at the couple’s Bothell, 
Wash., home. 

Mesler had come from 


Thornville. Ohio, to live with 
his aunl and uncle only three 
weeks before the slayings. 

"I was in a corner," he 
said of the killings. 

Calling him a psychopath 
who has "very, very deep- 
seated problems relating to 
human beings." Superior 
Court Judge John Rutter 
said it was the state’s re¬ 
sponsibility to provide psy¬ 
chiatric treatment, but ad¬ 
mitted there was very little 
in the state prison system. 

Rutter said he was making 
the life terms concurrent to 
make it harder for the state 
to avoid its responsibility to 
the young man. 

Ms. Trumbull said Mesler 
had shown “a total lack of 
remorse" and had planned 
the murder several days 
earlier. She quoted doctors 


who examined Mesler as 
saying he showed no more 
concern for the killing and 
wounding than kicking a 
dog.

After the raids the Afghan 
air force dropped handbills 
and posters warning the vil¬ 
lagers not to take part in 
anti-government activities 
and subversion, the report 
said. 

The posters asked the peo¬ 
ple to help defeat the Mus¬ 
lim Brotherhood Organiza¬ 
tion. which is spearheading 
agitation against what it 
calls th e “atheistic policies

of the new Afghan govern¬ 
ment in Kabul." The posters 
asked the villagers to sup¬ 
port "the progressive re¬ 
forms being introduced by 
President Nur Mohammed 
Taraki.” 

Taraki’s Soviet-backed 
govement came to power in 
April. 1978, after overthrow 
ing then President Mo¬ 
hammed Daoud. Political 
and religious opponents of 
the new government have 
emerged in various parts of 
Afghanistan since the coup. 

The newspaper report said 
Afghan troops retook some 
areas that were earlier 
seized by the dissidents.

•When seeking, out res 
taurants. if you're not look¬ 
ing for something specific, 
look for posted menus.

always is exceptional value, 
three or tour courses for 
roughly the normal charge 
of the main course only. 
Check bottom or top of the

•A dismayingly accurate 
rule of thumb can be this: if 
you can read the menu in 
English, you're probably not 
getting maximum value for 
vour food dollars.

Switzerland, only five kilo¬ 
metres from Ihe French 
frontier. . 

As it turned out. the weary 
tire couldn't have called it 
quits at a better time. The 
bus wobbled to the side of 
the road about a hundred 
yards from the principal — 
and just about the only — 
street of a tiny village. 

Perhaps it was not even a 
village, but merely a collec¬ 
tion of houses along the 
sides of the road. II Ihe place 
has a name, we never found 
it. 

We piled out on Ihe shoul¬ 
der of the road and scattered 
over the countryside. I 
headed for the little village 
street and soOn found myself 
alone at one of those rare 
limes when I was complete¬ 
ly separated from anyone I 
knew or ever had seen be¬ 
fore.

A bakery offered its fra- 
granl wares and, reacting to 
sweets as the dog did to 
Pavlov's bell. I walked in¬ 
side and selected a box filled 
with pastry to take with 
me. 

It was fun to meet some¬ 
one who knew not one word 
of English, a situation rarely 
encountered in this age of 
jet tourism with millions of 
North Americans on the 
move. _ 

Yet. I seemed to get along 
fmc, the ham actor coming 
out in my descriptive ges¬ 
tures (smacking of the lips 
and rubbing of the stom¬ 
ach). 

Just down the street was a 


tiny grocery store. Inside I 
found. In the French tradi¬ 
tion, that al leasl half of the 
shelves were devoted lo 
wine — as Important to the 
Gallic taste as salt to ours. 

Here 1 slocked tip on sev¬ 
eral bottles of vln ordinaire 
and a huge loaf of un¬ 
wrapped French bread, the 
kind you See being carried 
everywhere in France by 
people on scooters, bicycles 
and fool. 

A half-hour later I headed 
back toward the bus, paus¬ 
ing along the way to snap 
whal turned out to be good 
color pictures of a bucket of 
wine bottles cooling under a 
tap in Ihe village square. 

I was received — along 
with my wares — as a popu 
lar hero by the rest of the 
group, and before long we 
were on our way once again. 
I was happier because 1 felt 
that, at least for a brief 
lime. I had been part of the 
real France.

A perfectly good example 
is the Joshua Grindle Inn. a 
landmark that's exactly too 
years old. 

After standing vacant for 
two-and-ahalf years, the 
Joshua Grindle was bought 
and restored by Bill and 
Gwen Jacobson.

THE; ENTIRE: town occu¬ 
pies a bluff that overlooks 
the stormy Pacific. Via the 
Inland route from San l-'ran 
cisco (L'.S. 101 loCloverdalc 
and California 128 to the 
coast) the highway cuts 
through rolling hills, red 
woods, maples, laurel and 
madrone trees. It crosses 
salmon rivers and fields ol 
butter-yellow scotch broom, 
moss roses, wild cracker 
buds, rhododendrons and 
azaleas.

Winter storms 
sweep in from Alaska, piling 
driftwood along the coast, 
and far out to sea whistling 
buoys cry their laments. 

IT IS THIS very rawness 
of land and sea that draws 
tile artist. The artist is 
aroused by the voice of the 
wind and the thunder of the 
sea — this and the village 
itself. 

Thanks to the foresight of 
residents vydo had it de 
dared a historical site. 
Mendocino lias changed lit¬ 
tle. 

Its beaches remairt lit¬ 
tered with logs and other 
driftwood. Victorian homes, 
buffeted by years of storms, 
stand forlornly on the 
bluffs. 

Still, wet or sunny. Men¬ 
docino is a welcome change 
from the cities. Once 16 
hotels served lumbermen 
and fishermen. Now all that 
remains is the Mendocino 
Hotel. A hamburger king 
sunk $1.5 million into it re¬ 
cently. Now it s hard to fig¬ 
ure if it's a restaurant, a 
bordello, a bar or hotel.

IT'S ALL this, except for 
the bordello. 

The hotel's walls are 
flocked and light tillers 
through Tiffany glass. 

Logs blaze in the fire¬ 
place. creating a coziness 
for diners seated in the 
lounge. 

Guests have the choice of 
26 rooms — 13 with private 
baths ($12.50). 13 without 
($26.50). 

They sink into brass and 
four-poster beds and are 
lulled to sleep by the sound 
of the sea. 

Because only one hotel ex¬ 
isted in Mendocino, resi¬ 
dents began turning their 
homes into inns. 

IMMENSELY popular is 
MacCdllum House, built in 
1882 by lumberman William 
H. Kelley as a wedding gift 
for his daughter Daisy. 

Daisy lived in the rant- 1 
bling old mansion until her 
death at 92. It was a scene of 
social events and afternoon 
teas, and Daisy MacCallum 
reigned as its queen. 

In 1971 MacCallum House 
was bought by San Francis¬ 
co stockbroker Bill Norris 
and his wife Sue. With 20 
rooms it is Mendocino's lar 
gest guest house, crowded 
with antiques — sleigh beds.

In the mansion 
itself here are no private 
baths. One shares. Other 
rooms are scattered among 
various structures — a barn, 
a gazebu. the carriage house 
(formerly the garage), a 
greenhouse and water 
lower. 

NOW. THERE is some¬ 
thing to boast about to the 
neighbors — how you slept in 
a water tower. Makes for 
one-upmanship during the 
cocktail hour gabfast. 

Rooms in the main house 
range from $31.50 to $45.50. 
And although I paid $50 for a 
single (tax included), the 
shower down the hall 
spewed only leewater. 

When 1 complained to the 
proprietress she shrugged 
"Water healer must have 
blown a fuse." 

Very well, but what be¬ 
came of the breakfast that 


was included with the price 
of the room? "Sorry," said 
the lady. "No' breakfast 
today. The bakery's 
closed." 

WELL. IN fairness Fill 
told the dinners served at 
MacCallpm House are good. 
In fact they’ve been de¬ 
scribed as excellent. But I 
didn’t wait around to find 
out. 1 had a nagging feeling 
that the grocery might be 
closed too. And while I can 
skip breakfast without any 
particular fuss, dinner is 
something else. 

Up the coast a few kilo¬ 
metres I discovered an inn 
built entirely of redwood. 
Harbor House, on a bluff 
overlooking a cove of spec¬ 
tacular beauty, provides the 
loveliest views along the en¬ 
tire Mendocino coast. 

DEER GAMBOL through 
the pastures and gulls wheel 
overhead. 


Rooms in the old mansion 
and its cottage are heated 
automatically and each has 
a private bath. Guests 
snooze under electric blan¬ 
kets and doze before fire¬ 
places and antique Franklin 
stoves. 

With the concert of tho 
sea. drowsiness comes 
easily at Harbor House. 
Rates range from $59 to $75 
a day double, breakfast and 
dinner included. 

Finally, there's St. Orres. 
an inn with a Russian fa¬ 
cade. a roaring fireplace 
and a romantic, candlelit 
dining room. 

PROPRIETORS Richard 
Wasserman and Erie Black, 
inspired by the 19th-century 
buildings left by Russian 
trappers, created their inn 
aiong similar lines. 

Rates are $35-$45 a day. 
including the continental 
breakfast. Still, in this Rus¬ 


sian-styled inn you’d have to

almost tripped on in an un¬ 
witting and undignified re¬ 
sponse to the audience adu¬ 
lation. 

Those standing ovations 
made him feel good, but 
while others might revel in 
telling of the emotional high 
of a standing ovation, it is 
typical of the unassuming 
Prossnitz that he should add 
(he story of his near-gaffe. 

THE POINT of the story is 
lhat a performer like Pross- 
nit/ who purposefully plays 
without his glasses had bel¬ 
ter know where to put his 
feet on a crowded floor. And 
if he's going to mop his 
brow, he should have a suit 
pocket big enough for his 
handkerchief or risk, in his 
exuberance, tossing it too 
far onto the piano wires. 
Small points, perhaps, but 
some of the myriad that' 
have little to do w ith music 
or talent but which a .wrung 
performer learns on his way 
to a concert career 

Two years ago Prossnit? 
topped all divisions at the 
National Music Festival, do 
monstraling lhat already he 
knew where and when to pul 
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what fingers in the most 
difficult of compositions. 
But it was performance 
rather than intricacies of 
Ihe piano which took the 
Robin Wood pupil lo Vienna 
last fall fora year wilh Josef 
Dichlor. professor emeritus 
of the Vienna Academy of 
Music. 

"HE’S GIVING me * a 
slightly different attitude to¬ 
wards music, how I learn 
music and how I prepare 
myself for a concert." said 
Prossnitz. 

As a performer, prossnitz. 
has always been able to 
reach an audience How¬ 
ever, with Diehler he is 
learning to communicate 
consistently rather than de¬ 
pending upon the spark that 
comes with a lucky shot of 
adrenalin. And if Prossnitz 
•tends as he can toward im¬ 
precise playing. then 
Diehler sets him straight in 
a German that Prossnitz 
doesn't yet fully under¬ 
stand. 

These lessons with Diehler 
are rarely more than twice a 
month. 

"HE HAS a policy that you 
can only play a work for him 
once," said Prossnitz. who 
spends most of his time per¬ 
fecting those lesson pieces 
on the piano he cadged from 
his landlady for his flat in a 
Vienna factory district. 

lie has no rigorous prac¬ 
tice schedule but practises 
intermittently throughout 
the day. starting wilh a ses¬ 
sion before breakfast when 
his mind is fresh even if his 
fingers are sleepy. Short and 
frequent stints at the piano 
keep his concentration up. 

The Tschaikovsky concer¬ 
to was played for both 
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Diehler and again for one of 
his star pupils, Walter Klein, 
who coaches Prossnitz when 
not performing with world 
class orchestras. Both 
thought it was going to be 
very good. ("Diehler didn't 
charge me for that lesson as 
he said he didn't teach me 
anything.") 

PROSSNITZ was satified 
with his own performance 
and what support the Vic¬ 
toria musicians mustered. 

"I thought the orchestra 
did admirably well but there 
were difficult eircum 
stances this weekend." said 
Prossnitz who has already 
learned the restraint re¬ 
quired of a young profes¬ 
sional in not saying any 
more. 

The inevitable question is 
just when will Prossnitz con¬ 
sider himself ready for the 
concert circuit 

Not yet, it would seem. 

"I've got time. There's 
still a lot of things for me to 
learn. 

"Things have got to come 
easier for me before I'm 
ready lo take on the de¬ 
mands of any sort of concert 
career "

And while many decisions 
made here are similar to 
those announced in Wash¬ 
ington. the branch is hardly 
a shadow of its American 
sister, the food and Drug 
Administration, says Dr.

However, policies are 
sometimes determined in 
Canada before the Ameri¬ 
cans have made up their 
minds 

For example, the KDA has 
still nut made up its inind 
about the use of nitrite, a 
meat preservative linked 
with cancer. 

IN OITAWA. the health 
department said last August 
that nitrite cuuld continue to 
be used in Canada The meal 
preservative has been used 
fur centuries to inhibit pro¬ 
duction of butulin toxin, a 
deadly food poison. 

"Since no safe and effec¬ 
tive substitute for nitrite is 
available, elimination of its 
use at this time would ex¬ 
pose i consumers of pro¬ 
cessed meals to the very 
real risk of botulism." Cana 
dian officials say. 

BUT I'DA proposals to 
phase out the meat preser¬ 
vative were later followed 
by a U.S. government state 
menl saying a hasty decision 
could not be made because 
of "the need to balance two 
kinds of health risks — one 
by taking nitrite out of food 
and the other by leaving it 
in " 

Amid the controversial 
cyclamite issue, both gov 
ernments remain firm about 
earlier decisions banning 
the use of the artificial 
sweetener in food and soft 
drinks. 

NEW SCIENTIFIC evi 
denre shows the sweetener 
does not cause cancer as 
earlier believed. However, 
persistent researchers 
found that high levels of cy- 
clamates do cause atrophy 
of the testes in experimental 
animals. Cyclamates were 
banned in Canada in IStid 
and one vear later in the 
l.S. 

In other areas, govern 
mum decisions are far 
apart 

U.S. health officials re¬ 
cently repeated concerns 
about the use of a synthetic 
hormone. DES. routinely 
prescribed from Itllk to (he 
early 1970s to prevent mis¬ 
carriages. 

USE OK DIOS was hailed 
in Canada in l!)72. except for 
treatment for advanced 
breast cancer and prostate 
cancer, when it was learned 
the daughters of women 
given the hormone showed a 
high incidence of vaginal 
cancers. 

The hormone still is pre 
scribed to U.S. women to 
relieve symptoms of meno¬ 
pause, breast enlargemeni 
of mothers who do not 
breast-feed their babies and 
as an emergency "morning- 
after pill" in rape or incest 
cases. 

THE FEDERAL govern 
menl in Canada has had its 
hand on public-heallh mat¬ 
ters almost from the begin¬ 
ning of Confederation. By 
1921. a national public la¬ 
boratory was established 
and legislation was passed 
In deal with proper food and 
drug labelling. 

Kifly years later, the 
health protection branch 
was formed to keep danger¬ 
ous foods, drugs, cosmetics, 
medical equipment and ra¬ 
diation devices out of Cana 
dian homes and hospitals.

(ion. dangerous drugs and 
chemical safety.

Antibiotics in animal feed 
have raised the ire of some

WINNIPEG (CP) —“Feel 
me. You’ll love it. . . Lie on 
me. Roll on me . . . Warm to 
the passion of my 19 beauti¬ 
ful colors . . . I’m a beauti¬ 
ful carpet.” 

Above the text of the ad¬ 
vertisement in a Winnipeg 
store was a provocative pho¬ 
tograph of a woman in a 
bikini with the title Miss 
Broadloom. 

The ad is one of many 
considered sexist by Winni¬ 
peg’s media monitoring 
committee. 

"Some advertisers use a 
female body to sell a product 
instead of using the product 
to sell itself," says Claudia 
Engel, one of five volunteers 
on the committee. 

The group was formed by 
the Manitoba Action Com¬ 
mittee on the Status of 
Women to act on compaints 
about the way women are 
portrayed in local media. 

About 200 complaints have 
reached the committee 
since it began distributing 
complaint forms to women's 
groups and the general pub¬ 
lic a year ago. 

Ms. Engel says most of the 
complaints were about 
printed advertisements or 
stories. 

“It’s easier for people to 
complain about sexism in 


print, because they can tear 
out the item when they lodge 
their complaint." she says. 

All the complaints have 
centred on sexual stereo¬ 
types of women, although 
the group is also prepared to 
act on complaints about 
male stereotypes. 

When the committee re¬ 
ceives a complaint, it writes 
to those responsible. The let¬ 
ters follow a standard form, 
with a definition of sexism 
and details of the com¬ 
plaint. 

Not surprisingly, re¬ 
sponses to the letters have 
been mixed. 

For example, someone 
complained about a flyer put 
out by a Winnipeg furniture 
store that showed elegantly- 
dressed women with an as¬ 
sortment of refrigerators 
and stoves. 

The committee wrote to 
the owner of the store pro¬ 
testing the link between 
beautiful women and appli¬ 
ances. The owner promised 
to be more careful in the 
future. 

On the other hand, says 
committee member Annalea 
Mitchell, advertisers some¬ 
times beg to differ with the 
way their ads are interpret¬ 
ed. 

An official of a Toronto 


candy company was one of 
those to take issue with the 
committee. 

The complaint in question 
dealt with a television com¬ 
mercial for Turtles choco¬ 
lates. It said the woman in 
the ad appeared as "an 
empty-headed plaything" 
and objected to the sexual 
innuendo in the slogan. “Are 
you getting yours?” 

The company official 
wrote back and described 
the commercial as "an en¬ 
tertaining, non-offensive 
portrayal of the enjoyment 
of eating the Turtles prod¬ 
uct." 

Committee members say 
few of the complaints re¬ 
ceived in the last year dupli¬ 
cate each other, and the 
complaints have not been 
limited to advertisements. 

The Winnipeg Tribune was 
criticized for a front-page 
photograph of a bikini-clad 
woman standing on the hull 
of a sailboat during a boat 
show.

The topic-of-the-moment 
in the letters pages of Cana¬ 
dian Stamp News is the 
craze for never-hinged 
stamps, and on the whole, 
collectors writing - in are 
coming down heavily 
against the fad. claiming 
among other things that it 
has been fostered by some 
dealers and even by some 
album manufacturers. 

It’s a highly controversial 
subject, and by no means a 
new one. The problem of 
how to keep mint stamps in 
pristine condition has exist¬ 
ed almost since the day 
stamp collecting began. 
Hinging was for years the 
most popular method, but 
now—largely through the 
rise of substantial purchas¬ 
ing of stamps for investment 
purposes only—the never- 
hinged mint stamp has be¬ 
come the paragon, often 
worth a premium solely be¬ 
cause a hinge never touched 
it. 

Naturally, this preferen¬ 
tial position accorded the 
NH has upset a great many 
collectors who picked up 
hinged copies at a time when 
less importance was at¬ 
tached to whether or not 
they bore evidence of ever 
having been hinged. For one 
thing, they see the value of 
their copies (however light¬ 
ly hinged) diminished in the 
trend toward very-fine- 
never-hlnged. As well, they 
say, what does it matter 
what a stamp looks like on 
its back side, provided the 
gum is intact; that isn't the 
side one places on view.

Dear Dr. Ruble; How 

obese does a person have to 
be to qualify to get an intes¬ 
tinal bypass job done in 
order to reduce?—M.M. 

The decision is based on 
various factors — for exam¬ 
ple, how life-threatening the 
obesity is. There is a rule of 
thumb that is sometimes 
loosely applied. It is that the 
person should be approxi¬ 
mately 100 per cent heavier 
than he should be for his 
height. If your normal 
weight wdre 150 pounds and 
if you weighed 300 you might 
be considered sufficiently 
obese to warrant the proce¬ 
dure. But you certainly 
would not need it necessar¬ 
ily. More recently, some 
success has been obtained 
with a sort of stapling of a 
portion of the stomach to 
decrease its volume and en¬ 
courage weight loss. 

According to John R. Neill 
of the University of Ken¬ 
tucky College of Medicine, 
about 90 per cent of over¬ 
weight persons fall within 30 
pounds of their desired 
weights.

back and laugh at the whole 
flapdoodle are the collectors 
who have never gone in for 
mint, the ones who have 
concentrated on used 
stamps—who relate their 
stamps to postal use, that is, 
the purpose for which they 
were intended, which is one 
of the big differences be¬ 
tween mint and used. 

Investment-buying (of 
stamps to be stuffed away in 
safekeeping and never 
looked at) is only one of the 
elements in the story. Hing¬ 
ing was done in less money- 
conscious days of collecting, 
when accessories like Hawid 
strips and other mountings 
were either non-existent or 
too expensive for the aver¬ 
age collector to bother 
about. 

The VFNH craze should, 
perhaps, be regarded as a 
phenomenon more than any¬ 
thing else, one that won’t 
necessarily be around for¬ 
ever. If it should become 
permanent, at least those 
holding hinged mint won’t be 
as badly off as those suc¬ 
ceeding earlier generations 
of collectors who made the 
mistake, unwittingly, of 
pasting their mint stamps 
onto album pages. These 
collectors were the exas¬ 
peration of many an inheri¬ 
tor of their labors. But the 
paster generation is also a 
reminder of how much 
simpler collecting once was, 
and how sophisticated and 
commercial it has become.

When Fischer got himself 
all tangled up with the World 
Chess Federation over his 
outrageous demands. Kar¬ 
pov got the crown by de¬ 
fault. 

It is interesting that politi¬ 
cal overtones have been evi¬ 
dent in the Soviet press, 
even though Karpov man¬ 
aged to win. 

Karpov has been criticized 
for letting Korchnoi "come 
so close," with the Soviet 
media emphasizing that it 
was Karpov's duty to defeat 
"a player without citizen¬ 
ship." 

And that's mind-boggling 
to say the least. 

Oh well, who knows — 
maybe we’ll get Fischer 
back for the next world cha- 
mopionship round. 

It would at least make for 
better-quality chess, even 
though backroom machina 
lions would probably be just 
as extensive, If not more 
so.

He discovered that he 
not only butchered the 
play, but that he flubbed 
the alibi as well. 

The defense played three 
rounds of hearts, trapping 
dummy’s king while de¬ 
clarer ruffed the third 
round. A diamond was led 
to dummy’s queen in hopes 
of finding the ace with 
West, but East won and 
returned the diamond jack 
to dummy’s king. 

Declarer saw his only 
hope with an even club 
break, so he drew the 
trumps and played his 
clubs. No luck there either. 
East had four clubs to stop 
the suit and the defense 
took two hearts, one dia¬ 
mond and one club. 

“I played for the dia¬ 
mond ace on side or for a 3- 
3 club break," alibied 
declarer. "That's almost a 
70 percent chance, but our 
horse ran last.” 

“He hardly ran at all," 
countered North. “You did 
well to defer the play of the 
trumps, but you should 
have waited even longer. 

"To make the hand after 
winning duinmy's dia¬ 
mond king, you should 
draw only two rounds of 
trumps before you start 
the clubs. If they break 3-3, 
fine. You can draw the last 
trump and claim 10 tricks.

Idea didn’t Don on him, 
Schreyer picked instead

One could be forgiven for 
harboring the suspicion that 
John Wayne was about to 
ride down the red carpet of 
the senate chamber in Ot¬ 
tawa to be proclaimed 22nd 
governor-general of Can 
ada 

To begin with. Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau wasn’t fooling 
, anyone with those fancy 
pomp and ceremony duds of 
his. The talk was that of a 
man who should have been 
perched on the fence down 
at the Bar-T Ranch. 

HE WAS TELLING us we 
were going to hear from a 
sod buster who identified 
with the wide open western 
plains and their pioneer 
stock. 

And there sat sedate Ed¬ 
ward Schreyer. Educated. 
Serious. Full of wisdom and 
eloquence. What a disap¬ 
pointment. 

Those of us who are secret 
John Wayne fans would 
have switched the TV set off 
at that point had'lt not been 
for one saving grace: Lily 
,Schreyer. Surely this was a 
prop put there to give au¬ 
thenticity to Trudeau’s High 
Noon talk This was the 
pretty and proper school 
marm at the Saturday night 
dance in Dodge City; the de¬ 
mure wallflower waiting for 
the tall stranger to amble up 
and say Howdy Ma’am. 

WHAT WE WERE watch¬ 
ing. of course, was a break 
with tradition. No longer a 
case of pumping alternate 
doses of French and Eng- 
lish-Canadian blue blood 
into the grandeur of Rideau 
Hall. The mansion was to get 
some real down-home occu¬ 
pants. People whose ances¬ 
tors didn’t say things like 
"by gar," or "by jove," but 
"Open der vindow and pass 
der winegar.” 

It could be said that the 
Reserve and Preserve Fol¬ 
lies were about to play Ot¬ 
tawa. Ed (now Edward, 
please) would'bring the re¬ 
serve. Lily the preserves. 

HAD I ONLY known Tru¬ 
deau wanted something dif¬ 
ferent I would have offered 
myself for the job. 

Under the new rules of the 
game. I have what might be 
called perfect credentials; 
Like Schreyer.. my back¬ 
ground is not entirely 
French or English. 1 speak 
various strange tongues, 
and my wife comes from the 
same general salt pork re¬ 
gion of Manitoba that has 
been home to Ed and Lily. 

I spent much of my early 
life believing I had descend 
ed from Irish aristocracy on 
my father’s side, and Scot¬ 
tish warriors on by moth¬ 
er’s. But then my aunt got 
nosey and began shaking the 
branches of the family tree. 
Nervous soul that she is, she 
was terrified by what she 
found and tried to swear the 
rest of us to silence. 

THERE WERE a lot of 
Irishmen, all right. But they 
weren’t exactly what my 
poor old aunt had expected. 

“Do you know.” she 
choked, "one was a drunken 
poet given to fits of vio¬ 
lence? And another was also 
a poet, although he doesn't 
seem to have written much, 
since he spent so much of his

time runnli 
to start revolutions. When he 
w asn't running around doing 
that, he was out looking for 
something to drink. It’s hard 
to say what came first with 
him. revolutions or drink. 
Certainly, it doesn't seem to 
have been poetry.” 

SHAKEN LOOSE from 
the family tree, as well, 
were an assortment of horse 
thieves, pirates and people 
who might be described as 
schemers and ne'er-do- 
wells. 

Then came the interna¬ 
tional ingredient Trudeau 
seems to have been looking 
for. 

Let’s start with Spanish. 

My aunt discovered that 
someone from the 
shipwrecked Spanish Arma¬ 
da had met an Irish maid on 
the beaches and had be¬ 
come the father of her child, 
apparently without stopping 
long enough to find out if this 
would be agreeable. 

But it was the Japanese 
gardener who really did my 
aunt in. ^ 

"This man took advantage 
of people who thought any¬ 
one Japanese was good at 
gardening,” she said. “He 
passed himself off as a gar¬ 
dener, and do you know 
what? ... he didn’t even 
know a rose from a weed.” 

BUT HE DID have a yen 
for business. They say he 
was more successful than 
most of my other ances¬ 
tors. 

My experience with other 
languages may be limited, 
but It has certainly made an 
impression or two. 

I was only in my early 
teens when a friend taught 
me a phrase In one of the 
Chinese dialects. 

"It’s the highest compli¬ 
ment you can pay a Chinese 
person.” he said. 
"There . stick your head 
in that Chinese fruit store 
and say it. Watch how their 
faces light up.” 

BURSTING with new¬ 
found pride. I did as he sug¬ 
gested. and was chased two 
blocks by an enraged pro¬ 
prietor. I learned later what 
the phrase really meant. It 
was a sort of invitation, but 
not the kind one would ex¬ 
pect to get from a complete 
stranger. 

It was a few years later 
when I tried my hand with 
some hastily-learned Ger¬ 
man. I knew there was a 
good sound to what I was 
saying. But I wasn’t quite 
clear on what it meant. 
Someone else was. It got me 


thrown out of a pub without 
explanation. 

ADD TO ALL of this the 
fact my wife’s ancestors 
could speak German and 
Russian and could, when 
moved by the spirit (highly 
fermented), fight with each 
other in both languages. 


Surely these things, with 
secret recipes for perogies 
and Irish stew thrown in, 
should have been enough to 
qualify me for the new look 
Rideau Hall. 

If only the prime minister 
had known . . .

Shelford was responding 
to a research staff report for 
the Select Standing Commit¬ 
tee on Agriculture which 
found that filthy conditions 
existed In some smaller 
slaughterhouses in the In¬ 
terior, outside the prov¬ 
ince's two main federal in¬ 
spection areas. 

The two main federal in- 
spetHioh areas are on the 
Lower Mainland and lower 
southern Vancouver Island. 

The report said only peo¬ 
ple who lived in or adjacent 
to B.C.’s large urban areas 
were ensured wholesome 
meat products. 

The report found there 
was no regular provincial 
inspection of slaughter¬ 
houses outside the two main 
inspection areas. 

To obtain an operating li¬ 
cense, slaughterhouses re¬ 
quire an initial facility in¬ 
spection by the province. 

The report said meat in¬ 
spection was a preventive 
measure to keep the con¬ 
sumer safe from transmit- 
table diseases such as trichi¬ 
nosis. 

The report did not name 
the plants that practised un¬ 
sanitary slaughtering proce¬ 
dures. 

The report said all slaugh¬ 
terhouses in the province 
should be federally inspect¬ 
ed. Since large retailers 
handle only federally in¬ 
spected meat, it said, prov¬ 
ince-wide inspection would 
lead to more purchases of 
B.C. livestock. 

However, the cost of pro¬ 
viding federal inspectors in 
regions outside the main in¬ 
spection zones would be pro¬ 
hibitive, Shelford said in a 
phone interview from Ter¬ 
race. 



Forces rescue lugging 


TORRONTO (CP) — Ca¬ 
nadian Armed Forces 
seafth and rescue opera¬ 
tions are badly in need of 
men and material, said the 
editor of the Canadian Do- 
fence Quarterly. 

John Gellner, who is also a 
visiting political science 
professor at York Univer¬ 
sity, said Saturday that Can¬ 
ada had been lucky no large 
airliner had been forced to 
land in the Arctic wastes, 
thereby testing the slender 
resources of search and res¬ 
cue operations. 

Gellner, in a prepared 
paper discussed at one of 
four workshops held during 
a two-day foreign policy con¬ 
ference sponsored by the 
Progressive Conservative 
party, said the Canadian 


Armed Forces was the only 
organization which could 
perform search and rescue 
operations' and heavy con¬ 
struction in the Arctic. 

Although construction of 
air strips at Arctic settle¬ 
ments was almost complete, 
he said more similar work 
would have to be done north 
of the 60th parallel, "espe¬ 
cially when the northwest 
passage becomes an impor¬ 
tant commercial waterway, 
as it surely will in the near 
future." 

Gellner also said calling in 
the military to quell civil 
disturbances should only be 
done when a geniune nation¬ 
al emergency occurred. 

He was critical of the fed¬ 
eral government's use of 
military troops during the 


Relations with U.S. 
to stay top priority 


TORONTO (CP) — Canada's relation¬ 
ship with the United States should con¬ 
tinue to be the single most important as¬ 
pect of Canadian foreign policy, a political 
science professor said Saturday. 

Denis Stairs, a professor at Dalhousie 
University in Halifax, told participants at 
a Progressive Conservative foreign policy 
conference that in areas of Canada's 
international involvements “a more work¬ 
manlike posture appears to be appropri¬ 
ate." 

“It is one of the melancholy realities of 
international affairs that great architec¬ 
ture must, for the most part, be left to 
great powers. Their smaller counterparts 
do well if they can build a secure and con- 
fortable shelter.” 

Stairs was one of about 50 businessmen, 
university professors and foreign policy 
specialists attending the conference, 
which was designed to look at Canada's 
international role in'the 1980s.

affairs critic who was chairman of the 
conference, said it would help Conser¬ 
vative leader Joe Clark develop his own 
policies. 

Stairs, in a prepared paper discussed at

MANCHESTER, England 
(PP) — Twenty-three hard¬ 
ened weather forecasters 
who have served the british 
public by television and 
radio for 25 years agree that 
the weatherman's lot is not 
always a. happy one. 

"You can’t even take a 
quiet steam bath without 
someone accosting you 
about the- weather," says 
George Cowling, the first 
Weatherman to be televised 
by the government-con¬ 
trolled BBC. 

"And if the weather 
doesn't work out in all dis¬ 
tricts all over the country 
the way you said you thought 
it would, there is the devil to 
pay." 

The forecasters let their 


hair down a little at a 25th 
anniversary conference in a 
BBC studio. Cowling recalls 
that when he first started 
forecasting he had to travel 
daily by underground rail¬ 
way from the British Air 
Ministry to the BBC studios 
with his weather chart 
tucked under his arm. 

"One day it was teeming 
with rain, despite our fore¬ 
cast that the wather would 
be dry, and I arrived in the 
studios with a soggy wet 
chart (hat was scarcely fit to 
be televised," Cowling 
says. 

He adds that, in spile of all 
the traumas that go with the 
job. weathermen arc proud 
of their reputation as the 
only TV personalities who

from the tale by Thorne 
Smith about a husband and 
wife who trade bodies after 
buying a magic statue from 
a gypsy. He suddenly finds 
himself imprisoned in her 
body, and she in his. Sound 
confusing? That’s what the 
comedy is all about—the 
confusion. 

He's a sports reporter, 
and his wife, having to as¬ 
sume his role, makes more 
fumbles than a butter-fin¬ 
gered quarterback. She’s a 
cosmetics executive, and 
her husband hardly knows 
lipstick from mascara.) 

SCHUCK HAS to act the 
role as though he’s a woman 
on the inside. Sharon has to 
act as though she’s a man. 

"The characters are so 
elusive at this point," says 
Schuck. “We’re trying to 
avoid anything that might be 
offensive. Especially on my 
part we don't want any effi- 
minacy or swishing. 

"I divide it into two areas. 
First, there’s the physical 
area, which is touchy and 
hard to do. I feel there are 
certain feminine habits, like 


answering, the telephone. I 
notice that women flip their 
hair out of the way First. I 
don’t do that in a feminine 
way because I figure I've 
inherited my husband’s 
motor controls. Another is 
the way women sit in a 
chair. I try to use these as 
accents. 

“THE OTHER area is 
emotional,” he says. 
"Women respond different¬ 
ly. We had a scene where my 
husband is jealous of an old 
boy-friend. I first thought of 
how I’d react, which was to 
get angry. But that wasn't 
valid, so I try to calm his 
jealousy and soothe his feel¬ 
ings.” 

Actor Richard Crenna 
directed the pilot episode, 
which was aired Jan. 19. 

“He was fabulous," 
Schuck says. “We felt so 
awkward they let us re¬ 
hearse for a week. One tech¬ 
nique we used was Sharon 
and I switched parts and ob¬ 
served each other. We still 
do that, but Sharon’s creat¬ 
ing her own man and I'm 
creating my own woman."

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Quebec professor says the benefits are obvious 

‘Candinavia the answer’ 


QUEBEC (CP) — Two caterpillars inching their way 
along the ground look up and see a brightly-colored butterfly 
flitting above them. 

“You’ll never catch me in one of those things,” says 

one. 

For what seems like an eternity, Quebec City and 
Ottawa have had different visions of Canada. But per¬ 
haps an unexpected solution could yet emerge from the 
Canadian cocoon. 

Stepping back from the deadlocked language ques¬ 
tion, Quebec’s assimilation fears and the constitutional 
stalemate, a University of Quebec economics professor 
has come up with a fresh proposal: 

LUC-NORMAND TELLIER says Canada and Quebec 
should form new confederation—along with Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Finland and Iceland. Greenland, which 
just approved a home-rule referendum, would also be wel¬ 
come. 

He has prepared a study on the economic impact of 
Closer links between Canada and Scandinavia, soon to be 
released by Quebec’s intergovernmental affairs depart¬ 
ment. It indicates a Canada-Scandinavla customs union 
would work. 

His book Le Quebec, Etat Nordique (Quebec, A Nordic 
State), is on a reading list at the end of a Parti Quebecois 
document to prepare party members for Quebec’s referen¬ 
dum on sovereignty-association. 

“Some read it and find it very federalist, others find 
ft very independentist," Tellier said in a recent tele¬ 
phone interview from his Montreal home. 

A LINKUP WITH Scandinavia would remove the lan¬ 
guage problems of Quebec and Canada by creating a whole 
new context, he said. 

An economic union, between the northern nations 
would offer an alternative to absorption by powerful 
neighbors to the south—the United States in the case of 
Canada: the European Economic Community (EEC) in 
that of Scandinavia. 

Tellier admits the idea may seem a bit far-fetched 
and calls it a "long-range” project. “You can't sell it in 
the short term." 

THE PARTI QUEBECOIS is concentrating on the im¬ 
mediate goal of winning its referendum but another political 
party Is taking the suggestion seriously. 

“I got a letter from a new party in Denmark, the Nor- 
diskfolke party," he said. “They have put this in their 
program.” 

The Nordiskfolke party, which opposes Denmark's 
membership in the EEC, likes the idea of an alliance 
between Canada and Scandinavia but goes further than 
Tellier, suggesting Scotland should join as well once it 
becomes independent. 

Canada's French-English tussles would end in the new 
confederation where no language was dominant, he said. 

THE TOTAL POPULATION of the Scandinavian coun¬ 
tries is about equal to Canada's 24 million. English-speaking 
Canadians would be the largest single group in the ex¬ 
panded Nordic union but would still be minority with 
about 38 per cent of the total, compared with their major¬ 
ity position in Canada of more than 70 per cent.

America," Tellier said. In the proposed Nordic asso¬ 
ciation everyone would belong to a minority group. 

Quebec’s six million people would take their place 
alongside eight million Swedes, four million Norwegians, 
five million Danes, an equal number of Finns, 200,- 
000 Icelanders and the 30,000 people who speak the lan¬ 
guage of Greenland. 

THESE SMALL NATIONS have kept their identity and 
distinct languages because they do not live in the shad- 
dow of a majority, Tellier feels.

If Canada and Quebec join the Scandinavian countries 
we would “all be one big Nordic family.” And sjnce 
no language group dominated, hangups about being ab¬ 
sorbed would end. 

Tellier said he was in Scandinavia recently and when he 
told people about Quebec’s language law enforcing the use 
of French in all spheres of activity, they were amused.

Canadian Pra» 

T HOUSANDS OF young Chinese Cana¬ 
dians are floundering in a cultural 
dilemma, torn between the conservative 
eastern traditions of their parents and the 
modern western ways of their new coun¬ 
try. 

Are they Chinese living in Canada, or 
Canadians of Chinese ancestry? Their 
parents demand they live up to the first 
Image; their schools and friends expect 
the second. 

It is a struggle that social workers say 
confronts teenagers of many ethnic back¬ 
grounds, Including Greek, Italian and na¬ 
tive Canadians. But where the cultural 
differences are the most dramatic, as in 
the Chinese community, the problems for 
adolescents are the greatest. 

“You don't quite know how to paint the 
maple leaf with a bamboo brush be¬ 
cause you feel you’re neither Chinese nor 
Canadian," says Wanda Joy Hoe. a mem¬ 
ber of a multicultural task force estab¬ 
lished by the Metropolitan Toronto Chil¬ 
dren’s Aid Society. 

“I went through It myself. There Is an 
Intense conflict between peer group and 
parental pressure. 

“How do you live in two worlds at the 
same time?” 

Raymond Chung, a family service work¬ 
er with Children's Aid, said some teon-

agers try hard to become Canadians. When 
they do not feel accepted, they form 
gangs and associate with persons from 
similar backgrounds, he said. 

“These are kids who are feeling very 
frustrated and have nowhere to go. They 
hang around the poolrooms and pinball 
places In Chinatown. 

"The experiences in New York and San 
Francisco where these kinds of gangs 
got into violent criminal activity should 
teach us something.” 

Others throw themselves Into their aca¬ 
demic studies, living for high grades and 
neglecting all social and recreational acti¬ 
vities. This pleases their parents, many 
of whom came to Canada for the educa¬ 
tional opportunities it offered. 

One young girl at Jarvis Collegiate said 
her parents want her to be a doctor or a 
lawyer, despite the fact that she might not 
favor either career. 

"If I bring home a report card with one B 
on It, they want to know why it's not all 
A’s. My parents don't like me to have 
friends from other races because they 
think they’re a bad influence, that Ml start 
getting bad grades.” 

Several students at Jarvis, where Chi- 
nese-Canadian students make up 40 per 
cent of the enrolment, said their parents 
are strict about dating, choosing their own 


friends and taking part in extracurricular 
activities at school. 

The classic argument that everyone else 
is doing it carries no weight, they said. 

“If I come home a little late and try to 
argue with my parents about it they al¬ 
ways say, ‘You’re Chinese so you're differ¬ 
ent,’. ” one student said. 

Robin Young, an 18-year-old student, 
said Chinese family structures are very 
close-knit and strong. In contrast to many 
Canadian families, younger people are 
respectful and obedient to older people. 

“The customs are so different front Ca¬ 
nadian customs that consciously or sub¬ 
consciously you become a different person 
at school than you are at home." 

One promising young football player at 
Jarvis dropped off the team last year 
because of parental pressure. 

“I was on the team for a while and I 
enjoyed it, but I didn’t have much chance. 
My parents, my grandparents, my aunts 
and uncles—everybody got together and 
made me quit." 

Harry Zwerver, another member of the 
multicultural task force, said that striking 
a balance between the two cultures is not 
easy for these teenagers. 

“They don’t want to be different but they 
want to be in touch with their roots. 
There’s a terrible conflict going on within 
themselves." 


The multicultural task force is looking 
for more effective ways the society can 
work with different cultural groups. 
Chung, the family service worker with 
the society, said the major problem with 
the Chinese community is the need for 
family counselling and the shortage of 
Chinese-speaking counsellors. 

"Right now teenagers are a key problem 
that no one has been able to deal with. 
Parents are often not aware of the Cana¬ 
dian way of life and unable to face the 
problem of how to deal with their chil¬ 
dren." 

He said he would like to see Chinese 
parents get involved in family life pro¬ 
grams at the society to help their children 
before problems begin. 

“These kids are caught between eastern 
and western cultures. On one hand, they 
want to hang on to the values of the 
Chinese, and on the other, they want to ad¬ 
just to the Canadian way. The question is 
how to lessen their conflicts and help them 
find an identity." 

One Jarvis student summed up the prob¬ 
lem: “There’s an old Chinese expression 
that you can be caught between two is¬ 
lands. That’s where we are—we can't re¬ 
late to the Chinese and we can’t relate to 
the Canadians."

EDMONTON (CP) — 
Provincial Attorney 
General Jim Foster 
says lawyers who 
"dilly dally” with 
cases are only aggra¬ 
vating the problem of a 
slow and overburdened 
court system. 

Describing his remarks 
as “a few parting shots 
from a lame duck," the 
minister, who has an¬ 
nounced his retire¬ 
ment, Friday told dele¬ 
gates to the Canadian 
Bar Association Alber¬ 
ta Branch mid-winter 
meeting that judges 
should extend their re- 
sponsiblitles to include 
reducing lawyer delay 
in bring cases before 
the courts.

He also feels a task force 
should examine ways 
of simplifying the 
court system. 

Foster asked delegates 
to consider the need for 
Court of Queen's 
Bench judges in 
smaller urban centres, 
court involvement in 
the recovery of claims 
andimprovement of 
the appeal process. 


All-out push ahead 
in gas export try 


CALGARY (CP) — An Alberta company 
with powerful U.S. friends is preparing 
an all-out push to overturn the eight-year- 
old federal ban on new exports of natu¬ 
ral gas to the United States. 

During a three-day Alberta energy board 
hearing last week, Pan-Alberta Gas Ltd. 
outlined its plan to ship almost $1 billion in 
gas to the U.S. each year for 12 years. 

Including 1.8 trillion cubic feet of gas 
that Pan-Alberta wants to make available 
for future new markets in Eastern Canada, 
the company would ship 6.4 trillion cubic 
feet out of Alberta. 

If granted in full, that would be the 
largest removal permit ever Issued by the 
Alberta board. 

Pan-Alberta, however, also needs the 
permission of the National Energy Board, 
which has had support of the federal cabi¬ 
net in refusing to issue new gas export per¬ 
mits for eight years. 

Pan-Alberta vice-president Lome Lar¬ 
son said the company would shortly file 
its formal export application with the na¬ 
tional board and place heavy stress on 
how the project would boost the national 
economy? 


"We think that the total benefits of this 
scheme are so overwhelming that with 
the material we will present, and other 
press conferences or discussions we will 
have with people, that there will be very 
little doubt left In anyone's mind that this 
project really is In the national interest." 

A key point, he said, was that much of 
the economic stimulus from the $800 mil¬ 
lion of mainline construction In the project 
would be felt In the east. "A tremendous 
percentage of the pipe and valves and 
compressors will be manufactured In East¬ 
ern Canada." 

The rest of Canada, Larson said, would 
benefit from the project's stimulation of 
new gas exploration. 

“There is also the aspect that once you 
develop and connect the gas reserves 
that at the end of our project there will be 
remaining in those fields still a large 
amount of gas Which will be available to 
supply Eastern Canadian markets.” 

Pan-Alberta estimates that there is a 
10.8-trillion-cubic-feet surplus after meet¬ 
ing anticipated Canadian needs.

How 
much better to get rid of the 
gas before there is an explo¬ 
sion," 

Watts said he was not pre¬ 
dicting civil war for Canada, 
but merely urging the public 
not to be misled into think¬ 
ing that it could not hap¬ 
pen. 

“We might stumble along 
for 10 years—or It could 
blow up in our faces In 10 
months.” 

The task force, which re¬ 
leased its report Thursday, 
was created after the elec¬ 
tion of the separatist gov¬ 
ernment in Quebec at a time 
when national unity was a 
popular issue. 

John Robarts, co-chair¬ 
man of the task force with 
Jean-Luc Pepin, has also 
warned that the calm In Ca¬ 
nadian politics might be de¬ 
ceptive.

Servants’ exodus 
boosting costs 

OTTAWA (CP) — Ottawa-Carleton is beginning to feel 
the effects of a "more deadly" second stage of confusion 
resulting from the transfer of thousands of civil servants out 
of the area, regional chairman Andy Haydon said Satur¬ 
day. 

The latest threat is the possible doubling of water rates 
caused by thp reduction of the government’s water bill. 
Haydon said that because fewer public servants were 
working in downtown Ottawa, the region's water revenues 
haddropped by $500,000. 

This has meant the region will have difficulty repaying 
its debt on the water system and may have to seriously 
increase consumer rates. Water rates have already been 
increased by 20 per cent Jan. 1. 

He said the water system debt was partially financed 
through borrowing from American sources and the drop in 
the Canadian dollar had boosted the debt even further. 

Haydon argued that the difficulty is accentuated by the 
fact that the government had contributed heavily to the 
development of expanded water facilities for its new opera¬ 
tions in Quebec. 

In all, the federal government has announced plans to 
move about 20,000 public servants from Ottawa to Hull by 
1981. Most of these have already moyed. 


La Presse climbing 
after lengthy strike 


MONTREAL (CP) — Only eight months 
after a seven-month strike, the Montreal 
daily, La Presse, has climbed back to its 
old competitive position among Montreal’s 
six daily newspapers. 

In its Saturday edition. La Presse re¬ 
ported that circulation had soared in re¬ 
cent weeks, bringing its weekday circula¬ 
tion this month to what it was two years 
ago, about 177,000. 

But its Saturday figure of 245,000 re¬ 
mains below the circulation of 280,000 it 
had in January, 1977. 

Although La Presse bills Itself as “the 
largest French daily in America," its pres¬ 
ent circulation falls short of that of the 
morning tabloid. The Journal, which aver¬ 
ages 270,000 daily. 

La Presse editor Roger Lemelin said 
readers were won to the afternoon news¬ 


paper after its sister newspaper, the tab¬ 
loid Montreal Matin, closed down last 
month. 

Circulation has also risen in the outlying 
regions of Quebec since they started re¬ 
ceiving an early national edition of La 
PTesse in July, he added. 

The circulation of The Gazette, the only 
English daily publishing here since the 
Montreal Starwas hit by a strike last June, 
was up to 200.000 on weekdays and 260.- 
000 for the Saturday edition at year's end. 

La Presse has announced the opening of 
a Toronto news bureau, headed by re¬ 
porter Rheal Bercier. 

In his first dispatch, Bercier analysed 
the problems facing the city's new mayor, 
John Sewell, because of his stated support 
for homosexual rights. 

La Presse also has correspondents in 
Washington, Algeria, Iran and Mexico.

OTTAWA (CP) — A Van¬ 
couver man suspected by 
Palestinian guerillas of 
helping assassinate a Pales¬ 
tine Liberation Organization 
official has told the external 
affairs department he was 
not involved. 

Maurice Cutler, a depart¬ 
ment spokesman, said Fri¬ 
day that Ronald Kolberg 
told Canadian officials he 
had been attending classes 
daily at an Israeli university 
for the last three weeks and 
was not involved In the death 
of All Hassan Salameh, re¬ 
puted mastermind behind 
the killing of 11 Israeli ath¬ 
letes at the 1972 Munich 
Olympics. 

Salameh, four bodyguards 
and four pedestrians died 
Monday when a car-bomb 
exploded in Beruit. 

The PLO, implicating Kol¬ 
berg through his passport 
number, has alleged that he 
was one of at least three 
Israeli agents who had killed 
Salameh.

Some of the finest sport 
salmon fishing in the world 
is to be found off the Vic¬ 
toria waterfront during De¬ 
cember. January, February 
and into March and it al¬ 
ways amazes me why our 
tourist industry doesn't do 
more to promote it. 

The rest of the year the 
nearby Pedder Bay-Becher 
Bay-Sookc waters are the 
hot spots, but in the winter 
the best spot to catch salmon 
is right off Victoria’s own 
Brotchie Ledge, although 
you also get some fair fish¬ 
ing in the Sooke to Pedder 
Bay waters and off Oak 
Bay. 


For Chinooks he advises to 
spread out your gear, wide 
and vary the depths. 

When fishing Brotchie 
Ledge he goes out to the 30 
fathom mark to start and 
swings wide of Brotchie 
Ledge, about a quarter-mile 
out, and then he swings 
along the shoreline. 

Just past Brotchie we 
fished over the big schuol of 
herring with no results. 

"With winter Chinooks it is 
a matter of waiting them out 
... waiting for them to come 
on the bite." he says ... and 
the bite can come on any¬ 
time during the day. All of a 
sudden the bite comes on 
and all of a sudden the bite 
goes off. But for summer 
Chinooks you fish crack of 
dawn, evenings and change 
of tides. He likes to fish the 
high slack tide for winter 
Chinooks at Brotchie and 
finds the low slack better at 
Constance Banks. 


... more feed than he can 
remember in other years. 

OCR LINES on the poles 
started to jiggle and we 
thought we had a fish. But 
Meadows checked the depth 
sounder graph and we were 
going through a huge school 
of herring. "When going 
through a thick school the 
lines shake ... the herring 
are so dense it is like slicing 
cheese," he said. 

Meadows says the best 
spot is usually off the Bea¬ 
con Hill flag pole between 
Clover Point and Brotchie 
Ledge, but we got all our fish 
off Brotchie Ledge 

A shallow finger extends 
southeasterly from Brotchie 
Ledge and you must turn out 
when you come opposite the 
cement beach promenade on 
shore and keep a quarter 
mile out from Brotchie. But 
when you come abreast of 
Brotchie you can turn in 
again and there is a deep 
hole between the Break¬ 
water and Macaulay Point 
where there is sometimes 
good fishing. 

"A good rule of thumb is 
that where you find one fish, 
fish that spot again, and 
keep going back to it," ad 
vises Meadows. "Chinooks, 
particularly winter Chin¬ 
ooks. will hang on an 
edge." 


IT WAS FCN fishing and 
the visitors from Vaneou 
ver, where they are unable 
to enjoy this fine winter 
chinook fishing, really en¬ 
joyed bringing in those fish, 
even on the heavy lines and 
hand gurdies. And they sure 
enjoyed taking home a cou¬ 
ple of "bragging" salmon 
each. 

For me, it was my first 
trip to fish from a trailer and 
it was quite educational. 

I frequently get phone 
calls from sport fishermen 
complaining about the com¬ 
mercial trollers fishing off 
Victoria in the winter 
months, because those 
waters are a sport fishing 
reserve and closed to com¬ 
mercial fishing. 

IT IS ALL LEGAL They 
are simply using their boats 
as sport fishing boats. Their 
power gurdies are sealed 
(and usually inspected by 
,'ederal fisheries officers) 
and they must use one lure 
to a line, like any other 
sport fisherman. Meadows 


WE GOT EIGHT six-to- 
nine-pound winter Chinooks 
last week when we fished off 
Brotchie Ledge with Al 
Meadows in his boat, Lyra, 
along with Kathy Fowler of 
B.C. Outdoors magazine, 
Peter Chettleburgh of Pa¬ 
cific Yachting magazine, 
and Henry Frew of Western 
Fisheries magazine. 

It was a little different 
sport fishing than I have 
usually done off Victoria, or 
from my mini-cruiser at 
Sooke. We were on a 40-fool 
commercial trailer, al¬ 
though we were fishing with 
legal sports fishing tackle- 
one lure to a line and hand 
gurdies (just like a downrlg

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Bakhtiar going to Paris to see Khomeini 


TEHRAN (AP) — Prime Minister Shahpour Bakhtiar 
said Saturday he would fly to Paris within 48 hours to 
meet with Ayatullah Ruhollah Khomeini and “seek ad¬ 
vice” from him on Iran's future. It was unclear whether 
Khomeini would receive Bakhtiar. whose resignation he has 
been demanding. 

Khomeini had to give up his try to return to his home¬ 
land in triumph Saturday night because Air France could 
not receive assurance of a place to land. 

An aide of the religious chief. Sadek Ghotbzedek, an-' 
nounced at Khomeini's exile headquarters, "Air France 


informed us they could not obtain authorization to assure the 
flight because of unfavorable security measures.” 

Aides to the ayatullah, who led the popular uprising 
that drove Shah Mohammad Reza Pahlavi from his king¬ 
dom, were jubilant when Bakhtiar’s announcement was 
made. Later they appeared to be divided on whether 
Komeini would receive the prime minister. 

In a radio address late Saturday after hundreds of 
thousands of Khomeini supporters had marched in the 
streets demanding that Bakhtiar allow the ayatullah to 
return, the prime minister said: 


"As a patriotic Iranian, who considers himself as a 
small member of the glorious movement and as a per¬ 
son who believes in the leadership of the ayatullah .1 
have decided to go to Paris within 48 hours to have the 
pleasure of meeting him and to seek advice on the future 
of the country.” 

Ibrahim Yazdi, who has relayed most of the ayatul- 
lah's statements from Paris since Khomeini arrived in 
France from Iraq last Oct. 6. said without qualification 
that Khomeini would meet with Bakhtiar, and that Kho¬ 
meini had known in advance that Bakhtiar was coming. 

But Sadegh Ghotbzadeh. another chief aide, later told 
reporters “it is evident that ^Mr. Bakhtiar will be re¬ 


ceived by the ayatullah Khomeini if he is coming to offer 
his resignation" as prime minister. 

Ghotbzadeh said any other motive offered by Bakhtiar 
would be studied with care before Khomeini decided 
whether to receive him. 

Khomeini, head of Iran's dominant Shiite Moslem sect 
and whose title ayatullah means "mark of God,” has 
demanded abolition of Bakhtiar's government and the 
Iranian monarchy. 

But there have been persistent reports in receitt days of 
negotiations among key parties in the Iranian crisis—in¬ 
cluding the army—aimed at forging a compromise on Iran's 
political future. 


Guerrillas 
say temple 
recaptured 


BANGKOK (AP) — Guer¬ 
rilla forces of ousted Cam¬ 
bodian premier Pol Pot 
claimed Sunday to have re¬ 
captured the temple of Ang¬ 
kor Wat, the symbol of Cam¬ 
bodian nationhood 

The rebel radio station 
Voice of Democratic Kam¬ 
puchea, believed to be 
broadcasting from southern 
China, also said Pol Pot's 
forces had encircled six 
major provincial capitals. 
There was no independent 
confirmation. 

Angkor Wat, which dates 
to the 12th century, is con¬ 
sidered one of the architec¬ 
tural wonders of the world. 
Its towers are on the flags of 
both the Pol Pot government 
and the Vietnam-backed 
rebel government. 

Analysts here concurred 
that Pol Pot’s forces had 
scored some victories but 
described them as guerrilla- 


style successes against Viet¬ 
namese forces. 

Pol Pot’s radio station 
claimed the Vietnamese 
were encircled in the key 
seaports of Korn pong Som 
and Kamgot and the city of 
Kampong Chhnang near the 
centre of the country. Ear¬ 
lier. the broadcast claimed 
Takeo. about 80 kilometres 
south of Phnom Penh, had 
been recaptured. 

Analysts in Bangkok dif¬ 
fered over Takeo's status, 
some saying the Vietnamese 
held control and others that 
Pol Pot forces had fought 
their way into the city. 

The Vietnamese are be¬ 
lieved to have about 100,000 
troops, plus planes, naval 
vessels and hundreds of 
tanks, involved in the cam¬ 
paign that led to the fall of 
Phnom Penh, the Cambo¬ 
dian capital, earlier this 
month. 


Whites torn 
in Rhodesia 


SALISBURY (AP) —Rho¬ 
desia's frightened and dwin¬ 
dling white community 
votes Tuesday on whether to 
accept a black-rule constitu¬ 
tion billed by the biracial 
government as the last hope 
for the survival of whites in 
the country. 

White fears have been the 
target of both the "Yes” and 
“No" campaigns. 

"If you vote no, Nkomo 
and Mugabe will dance in 
the streets of Moscow," the 
government warned in a 
full-page newspaper adver¬ 
tisement. violating its own 
edict against using the 
names of Communist- 
backed black nationalist 


guerrilla leaders Joshua 
Nkomo and Robert Mugabe 
in the local press. 

The far-right, all-white 
Rhodesian Action party, 
campaigning against black- 
majority rule, retorted: "If 
you vote yes, Nkomo and 
Mugabe will be dancing In 
the streets of Salisbury.” 

In the middle is the liberal 
and multi-racial National 
Unifying Force, whose lead¬ 
er, Muriel Rosin, says: 

"We feel the referendum 
is utterly irrelevant. We 
need peace and recognition, 
neither of which is possible 
under the constitution.

LONDON (Reuter) — 
Trucking companies em¬ 
ploying about 1,000 of Brit¬ 
ain's 100.000 striking truck 
drivers have reached con¬ 
tract settlements, clearing 
the way for the opening 
Monday of five British 
ports, union officials said 
Saturday. 

The Transport and Gen¬ 
eral Workers Union said 
companies employing 1,000 
drivers serving the ports 
had met the demand for a 
$130 basic wage for a 35-hour 
week. 

In all, TGWU officials say 
600 trucking companies out 
of a total of 15,000 have set¬ 
tled with the drivers. Confir¬ 
mation from the companies 
involved was not available. 

On Monday, Prime Minis¬ 


ter James Callaghan is to 
meet the full council of the 
Trades Union Congress to 
search for a way to end the 
rash of strikes that has re¬ 
duced Britain's industrial 
output by about 10 per cent. 

Meanwhile, there were 
more signs Saturday of a 
build-up toward a pay explo¬ 
sion when leaders of 400,000 
teachers decided to press 
for wage increases of 35 per 
cent. 

And hopes of averting 
strikes in the water industry 
faded when representatives 
of 20,000 workers rejected a 
13.9-per-cent pay Increase. 
Water service in some areas 
has already dried up. 

In other strike develop¬ 
ments, railway workers an¬ 
nounced they had suspended 


a program of one-day 
strikes that snarled com¬ 
muter traffic.

Woman 
seizes 
747 jet 
in U.S. 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A United Airlines 747 with 131 
people aboard was hijacked Saturday on the way 
from Los Angeles to New York by a woman who 
claimed she had nitroglycerin and was willing to die. 
for some mysterious “cause." 

The FBI said the woman, identified only as being 
about 40, released 26 of the passengers—mostly 
women, children and in¬ 
fants—from the jetliner . 
about 2'/> hours after it 
touched down at New 
York’s Kennedy Airport. 

There was no report of any 
injuries. 

As the released hostages 
left the airport after ques¬ 
tioning by authorities, they 
said they were unaware 
their plane had been hi¬ 
jacked until they left it.

port," the airline said. 

Heston was taken to the 
airport to receive a phone 
call from "someone" to dis¬ 
cuss the hijacker's de 
mands. according to a Unit¬ 
ed spokesman in California. 

But an airline spokesman 
said he was told by the FBI 
that the longer the hijacker 
held the plane without com¬ 
munication. the more it ap¬ 
peared she was operating 
alone and that her "cause" 
was "a hoax." 

United Airlines said the 
woman gave a note to a 
flight attendant who turned 
it over to the pilot over Ari¬ 
zona. The pilot notified the 
FAA of the hijacking. 

The woman said she was 
"willing to die for the eause. 
but she did not say what the 
cause was," United said. 

The FBI said it wad acting 
on the suspicion that the hi 
jacker might be a member 
of a foreign group involved 
in some kind of“'revolution" 
in their country. There was 
no indication what country- 
might be involved. 

United said the hijacker 
also demanded that a televi¬ 
sion network give her half 
an hour to read her message 
on television. 

At the United terminal, al¬ 
most 100 relatives and 
friends of passengers 
aboard the plane waited 
anxiously. As officials tried 
to brief reporters, an uni¬ 
dentified man shouted, 
"Talk! talk! I've got two 
children aboard that 
plane!"

In fact, he says, many 
of the greatest entrepre¬ 
neurs — Thomas Edison 
and Henry Ford, for ex¬ 
ample — were not even 
college graduates. 

Mancuso defines the 
entrepreneur as the type 
of businessman who cre¬ 
ates something from 
nothing, as distinguished 
. from the chap who 
comes out of graduate 
school with an MBA, 
joins an established com¬ 
pany or department and 
either improves its bot¬ 
tom line performance 
dramatically or quickly 
runs it into the red — 
“or maybe he just sits 
there and looks wise.” 


The entrepreneuer, on 
the other hand, is a rest¬ 
less generalist, who may 
start half a dozen busi¬ 
nesses before he reaches 
middle life. “It is ^he en¬ 
trepreneurs who really 
create large numbers of 
jobs and change the face 
of civilization,” Mancuso 
said. 

But if entrepreneurs 
often perform miracles, 
they also frequently 
come cropper and it is to 
help them to avoid disas¬ 
ters that Mancuso is 
creating his specialized 
information centre. 

Actually, he wants to 
slow the typical entre¬ 
preneur a little and make 
him operate more knowl¬ 
edgeably and more care¬ 
fully. 

“Perhaps there ought 


to be a birth control pill 
for entrepreneurs, to 
keep them from giving 
birth to new enterprises 
at a suicidal rate,” he 
quipped. 

Mancuso has the track 
record to justify his opin¬ 
ion. He is only 38 but 
personally has launched 
six companies, each 
based on a high-technol¬ 
ogy idea. He also has 
written several books 
and taught entre- 
prenreurial manage¬ 
ment at Worcester Poly¬ 
technic. 

He says he is launching 
the centre at a time when 
the difficulties for entre¬ 
preneurs starting busi¬ 
nesses based on new or 
unusual ideas are 
greater than ever be¬ 
fore.

HOW TO DEAL WITH IT 

That new child tax credit 


OTTAWA (CP) — Confessing that red tape has muddled 
its new child tax credit program, the revenue department 
issued instructions for applicants Friday. - 

Those eligible for the tax credit are usually mothers 
and in some cases, fathers with legal custody of the 
children. 

The maximum credit of $200 a child is available if 
both parents' income does not exceed $18,000. The cred¬ 
it decreases gradually as family income rises above 
that level. 

Here is what you need to apply: a social insurance 
number, a schedule 10 child tax credit application form, 
an income tax return and a copy of information slip 
TFAI stating family allowance paid to you. All of these 
papers must be submitted together to the taxation de¬ 
partment or your application will not be processed. 

The application form and the TFAI information slip 
were enclosed with your January family allowance che¬ 
que. 

If you are working, you should receive an income 
tax return in the mail from the tax department. 

If you are not working outside your home, you will 
soon get a package containing the tax return, the appli¬ 
cation form and instructions on what to do. 


BOND WEEK 


Even if you do not work and have no taxable income 
from any source, you must submit the income tax re¬ 
turn. This is because the scheme provides a tax cred¬ 
it for applicants with taxable income and a rebate cheque 
for applicants without taxable income. 

!f you are a non-working mother whose husband works, 
make sure you apply for yourself. If your husband claims 
the credit on his tax return, it will be rejected. The credit is 
meant for mothers except in exceptional cases. 

If you do not have a social insurance number, apply for 

one. 

You must enter your own social insurance number on 
the tax return. Applications for social insurance num¬ 
bers are available at post offices and Canada employ¬ 
ment centers — sometimes called unemployment insur¬ 
ance or manpower centers. 

The fastest method of getting a number is to go in 
person to an employment center with required docu¬ 
ments—a birth or baptismal certificate and secondary 
identification such as a driver's licence. 

If you have lost or thrown away some or all of the 
forms, you can get them at government offices. Post of¬ 
fices and district taxation offices have income tax re¬ 
turns. Taxation offices and regional family allowance 
offices have child tax credit application forms.

Wider gap aim of central bank 


TORONTO (CP) - Prices 
were higher in active trad¬ 
ing on the Canadian bond 
market this week. 

The short end of the mar¬ 
ket was up 20 cents. Mid-, 
long-term, and provincial 
issues rose about one-half 
point. Corporate issues 
gained about one-quarter of 
a point. 

Analytsts say the Bank of 
Canada appears to be en¬ 
gaged in a major operation 
in both the bond and money 
markets, aimed at widening 
the gap between Canadian 
interest rates and the lower 
U.S. rates. 

For days the central 
bank’s traders have main¬ 
tained an unusually vigorous 
program of selling federal 
government bonds from the 
bank’s own holdings, dealers 
said. The steady pressure 
has more kept yields on long 
term bonds steady despite 
the market’s obvious desire 
to move up on line with 
higher prices in the U.S. 
bond market. 


More recently, the bank 
appears to have clamped 
down tightly on the money 
market, holding Canadian 
short term rates steady in 
the face of a decline in U.S. 
and Eurodollar intererst 
rates. Again, the effect is to 
increase the margin be¬ 
tween the Canadian and U.S. 
markets. 

One small corporate issue 
was offered into the market 
this week. An offering of 
$15-$20 million 20-year de¬ 
bentures of Carma Deve¬ 
lopers Ltd. has been shown 
to institutions at 12 per cent.

EDMONTON (CP) — The 
potential for mis-use of 
medical records is so great 
that some Alberta doctors 
now keep coded records of 
sensitive information, or do 
not keep it on file. " 

Doctors say that because 
of widespread access to the 
records, it is impossible to 
guarantee confidentiality of 
even the most private infor¬ 
mation about a patient. 

Dr. Douglas Armstrong 
keeps his records in abbre¬ 
viations for which only he 
knows the code. 

“I’m a civil libertarian.” 
he said. “I dread the possi¬ 
bility that confidential infor¬ 
mation in my office could be 
used against a patient.” 

Another Edmonton doc¬ 
tor, concerned for his own 
privacy, obtained psychi¬ 
atric treatment on the con¬ 
dition that no records would 
be kept. 

Several doctors said they 
faced a dilemma when rec¬ 
ording ihformation that 
could, if made known, em¬ 
barrass a patient. In cases 
involving persons who are 
vulnerable because of their 
social position, the informa¬ 
tion sometimes is not en¬ 
tered. 

Centralization of medical 
records on provincial gov¬ 
ernment computers which 
include billings and other 
details has worried doctors. 

Dr. Geoffrey Dawrant 
said: "There is an enormous 
amount of clinical informa 
tion (on computer) that 
must be regarded as being 
at risk.” 

Dawrant said he believed 
the government should rec¬ 
ord only billings and not col¬ 
lect medical information. 

A recent case in which 
three young men gained ac¬ 
cess to confidential infor¬ 
mation on a University of 
Alberta computer should 
serve as a warning that the 
government cannot guaran¬ 
tee confidentiality of health 
records, he said. 

Another cause of concern 
for doctors is the large-scale 
gathering of medical infor¬ 
mation by the insurance in¬ 
dustry and private health 
care plans, which have their 
own procedures for access 
to and storage of medical 
information. 

Armstrong-said an insur¬ 
ance company raised a pa¬ 
tient's premiums after ob¬ 
taining a medical record 
that showed a former condi¬ 
tion of being overweight and 
having hypertension, which 
had been overcome. 

Another concern is that 
demands by insurance com¬ 
panies and others for medi¬ 
cal information, combined 
with elaborate records that 
hospitals now keep, poses a 
threat to the records.

MONTREAL (CP) — A 
proposed bill now being pre¬ 
pare by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment would give Quebec 
strong controls over the 
book industry here. 

The daily Le Devoir, 
which obtained a copy of the 
proposals, says the bill 
would give the minister of 
cultural affairs authority to 
issue or cancel business per¬ 
mits or certificates of ap¬ 
proval. 

It could also force com¬ 
panies to divulge financial 
information about their acti¬ 
vities in Quebec, and could 
investigate the operations of 
publishers, distributors and 
retail book-sellers. 

Bookstores would have to 
carry a certain proportion of 
Quebec books in stock. For 
example, a general book¬ 
store in a community of 
more than 10,000 residents 
would be required to keep 
5,000 books by non-Quebec 
authors and 1.000 titles by 
Quebecers on its shelves. 

The proposed bill would 
also regulate book prices, 
specifying that any foreign 
book in either English or 
Flench must be sold at the 


catalogue price listed by the 
exclusive distributor, while 
any Canadian book must be 
sold at the publisher's list 
price. 

Only Quebec-owned busi¬ 
nesses would be eligible for 
government assistance pro¬ 
grams.

NANAIMO — The Nanai 
mo Regional District will 
press the province to de¬ 
clare the Spider and Illusion 
lakes areas park reserves, 
in an effort to spare the 
lakes from logging. 

Shaw Hill-Deep Bay re¬ 
gional director Ed Irving 
told the board last week 
that the area around the 
lakes is already seeing pre¬ 
liminary logging activity 
and that there must be quick 
action to save the lakes. 

Land near the lakes has 
recently been sold to Dyer 
Logging of Campbell River. 
Irving said, and a subcon¬ 
tractor is beginning to log 
the area. 

Olympic Logging, which 
owns 25 acres in the area, 
supports the idea of park 
reserve for the lakes. Irving 
said. 

The region will write to 
the province asking for ini 
mediate action to protect a 
quarter-mile strip around 
the lakes. 

In other business at the 
board meeting last week, 
directors heard a report 
from solicitor Bruce Emer¬ 
son that the town of Parks- 
ville is dropping its lawsuit 
against New ton Markets and 
the regional district. 

The town had launched the 
suit to halt construction of 
an addition to the K&R Food 
store, just outside Parks- 
villc boundaries. 

Study of the idea of muni¬ 
cipal status for French 
Creek area is being held up 
by the provincial govern¬ 
ment while another study is 
made of the regional review 
committee report. 

Assistant deputy minister 
of municipal affairs Chris 
Woodward wrote to the re¬ 
gional district that the re¬ 
view committee made a 
number of recommenda¬ 
tions on local government 
structure of communities 
such as French Creek, and 
nothing further would be 
done on the French Creek 
study until the review com¬ 
mittee report was done. 

The region endorsed the 
parks and recreation com¬ 
mittee's support of the Dis¬ 
trict 69 Arena Commission. 

The board appointed Olaf 
Saele of Nanoose as the 
director to represent lIn¬ 
board on the commission. 

Beban Park was the topic 
of several motions at the 
Nanaimo Region Board 
meeting last week. 

Directors agreed a meet¬ 
ing should be held to discuss 
the future of the $6.5 million 
recreation complex. 

The meeting, to be held 
within the next few weeks, 
will involve the region's 
committee, along with elec¬ 
toral areas directors who 
are involved in Beban Park. 
Nanaimo city council and its 
parks and recreation com¬ 
mission and the province. 

Discussions of the future 
of Beban Park have been 
underway for some time, 
with one option being the 
transfer of ownership of the 
facility to the city. With re¬ 
gional electoral areas still 
contributing to the financ¬ 
ing. 

The parks and recreation 
committee is also planning 
to lake a closer look at fig¬ 
ures in the use of tile special 
transit service to Beban 
Park, which may be discon¬ 
tinued. 

Meanwhile, statistics for 
197k show that use of Beban 
Park is continuing to in¬ 
crease. 

Attendance at Beban Park 
rose nearly 90,000 in 197a. 
from 393,16-1 in 1977 to 181,- 
051. The figure for 1970 was 
280.955. 

A breakdown in the fig¬ 
ures showed that the arena 
attendance figures rose 
from 119.589 in 1977 to 217. 
510 in 1978. The 1970 total 
was 122,980. 

Pool attendance took a 
slight drop, with 157.0-17 in 
1978. compared lo 157.002 in 
1977. The 1970 total was 102, 
595. 

The social centre use went 
from 80,715 in 1977 to 100,101 
in 1978. The 1970 total was 
01.580.

Step-by-step review 
of Nanaimo budget 


NANAIMO — A deparlment-by-departmont re¬ 
view of the city budget has begun at the city's select 
budget committee. 

Last week the committee considered the budget 
for the environmental development department, 
which includes planning and commercial and indust¬ 
rial development. 

Concerns identified by the committee included 
low building inspection fees and payments to the 
regional district for planning. 

City director of finance Bob Rowiedge told the 
committee last week that the city's 1979 provisional 
budget was only slightly above the provincial govern¬ 
ment budget guidelines. 

Only $12 million of the city’s *26 million budget is 
subject to the guidelines. Rowiedge said. 

That $12 million is up $502,000, or 4.06 per cent, he 
said. That figure is well within the province’s five 
per cent guidelines. 

But the mill rate for the portion of the budget 
affected by the guidelines has gone from 44.616 to 
11.795. 

This means, Rowiedge said, that the city would 
have to trim .147 mill, or $22,000 off the 1979 provi¬ 
sional budget to comply with the guidelines. 

However, the provisional budget may not bear 
much resemblance to the annual budget and in 
preparation for the task of deciding on the 1979 
annual budget, the committee has begun its re¬ 
view of city departments. 

The environmental development section of the 
budget presented to the committee Thursday re¬ 
quested $560,000 for 1979. compared to the $400,000 
allotted in the provisional budget. 

Of this. $52,000 was for commercial and indust¬ 
rial development department, while $509,000 was for 
planning and development. 

Biggest increases came in salaries, with two 
additional staff members being requested in plan¬ 
ning division and two in the building inspection 
division. 

Director of planning Bill Mackay said that the 
increase in the building inspection staff seemed 
almost inevitable. 


The last few years have been slow ones in the 
construcion around the city, but with Duke Point 
sawmills, shopping centres and apartments coming 
up, the workload would increase. Mackay said. 

He said the city must either increase the building 
inspection staff or cause construction delays. 

Aid. Jack Little asked if the cost of building 
inspections was covered by the fees charged 

Mackay replied that Nanaimo probably had the 
lowest building inspection fees around, and that the 
inspections now were a real bargain. 

The committee voted to recommend to council 
that the fees be raised, so that they covered, the cost 
of the service. 

Another committee recommendation is thal the 
city look into the idea of charging developers for city 
staff time used in consulting on projects w hich are in 
the planning stages. 

The committee is also interested in looking into 
the services it is getting from the regional district for 
planning. 

The city pays about $70.000,a year to the region 
for planning, at a rate set by the province 

Aldermen are concerned that the city is not 
getting its value out of the money paid. 

Mackay told the committee that the city prob 
ably could not hope to recover the full $70,000 in 
planning services from the region, but that probably 
40 to 50 per cent could be expected. 

The committee agreed to recommend to council 
that the region be approached to discuss the ideas of 
cost-sharing, contracting out and amalgamation of 
planning services. 

Aid. Nelson Allen said thal he believed that the 
city and the region, both involved in planning, might 
be building two parallel planning structures vertical¬ 
ly.” 

He said that when both are strapped for money, 
with combined budgets of $500,000, it made sense to 
consider sharing the workload. 

The committee also agreed that before any 
staffing decisions are made for the city planning 
department, a priority list should be made, in con 
suitalion with the regional district.

NANAIMO — The con¬ 
tract for a study of possible 
north-south arterial routes 
in Nanaimo has been award 
ed to DeLeuw Gather Ltd. 
for $55,520. 

The study, which will take 
six months, is being funded 
jointly by the city of Nanai¬ 
mo and the provincial high¬ 
ways department. 

City council voted here to 
give the job to DeLeuw 
Cather. although the firm 
was not the lowest of the 
three bidders on the job. 

The council was told (hat 
DeLeuw Cather was within 
$1,000 of the lowest bidder 
and that the firm's proposal, 
along with its past work on 
highway planning, had been 
the deciding factor. 

The proposed north-south 
arterial road is shown in the 
Nanaimo community plan, 
and would be located in the 
city limits, extending from 
Cedar Road in the south to 
Mary Ellen Drive and the 
Island Highway in the, 
north. 

The arterial would be an 
alternate continuous road 
through the city and would 
serve three proposed indust¬ 
rial parks, as well as the 
Nanaimo District senior 
high school and Malaspina 
College. 

The study will review vari¬ 
ous route locations and se¬ 
lect a recommended route. 

From this recommended 
route, the right-of-way re¬ 
quirements can be deter¬ 
mined and protected from 
future development. 

The study will also consid¬ 
er the existing and future 
land use as well as environ¬ 
mental and social consider¬ 
ations, and provide a pre¬ 
liminary cost estimate for 
the north-south route. 

DeLeuw Cather will use 
Nanaimo firms C.O. Smyth 
ies Ltd. for the base map¬ 
ping. Duncan Kondra Engin¬ 
eering Ltd and Peter Craig 
and Donald Blood for their 
local knowledge of the en¬ 
vironment. 

In other council business 
this week, the sticky prob¬ 
lem of possible financial loss 
because of heritage designa 
tion of buildings w as handed 
to the planning and develop¬ 
ment committee of council 
and the heritage advisory 
committee. 

Grassicks Jewellers wrote 
to the council protesting that 
heritage designation of that 
building had resulted in the 
owners being unable to get 
mortgage funds. 

Owners of heritage build¬ 
ings are restricted in re¬ 
modeling or demolishing 
their buildings. 

Nanaimo Mayor Frank 
Ney said that he thought a 
study should be made of how 
other cities handled the 
problem of preserving heri¬ 
tage buildings while still 
protecting owners of the 
buildings against financial 
loss. 

The committees will study 
the problem and make 
recommendations to coun¬ 
cil. 

The council approved the 
idea of setting up a scholar¬ 
ship fund to honor the late 
Frank Crane, who had been 
active in local organiza¬ 
tions. including the parks 
and recreation commission. 

Peter MeCue, from Nan¬ 
aimo District Senior Second¬ 
ary School.' told council that 
it was hoped the scholarship 
fund would be self-perpe¬ 
tuating so that students 
could annually be awarded a 
scholarship in Mr. Crane's 
memory, for service, par¬ 
ticularly in recreation. 

The council endorsed the 
idea, and Mayor Ney ap¬ 
pointed Wellington Aider- 
man Ada Howden to repre¬ 
sent the city on the 
scholarship committee. 

The city is also looking 
into the idea of buying 500 
books — special presenta¬ 
tion copies of a new history 
book about the city, Nanai 
Bio Retrospective. 


Representatives of the 
Nanaimo Local History Re¬ 
search group appeared be¬ 
fore the council Monday 
night to ask the city to buy 
500 to 600 copies of the book 
for about $7. 

The books would be spe¬ 
cially bound and could be 
used as gift copies for visit¬ 
ing dignitaries. 

Aid. Gino Sedola was ap¬ 
pointed to look into the re¬ 
quest and report back lo city 
council. 

The city council is chang¬ 
ing its meeting times again 
— this time to accommodate 
its new committee setup. 


Council meetings are 
being moved back to their 
old time — 7:56 p.m. — but 
will be held every Monday. 

Committee meetings will 
be held on Mondays and 
Wednesdays at I p.m 
Each of the four commit¬ 
tees w ill have two scheduled 
meetings a month, and extra 
meetings can be held at the 
call of the chair. 

Mayor Frank Ney 
changed the council com¬ 
mittee structure last week, 
reducing the city's 12 small 
committees to four commit¬ 
tees with four members 
each. 


Gulf Islander 
tackles city 
on transit bill 


Rumblings of discontent have been heard 
in the Gulf Islands over the recent decision to 
make all regional residents pay for Greater 
Victoria’s transportation costs. 

PENDER ISLAND RESIDENT William Banks 
said last week in an interview that he wrote Victoria 
Mayor Michael Young on this sore point 

Banks said, "I don't see why the Gulf Islands 
should pay for transportation in Victoria and 
area." 

The decision to include the entire region in the 
transit area, including the Gulf Islands, was made 
Jan. 19 by the Urban Transit Authority at the request 
of the Capital Region Board 

However, at one time the Gulf Islands were 
excluded from the transit area. The background of 
the decision to include the islands is as follows: 

THE TRANSIT AUTHORITY, which consists of 
municipally elected people appointed to the authority 
by the provincial government, is responsible for 
transportation in the Capital Region and the Greater 
Vancouver regional district. 

Local members on the authority include Victoria 
Aid. William Tindall snd Saanich Mayor Mel Couve- 
lier. 

The authority first decided that the transit area, 
the area where deficits would be made up. would 
consist of the region, with the exception of the Gulf 
Islands. 

However, the region board decided thal if the 
Gulf Islands would be exempt because they have no 
transportation, then other areas, such as Willis 
Point, Sooke and Port Renfrew, should also be 
excluded. 

THIS POINT WAS first made by then region 
chairman James Campbell, and later by present 
region chairman Murray Glazier. 

The region board preferred that the entire region 
be charged, and the UTA subsequently made that 
decision. 

The threc-cent a gallon surtax on gasoline will 
start April I lo pay for expected transportation 
deficits. 

The provincial government will pay part of these 
deficits, and the percentage paid by the province will 
, decrease over the years. 

WHEN THE THREE CENTS no longer covers 
the deficit, the legislation allows an equal amount to 
be picked up by a surcharge on Hydro bills— this is 
expected to take three to four years. 

It is expected that deficits will exceed the income 
from the gasoline and Hydro surtax in about eight 
years. 

At this stage, additional deficits will go onto 
property taxes.

"How fe it your father 
didn't get you into law?” peo¬ 
ple used to ask me. Even as a 
student young associates 
might suggest this; possibly 
amusing themselves by pic¬ 
turing me in gown and wing- 
eollar and glasses on end of 
nose. But I didn't worry much 
about it as it never seemed 
very glamorous to me, but my 
father as I can recall never 
ever encouraged me into tak¬ 
ing up the profession. 

Like people with high aspirations he often 
never appeared to think the best of it, but 
sometimes he rather bitterly complained of local 
legal lights who never got high marks in the 
student days, now landing with the best firms ... 
and getting most of the money. Or landing the 
chokce government appointments! 

As I look back it was good enough for our 
family and we were supported by it and fared 
modestly well, and had lots of happy days. 

IJ IS POSSIBLE he didn't see me as good 
material for the profession — and picturing how 
difficult it looked to myself, rather a shy person, 
though a bit of a ham actor, — I can rather 
understand him. 

Watching an attorney working in court 
makes one think it is pretty difficult. It seems 
you have to be right at home and be skilfull at 
crossexamining a witness and that sort of thing. 
The judges will know at once if you're not on to 
your job. You have to be a good speaker and 
debater, and be a keen student of human nature, 
to be able to address a jury and argue right from 
Wrong. You have to think on your feet, as it 
were. 

If I had overcome the preliminary nervous¬ 
ness, having done considerable acting and 
played parts, I might have got going perhaps — 
who knows — but, anyway, it's too late now. 

The only time I was in court and back of the 
railing into the actual realms of the inner circle 
was here in Victoria, when a landlady was trying 
to get me and my dad put out from our rooms or 
"flat" in 19-16, and I was/to give evidence. 

I was slouching in a round-backed armchair, 
but my father, who was pleading our case, 
whispered to me. “Stand up, stand up.” 

So I stood up with blushing face, sat down at 
the wrong lime, and in short made a rather poor 
character w itness. 1 said yes when I should have 
said no and I don't think I impressed the judge 
much. We were lucky we didn't get the rent 
raised out of sight. But the rent controls, which 
my father was invoking, still held. So it's hard to 
be under tire when you're up in those court 
rooms. 

However, every barrister-at-law doesn't 
have to be in court; most of the law work is done 
elsewhere — in offices, seeing clients, mixing 
socially, gathering evidence— and "burning the 
midnight oil" in hard study of cases. Good 
courtroom men can be appointed or hired. That's 
a knack in itself. Of course it's the glamorous 
end of it, but it’s by no means the main busi¬ 
ness. 

However I never reached thdt part of it 
either. 

BUT MY FATHER’S life always held great 
interest for me. Though he retired to Victoria — 
coming here in 1938— hhrearcer as a member of 
the legal profession took place in the province of 
Manitoba, where he arrived at St. Boniface on 
the CPR in 1883, before the train had a bridge for 
it over the Red River to Winnipeg. 

He and his brother, Joe, who had both come 
Irom England when their mother, a widow in 
Burslem. Staffordshire, had paid for them to 
come over to Canada and learn farming. They 
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were apprenticed to a larmer in Woodstock, 
Ontario, but after a year there they joined the 
adventurous rush of the young fellows of that 
day to the coming boom of the Canadian West. 

In Winnipeg they went to the land office and 
were each given a quarter-section of land, side 
by side, at the then end of the steel at Gladstone. 
Man., the nearest town later being Plumas. 
Man.

THEY BOUGHT a team of oxen in Gladstone 
and started out to find their homestead. As a boy 
my dad had been apprenticed first to a surveyor 
in England, and this knowledge was a help for 
them in locating the corner and other stakes of 
their land. 

I think this ability was what eventually led 
him to the law profession, for he was very good 
at finding difficult roads and landmarks. In the 
early days of his career he was best at locating 
land and getting titles to lots and homesites for 
newcomers, which was a pioneer lawyer's early 
work. 

The two brothers at first were pretty lone¬ 
some on their homestead, in spite of the log 
home they had managed to put up themselves. 
They proved not very good farmers, and to eke 
out at all, had to seek outside jobs. 

My dad. a lightly-built five foot, six inch 
fellow, had fairly broad shoulders and got in a 
sawmill in the winter. 

To Joe, the lure of Winnipeg was strong, and 
he drifted back there and eventually went into 
partnership with his brother-in-law. Rev. D. H. 
Jacobs, in a small haberdashery store on Main 
Street. But worry over the accounts or some¬ 
thing led Joe to get blood poisoning and he was to

have arm surgery, but he.never came out of 
Winnipeg General Hospital. He left a wife, 
aunt. Tass, and a baby son. 

MY FATHER, left alone on the homestead, 
got into school teaching and used to have to w alk 
10 miles every school morning to a district school 


in the riding Mountains. He found it hard to get 
along with the various parents who would com¬ 
plain about little Tommy not getting along, and 
the usual. But to get a better certificate of 
teaching he had to go to the city and write the 
government exams, w hich would lead to better 
salaries. In this he was helped by St. John's 
College, an Anglican church affiliation, very 
strong in those days and through its help — often 
financial — was able to get a scholarship and 
was sent over to England by Manitoba to Cam¬ 
bridge University. 

He returned to Winnipeg, having spent a 
small estate nestegg he had received from his 
mother, and broke, he faced again the struggle 
for a living. 

He did not return to the homestead, but 
through his new qualifications was able to get on 
at Central School, Winnipeg, as principal. But 
the big senior boys of that day were a little too 
much for him in keeping order and he wished he 
could change his occupation. 

IIE TRIIiD opening a teacher's bureau, 
where he would try to find jobs for rural teach¬ 
ers and had a small office where he batched 
behind. It was in those days he met my mother, 
who like my dad, was having it hard as young 
people struggling in a new land. 

She had worked for the CPR in the office, 
but lost her job because she had misplaced, or 
lost track of, a freight car! She was Miss Eva 
Kidd, an Irish girl, who had come out to this 
country- front London, England, and had two 
older sisters in Winnipeg. 

” Trying for a better future and marriage, 
Will Corbett somehow got the idea he would be 
good at law — and when my mother, Eva. and he 
got married in Grace Methodist Church he w as 
only a law student. 

The combination of starting housekeeping 
and the law seemed a good one and after becom¬ 
ing a law student for Andrews & Andrews, a 
Winnipeg firm, in a little town on the CPR — 
Treheme, Man., he returned to Winnipeg and 
opened his own office on Main Street where he 
shared the rent with a Mr. Inglehart. 

My mother and he began their life in North 
Winnipeg in a modest house on the shady corner 
of Boyd and Aikens streets, where my sister and 
I grew up. Later like the Old School Tie, I had to 
attend St. John's College school — not so far 
away — which had helped my father so much. 

WINNIPEG WAS a boom town at first and. 
until the First World War. my dad did well. He 
once came out to Victoria (1910) and established 
the Carbon Oil Co. business on the coast — and 
never quite forgot Victoria, which brought him 
back in his retirement years. 

When he did retire (which was not until 
1938) it was not from the actual law office 
practice, but rather from an assize court job in 
the Manitoba Court house, which he had been 
glad to get around the time of the First World 
War, when his law office went rather down in 
business (through collapse in the values of land 
at that time) and he had plunged into debt. 

He spent a great deal of financial effort w ith 
his new job as assistant registrar in the court of 
the King's Bench (Queen's) in stoutly repay ing 
money back on an estate which had been left to 
some children. My mother showed some spunk 
then and helped him a great deal at this time. 

He was in the court of the K. B. from years 
1916 until 1938, when, over 70, the government 
thought he should retire, though he did not want 
to. However, he had paid into the provincial civil 
servant pension fund and was entitled to $72 
pension a month (this was later cut to $58). So 
with this, for him and my mother, he retired to 
Victoria, B.C., having sold most of the family 
effects in Winnipeg. 

THE MANITOBA lawyers’ Blackstone Club 
had a retirement dinner for him and he received 
a marble writing unit, with gold pen and pencil 
set surmounted with Manitoba's symbol — a 
buffalo. He received congratulations from many 
lawyers — many whom he had known 10 years 
ago, when he first he entered law. Some older 
ones recalled again the early classes. Others had 
appreciated him at the court house. 

Now the aim was to make the best of 
retirement years in Victoria. Soon they pesuad- 
ed me to come out here, as the three of us felt 
like being closer, having lost my sister, Eveline, 
in 1938.

and it won't cost a cent 


"Victoria is the most exu¬ 
berantly pamphleted city in 
Canada", says a travel-orient¬ 
ed piece in a Canadian maga¬ 
zine. 

It does have a wonderful 
variety of beautifully illus¬ 
trated brochures on what to 
do and see in the city, all 
worthwhile . . . and at admit¬ 
tedly substantial admission 
fees. 


Bu( there's material for another pamphlet, one 
that hasn't been written yet: What to do and see 
when Ihe budget for the above-mentioned at¬ 
traction is all spent. It will contain a substantial 
list, all worthwhile . . and admission won't cost 
a cent! 

TAKE THE PROVINCIAL museum and the 
legislative buildings and their grounds for a 
start, so many interesting objects, and usually a 
courteous official available, chock full of inter¬ 
esting data, and he doesn't care if you haven't a 
cent. There's something for everybody, amateur 
or professional, with a taste for history, geology, 
sculpture or horticulture. 

Local history buffs should try the area 
alongside the museum, to the east; St. Ann's 
pioneer schoolhouse; Thunderbird park: 
Helmcken House; where there would be a small 
fee to view heritage furnishings and the good 
doctor's medicine chest that came around the 
Horn with him. but skip it and have a try at the 
old pump in the beautifully landscaped yard, and 
see the new many-globcd lamp post that marks 
the street that isn't there any more! 

For those with a taste for geology there are 
the big boulders artistically arranged in the 
landscaping at street level, including the one 
with dinosour tracks, and the hundreds of 
smaller examples of rock from all parts of B.C., 
including the waterfall in a shady nook. All are 
labelled with name and place of origin. 


THE HORTICULTURIST, or just plain lover 
of native plants, will revel in the wide variety of 
B.C. plants in the lower level of the archives 
building, set in as nearly as possible their native 
setting, and similar display featuring shrubs as 
well. The sunken rose garden at the back of the 
legislative buildings will delight. 

For the sculptor, amateur or not. or even for 
those who like to blast dreadful objects perpe¬ 
trated in the name of art. there are outstanding 
pieces of sculpture on the museum grounds, in 
the fountain south of the legislative buildings, 
and on the walls of the buildings themselves, and 
above them all. Captain Vancouver in his golden 
coating, overlooking the area he charted long 
ago.. 

All this would be in the new brochure, and 
would have the "strapped" tourist wondering 
where to start. So as a suggestion, let's suggest 
the sculpture on the museum grounds beginning 
with Family Group by Vancouver's Jack Har¬ 
man at the west end of the breezeway. Three 
head-and-shoulders figures in bronze represent 
the father, mother and child, signifying family

- unity ... a timely bow to the oldest tradition, 
now said to be deteriorating. 

Next is an art form, if One can call it that, in 
the shape of a long white oblong planter. Areas 
inside both ends are kept colorful with seasonal 
flowers, while the centre Is kept clear because of 
its plebeian role as air conditioner for the mu¬ 
seum complex. 

A large rim all (he way around serves as a 
bench if one wishes to rest. A series of holes on it 
were once used to hold flagpoles, but the breeze¬ 
way wind made the flags flap noisily, disturbing 
workers in the buildings; and besides, the flags 
soon wore out and were expensive to replace. An 
explanatory plaque at one end tells that the area 
is to bo known as Colombo Place. The flags 
represented the member nations in Colombo 
Plan organized by Canadian Prime Minister 
Lester B. Pearson — a plan to help under-privi¬ 
leged nations. The lWifl meeting was held in 
Victoria, and at (hat time the designation was 
made. 

NEARBY IS a puzzling bit of sculpture that 
luoks like half a canoe in granite with another 
piece of the canoe about one-third as high, 
alongside. The shorter piece has a hollowed-out 


top. which children like to use as a saddle. Artist 
Gerhard Class couian't have been ashamed of it 
as he has put his name on the side. 

Another, well explained and therefore easy 
to accept (to comprehend is to forgive) is one 
of sheet metal painted a pleasing blue and white 
designed by local artist Jack Wilkinson. It 
honors surveyors of Canada. A plaque’says you 
are 24.7 feet above sea level . . some might 
think that a minus point in case of a tidal wave. 
But it also says you are 2228.5 miles from Ottawa 
. . . some might count that a plus point! 

On past the ancient street car and up the 
steps by the tall totem (fine example of Indian 
family folklore sculptured in wood) is another 
sculpture not so easy to figure out. It resembles 
a group of Stonehenge rocks pulled closer to¬ 
gether, except that they are in cement and onyx 
aggregate. It is supposed to represent Indian 
myths related to the creation of the world. A 
little, or more than a little, imagination is a big 
help. Creator of this sculpture in Peter Ochs, of 
Vancouver. 

Then there's the bronze pillar set right in the 
pool in front of the archives building, lower 
level. It is by Elza Mayhew and resembles a pile 
of bird houses set one on top of the other, said to 
have something to do with Ms. Mayhew’s con¬ 
cern for human environment, particularly hous¬ 
ing. 

THAT COMPLETES the tour of museum 
grounds' sculpture but hasn't touched the legis¬ 
lative buildings' fine pieces. However, it's time 
for a brought-along lunch. A cosy plate is the 
bench by the archives pool among native plants, 
with the carillon tower marking the hours . . 
and a handy receptacle for lunch bag papers. 

Then off to a tour of the legislative buildings, 
one guided tour every 15 minutes. Or an hour of 
two in the beautiful museum, said to be the best 
in the west. 

It is impossible to take it all in' one visit, so 
best to see the big stuffed oh-so-natural farm 
horse (there's even a black hen sitting on a straw 
nest) in the musem’s farm exhibit, and the 
lifelike canned salmon in the occupations exhibit 
and the Haida Indian display (best to be seen 
anywhere). 

There's so much more that it's best to take a 
snap of the family by the dinosaur tracks, make 
a note of things to b^Seen next trip and head for 
home. 

There's SO much to see . . . and it won’t cost 
a cent! 
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Comfortable viewing from glass-enclosed lounge. 


SEA VOYAGES 
through GULF ISLANDS 
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Winter or summer the skies usually open up to let the brilliant sun shine 
through during a voyage through the passages of the Gulf Islands, and people 
aboard a B.C. Government ferry lend to respond to the brilliance and walk 
outside on the decks of the ferry to take in the views, or just plain soak up the 
sun. Others may be inspired to play a musical instrument. Some people just 
watch people. 

There are people travelling constantly to and from Tsawwassen on the 
mainland, to Vancouver Island's Swart/ Bay and visiting or commuting to and 
from the Gulf Islands — Maync. Saturna. Galiano. the Penders, and Salt 
Spring. 

The voyage means many things to many people and one cannot help but 
wonder who the people are. where they are from, what they are thinking, or 


whether they are happy or sad. Perhaps this is their first voyage through the 
waters of the Gulf Islands, or perhaps they arc long time and even bored 
travellers throughout the waterways. 

Travellers may be young or old, travelling alone or w ith a family, or in a 
group of people, but each person has his or her separate thoughts.

There is a greater feeling of aliveness when a person is outside on a ferry and 
more closely involved w ith the natural beauties of the environment through the 
Gulf Island passages. 

Most people probably return home, after the exhilarating experience, 
with a heightened sense of awareness and a few new thoughts.

CANNIBALISM 

at 

SEECOOLIGUAK 


In 1925 I was sent 
to the west end of 
Baker Lake, N.W.T., 
to choose a site for a 
Hudson’s Bay Co. 
post. The location is 
about 18Q miles as the 
raven flies from the 
west coast of Hudson 
Bay, and is reached 
through the long, nar¬ 
row sea-arm named 
Chesterfield Inlet. 

Late one evening, during my 
second winter there, two dog sleds 
arrived from Yathkeyd Lake — 
Seecooliguak. to give it the Eskimo 
name — more than 100 miles away, 
bringing native families to trade 
their first catch of while fox pelts 
for the season. 

As customary, the Eskimos ac- 
. companying the sleds were taken 
into the native kitchen and served 
tea, biscuits and molasses, which . 
they enjoyed while sitting in ak* 
circle on the floor (the head of each l 
family also was given tobacco and 
matches). 

DURING THIS “MUG-UP" my 
post servants, and any other na¬ 
tives who might be visiting the post, 
would drop in to chat and smoke 
with the new arrivals, exchanging 
news since they last met — quite 
often a year or more previously. 

As a matter of politeness and 
good business I would visit the kit¬ 
chen after they had finished eating 
and enquire of their welfare in gen¬ 
eral; if they had had a good sum¬ 
mer and fall caribou hunt, and been 
able to cache sufficient meat to 
keep them well supplied during the 
long cold winter, and caribou skins 
for warm winter clothing. 

A good fall caribou hunt means 
much to these inland natives: food, 
clothing, sinew for sewing, fat for 
their soapstone lamps, dog feed and 
time to trap foxes. 

Without these the men’s lot is not 
a happy one. Few deer remain in 
this district during the winter and 
when their summer and fall hunts 
are a failure they are forced to 
'■jig 1 ' for fish through the ice and 
wear last year’s clothing, which is 
soiled and Ihin, the warm hair hav¬ 
ing long since worn off. 

ON TI|R particular night I no¬ 
ticed the dogs to be in good condi¬ 
tion, the men, women and children 
well-clothed; yet I sensed all was 
not well. It was not my practice to 
enquire immediately on arrival 
how manyTox pelts they had; tHis 
would become evident when they 
came to the store to trade next day, 
and if they were short they might 
feel embarrassed. 

I tried to keep the party jolly, but 
having little success I returned to 
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my quarters and sent for the inter¬ 
preter. He told me that the reason 
for their silence was not that they 
were hungry, or that they had few 
pelts to trade. 

Trapping had been good, but, on 
their way in. they had passed a. 
camp where all but one of the na¬ 
tives had starved to death. The sur¬ 
vivor, a young girl, possibly in her 
late teens, was subsisting on the re¬ 
mains of her relatives. 

I took this problem to bed with 
me and lay awake until well into the 
early hours of the morning, trying 
to figure out what was best to do. 
Two things I knew: Without quick 
action the girl was doomed, as no 
natives would go neaF her, nor 
would they allow her to enter their 
camp should she attempt to do so, 
which was most unlikely on account 
of fear. 


The other consideration was 
time. I could send word to the 
ROMP at Chesterfield Inlet, six to 
eight "sleeps" distant, and let them 
handle it, which would mean at 
least three weeks to a month before 
the girl could be rescued and more 
if it so happened that the sergegnt 
in charge had all his men and dogs 
away on patrol. 

If I were to go direct to the girl, I 
might be lucky enough to make the 
round trip in eight to 10 sleeps. 

IN THE MORNING I called my 
post servants, three good men with 
Tong association with the white 
man. I outlined my plan to take two 
of them, with two dog teams — one 
man to take along his wife — 
and we would bring the girl back to 
the post. 

’My plan was not received with 
any great enthusiasm. They told 
me plainly it was contrary to their 
beliefs to have anything whatever 
to do with cannibals. I was well 
aware of this, but hoped I might be 
able to persuade them to guide me. 
I told them the girl could in no way 
be held responsible for the deaths 
from starvation at their camp and 
her life should not be sacrificed on 
this account. 


At long last the wife of one of my 
men said she would go if her hus¬ 
band would. Not to be outdone he 
agreed; then the other native fell in 
line. Neither the woman nor I di¬ 
vulged that I had previously pro¬ 
mised her a plaid shawl she greatly 
admired in the trade store if she 
would go along. Both men had good 
teams of eight dogs each and we 
were most fortunate in having suf¬ 
ficient dog feed for the return trip. 

During the morning I traded 
with our visitors and then made 
all necessary arrangements for our 
trip. 

THE VISITORS had decided to 
rest for a day or so before tak¬ 
ing a different route home. I was 
not surprised or disappointed; on 
(he contrary, I was well satisfied, 
as we were going into their country 
and if travelling together my na¬ 


tives would not wish to do anything 
to offend their beliefs. This could 
well terminate my efforts in fail¬ 
ure. 

Next morning v%c were up bright 
and early. With both sleds lashed 
we were about to get the dogs up on 
their feet, and the whips straight¬ 
ened out, when the oldest inhabi¬ 
tant, a very old, toothless woman, 
there to see us off, started calling 
on the spirits in a very loud voice to 
prevent our going on such a wicked 
journey, which she predicted would 
end in death for us all. 

This was the last thing I wanted 
at this time, as the younger natives 
paid great attention to what their 
elders said, particularly to this old 
woman whose words were taken 
seriously by this tribe. I could see 
my natives were wavering and I 
had to think of something quickly. 

I took the old lady aside and 
asked her if her predictions came 
true, and I did not come back, 
where would she get her tobacco 
and matches? To ensure my contin¬ 
ued supply she would be wise to 
arrange with the spirits for us 
to have a good trip: on my rojurn 
she would collect a pound each of 
tea and tobacco, also a packet of

matches, and if we had a very 
good trip, perhaps a little flour, 
pork and molasses. 

THIS TEMPTING offer was loo 
much for her to take a chance on. 
She put on a good show for the 
benefit of those present and ended 
by saying the good spirits were now 
stronger than the bad, and we 
would have a safe trip, but the girl 
would be gone and the spirits satis¬ 
fied. 

With this we got off to a smart 
start and made good time. Our 
loads were heavy but the-going was 
good and our dogs were fresh and in 
splendid condition. We were car¬ 
rying dog feed for both ways, feed¬ 
ing and making a cache each night, 
the latter to be picked up on our 
return. 

With good going and good dogs 
all members of the party were able 
to sit on the sled from time to 
time. Under these favorable condi¬ 
tions travelling was most pleasant, 
and, alas, all too good to last. 

When we were making our third 
igloo, a ground drift started up and. 
during the night, we heard the wind 
blowing. On looking out in the 
morning we found it blowing almost 
a blizzard. As we were now in (he 
vicinity of our objective we needed 
clear weather to be able to pick up 
the igloo. 

We decided to remain in our 
snowhouse and hoped that the 
storm would not develop into a 
three-day blizzard, as is often the 
case at this time of year. 

BEING STORM BOUND in an 
igloo is always monotonous and. 
sometimes, when rations are low 
and dog feed non-existent, it can be 
very unpleasant. In this respect we 
had little to worry about; our ration 
supply was good and we had suffi¬ 
cient coal oil to use the primus stove 
to make tea and to fry bannock 
when we felt the need. 

Our dogs, being in good shape, 
would not find the storm too un¬ 
comfortable. They would be under 
the drifing snow, curled up with 
their noses tucked under their tails 
and, unless disturbed, quite happy 
to sleep out the blow. 

Within the snowhouse, to help 
pass the time, we played cards. I 
noticed the usual light heartedness 
of my companions was missing, and 
heard frequent references made to 
the old woman's blessing, or other¬ 
wise, at our departure. This con¬ 
firmed my belief that they would be 
quite happy to find the girl absent 
or even dead. 

During the second night the 
storm abated and at the break of 
day we were on our way. Notwith¬ 
standing the fact that neither of mv 
natives had been in this district 
before and were depending on find 
ing the igloo front directions given 
by our visitors at the trading post. I 
never questioned their ability to do 
so, as from previous experience I 
had every confidence in the Eskimo 
finding his way in the Arctic bar 
renland. The way they do this, w ith 
little to guide them but their un¬ 
canny sense of direction, must be 
seen to be appreciated. 

I NOW NOTICED that, as we 
crested each rise, the telescopes 
came out and a long study was

given to the lay of the land ahead. 

After the recent storm it would 
be difficult-to locate an igloo inha¬ 
bited by one person with no dogs 
running around, or travelling gear 
on the outside. 

At this point our dogs decided to 
give a helping hand. On coming 
over a crest they took off at a 
gallop into the valley below. 

We jumped on the sled, looking 
around for the cause, which could 
be a startled fox running for safety, 
caribou close by, or the smell of a 
native camp. The new snow was 
deep and the dogs soon tired of their 
pepped-up speed and were quite 
ready to obey the command to 
slop. 

With the aid of the telescope, 
focused in the direction in which 
the dogs were looking, we picked up 
w hat looked to me to be- a hole in the 
snow with some black object close 
by. That object did not remain there 
long, but disappeared into the 
hole. 

We continued on for some dis 
tance by sled and then decided to 
approach the igloo on foot. My na¬ 
tives were now a bit hesitant as to 
which one should accompany me 
to the igloo. 

This was necessary as I did not 
have sufficient command of the 
language to go alone. Again our 
woman came to the fore and of¬ 
fered to accompany me as inter¬ 
preter. 

The approach was not-without 
the possibility of danger as the girl 
no doubt would have a rifle, and 
under existing conditions might be 
tempted to use it. We stepped out 
together carrying nothing, and I 
kept my arms well clear of my 
sides to assure her, if she were 
watching, that we came as 
friends. 

ON ARRIVAL at the hole we 
could see nothing. My interpreter 
called and got no reply. If the per 
son inside was not going to answer, 
to enter might be asking for trou¬ 
ble. We called again, louder and 


louder, saying we were there as 
friends and had come to help her. 

At last she came towards the 
mouth of the hole, from the rear of 
which appeared to be a long snow 
tunnel. At first she made no answer 
when my interpreter addressed 
her. but after a while she came into 
the light. 

I expected to see my interpreter 
run for the sleds, and I would not 
have blamed her. as the sight be¬ 
fore us was enough to make anyone- 
run. The girl's caribou clothihg. 
what there was of it, was beyond 
description; how it stayed on her 
body was a marvel. It was difficult 
to tell which was naked body and 
which was garment; all was filthy 
and as black as the ace of spades 
Her feet were wrapped in equally 
dirty strips of blanket. A more ter¬ 
rible sight, or smell, of a human 
being was hard to imagine. 

Expecting something along this 
line we came prepared with a 
change of garments and dressed 
deerskins for bedding. Her hair was 
badly malted and very dirty. Now 
the question arose: Where to make 
the change, as my interpreter flatly 
refused to enter the tunnel I went 
back to the sled to get the change of 
clothing and to suggest to my men 
that they build a small igloo for the 
interpreter and the girl in which to 
make the change of clothing. 

THESE NATIVES were experts 
in the art of igloo building and had 
one ready in no lime at all. I put in 
the clothing and went back to the 
sled, it took some time for our 
woman to persuade the girl to come 
out and make the change. 

We at the sled had just about 
given up hope when the girl 
emerged from the tunnel and bolted 
like a startled rabbit into the new 
igloo. 

While the change was in 
progress I thought 1 would look 
around; but my men had no wish In 
accompany me. I took a look down 
the hole, into the tunnel, and decid¬ 
ed not to venture in — it was dirty, 
dark and very obnoxious. 


With the snow knife I was car¬ 
rying I cut out a block in the roof of 
the main igloo, at the end of the 
tunnel. After my sight adjusted to 
(he dim light within, what I saw w as 
most revolting: human bones filled 
a large part of the filthy interior. 

I replaced the snow block, then 
cut a couple of new blocks and 
closed the entrance to the tunnel. 1 
did not want the girl to re-enter this 
terrible place with her dean cloth¬ 
ing. 

We hoped all was going well in 
the small igloo. It was impossible at 
this time to provide any kind of 
bathing. Our woman told us later 
that she had rubbed the girl down 
w ith snow , the native way of wash¬ 
ing when travelling, usually con¬ 
fined to the hands and face. 

At last they emerged, the girl 
following the woman very closely 
and immediately looking toward 
her igloo: she seemed surprised at 
seeing (he entrance closed. 

We now lost no time in getting 
started for home, everyone being 
anxious to put as much distance be¬ 
tween ourselves and the ghostly 
igloo which housed such a tragic 
store. 

ON 01 R RETURN trip to Baker 
Lake the weather was kind; we 
picked up our cached dog feed each 
day and made very good time. At 
each camp my natives built a small 
igloo, off and entering into the 
larger one. for the girl. Even so. 
notwithstanding the snow bath and 
clean clothing. I was glad each 
camp we made was one nearer 
home. 

The girl was very shy. but most 
anxious to be of assistance and 
quite able. I afterwards learned 1 
was the first white man she had 
seen; she was the only surv ivor of 
two families, some 12 souls, all of 
whom had died from starvation. 

in the first stages they had eaten 
their dogs, then their skin clothing 
and. eventually, turned to canni¬ 
balism. This girl was the last and 
she had been living on the remains 
of her relatives for some time. 


By keeping a lookout from the 
top of the warehouse with a tele¬ 
scope. the people of the post had 
learned of our approach, and soon 
we saw them from afar, coming out 
to welcome us. 

I arranged for the girl to sleep 
and eat in the kitchen used by the' 
natives and put her to work clean 
ing fox pelts. After she became 
accustomed to her environment a 
bath was arranged and another 
change of clothing, when she be¬ 
came as presentable as most of the 
natives around camp. 

I WROTE A FULL report to the 
officer commanding the RCMP de 
taehment at Chesterfield Inlet. 
Later in the spring, when on patrol, 
he visited Baker Lake. We discus¬ 
sed the girl's future and agreed she 
would have-a better chance In a 
district where she was not known, 
and he decided that he would take 
her back to Chesterfield, where, 
meantime, she could assist in pre¬ 
paring the skins for native clothing 
for members of the detachment. 

He heartily endorsed what we 
had done and asked me to render an 
account covering all expenses. In 
Ottawa the commissioner was in 
full agreement with the OC. Ches¬ 
terfield, and wished him to express 
his (the commissioner's) appreeia 
lion for the timely action taken 
which, he had no doubt. resulted in 
saving the girl's life. 

THE GIRL PROSPERED with 
the police at Chesterfield, and after 
two years married a coast native of 
the Padley-nu-muit tribe, a good 
hunter and provider. 

With the arival of spring the 
warm sun would melt the ghost 
igloo and the wolves and foxes 
would move in and clean up what 
was left of the original inhabitants. 
All that would be left to mark the 
spot of this tragedy would, perhaps, 
be a rifle, a stone lamp and a few 
old cooking pots, none of which 
would ever be removed by the na 
lives of the district.

HANDERS 


What <lo Alexander the 
Great and Charlemagne have 
in common with Judy Garland 
and Kim Novak? Or, Jack the 
Ripper and the Boston Stran¬ 
gler with Pablo Pieasso, Mi- 
chaelangelo, and Leonardo da 
Vinci. 

They're all known left¬ 
handers. South-paws. Gauche 
of sinister handed. And, a va¬ 
riety of other colloquialisms 
that tag one-tenth of the popu¬ 
lation that leans to the left 
when it comes time to pick a 
hand. 


Left-handed notables don’t stop there, says 
Calgary's Bonnie Noyce, a houscwife-cum bu 
sinesswoman who has built a reputation around 
supplying merchandise to left-handers. 

Cueing tin the left are also: Babe Rulh. Betty 
Grable, Rock Hudson, Rudy Vallee. Harry S. 
Truman, King George VI. Lord Nelson. Paul 
McCartney. Ringo Starr. Queen Victoria. Mari¬ 
lyn Monroe, and Gerald Ford. 

Celeb ratios aren't part of Noyce’s clientele. 
Instead businessmen, students, and housewifos 
or secretaries walk through her front door and 
perhaps their only distinction is — besides being 
left-handed — they have travelled from all parts 
of Alberta. B C— Saskatchewan or he U.S. to 
shop for goods they can get a comfortable grip 
on. 


THE GOODS INCLUDE everything from 
paring knives to books on left-handed guitar 
playing. 

Noyce keeps the list around just to dispell any 
rumors that left-handers arc non-achievers, 
awkward, or non conformists. 

"If a right-handed person were to use the 
left-hand for a day. he or she would soon discov¬ 
er that the only thing that worked in their favor 
would be the plunger on the toilet." Noyce 
maintains. 

Noyce, an auburn-haired woman with a soft 
spoken, easy-going manner, has become almost 
a crusader for public recognition of the difficul¬ 
ties left-handers have. She’s also the mother of a 
left-handed child. David. 

"David developed a real complex." says 
Noyce who admits a right-handed mother isn’t 
often a great help. 

“I had to get a left-handed person to show him 
how to tie his shoes," she explains. “I tried every 
way possible — even using mirrors." 

Noyce, and husband John, did some resareh 
on left handedness and found it could all be 
blamed on the Romans. They invented the right 
handed handshake, the right-handed salute, and 
the right-to-left alphabet. 

(The Greeks wrote Boustrophcdon style — 
each line alternated left to right or right to left. 
The Egyptians were truly liberated and wrote 
up. down. left, or right depending on their 
mood.) 

The Roman word for right was dexter while 
left was sinister. That same word put the Noyces 
onto the Sinister Shop in Toronto, a one-man 
effort by proprietor Laurie Weiser to give left

handers many of the daily tools and utensils they 
needed to feel less awkward. 

WHEN THE NOYCES opened the Forget 
Me-Not Shoppe in a block off Calgary's main 
shopping area known as Palliser Square, they 
decided to bring in Weiser’s line of products. The 
store would basically stock hard to find items 
ranging from hand-decorated sugar cubes to 
wedding decorations imported from England. 

Today, the Calgary and Toronto outlets for 
left-handed merchandise are the only such 
known stores in Canada 

The section that displays the goods is innocu¬ 
ous in appearance — in fact, the casual browser 
might wonder why it is included in the stock of a 
specialty shop. 

"You can always tell a left-handed person, 
though." Noyce says. "They usually stop. look, 
and then start smiling." 

THOSE GOODS that mystify right handers 
and cheer the other half include left-handed 
potato peelers which means a left-hander no 
longer has to flick the peel towards the body — 
enough to put anyone off spuds. A pen knife w ith 
the nail groove on the opposite side ensures that 
the blade can be opened away from the body. 

Scissors shaped for the left-hand which ac¬ 
tually allow the cutter to see the line being 
clipped, that includes pinking shears and barber 
scissors. 

There's a cake knife which means the hostess 
no longer has to flip and twirl a right-handed 
knife like a baton when serving dessert. 

For sailors, try the left-handed sailmaker's 
palm — even good for home-makers wanting to 
try some home decorating with heavy materi¬ 
als. 

The shop’s fastest selling item is a soup ladle 
with the pouring spout on the right side. A 
crafty manufacturer, aware of the right-left 
issues of life, has produced a measuring cup 
wilh the pouring spouts on both sides. Or. how 
about the corkscrew that winds counter-clock¬ 
wise? Playing cards marked on all four cor¬ 
ners. 

LEFT-HANDED can openers with a right- 
hand grip and left-hand turn ensure that the 
sinister survive. Lined scribblers open left to 
right for school children. 

There’s even good news for left-handers like 
F. Lee Bailey, the U.S. criminal lawyer who 
avoids writing problems by typing everything 
but his signature. 

A manufacturer has come up with a ruby- 
tipped ball point pen with rapid drying ink. No 
snagging or dragging the hand across wet ink. 

Left-handers tired of doing arm gymnastics 
when it comes to winding their watches can now- 
get a wristwatch with the wind on the correct 
side. 

THERE’S HOW-TO books on knitting, sew ing 
and teaching. Two books that Noyce would like 
to see mandatory in every school are the Left- 
Handed Writing Instruction Manual and the 
Left-Hander's World. 

Everyone from teenagers to executives in 
0 three piece business suits buy the left-hand 
perks such as tee-shirts upping “Gauche Power" 
and buttons urging "Kiss Me — I’m Left-Hand¬ 
ed.” 

The collection of goods arrive from all parts 
of Europe and the U.S. It’s a constant letter- 
writing search to find them and a battle to 
convince manufacturers to produce these low- 
run items, Noyce says. 

HER FAVORITE item is a small, red text 
called the Left-Handed Book by James T. de 
Kay, a U.S. author who shakes with left-handed 
humor at the one in lb left-out of a right-hand 
society. 

Tongue-in-cheek, he urges lefties to unite, 

, demand a bill of lefts, support left-handed ar¬ 
tists, play games such as baseball which really 
favor the left-hander, cat left-handed at the 
lunch counter and let the others elbow out the 
differences. And, if a tool doesn't fit the grip — 
well, relax on the job until circumstances 
change. 

The book |s a perk for any left-hander who 
realizes that everything from most power tools 
to the tear-strip on a gum-wrapper is geared to 
the righteous. 

"Did you know that a left-hander often can 
not sit down for a cup of coffee without being 
reminded he or she is different?" quizzes 
Noyce. 

"The motif (on the cup) is on the wrong 

side."

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Theatre For Children 


The United Nations has 
deelared 1979 the Interna¬ 
tional Year of the Child. 

Peter Mannering, the man 
who really started theatre for 
children in Victoria finds it 
encouraging that the United 
Nations is emphasizing the 
need to recognize that to¬ 
morrow's world depends on 
today’s child. 


Although Ihc UN declaration of course on 
compasses a broader range Ilian children's the 
alrc alone, itjs in Ibis area youngsters can first 
be made aware of life's magical, wonderful, 
fastaslica] potential, as well as facing the mun 
dane facts surrounding them. 

Out of this w orld: dow n to earth. Now you see 
it — now you don't. Theatre, ehildren's theatre 
especially, must be almost the last stronghold 
of fun and fantasy in a culture that increasingly 
depends on figures, from an early SIN to OAP 
stipends. 

MANNERING'S 15 years oMocal theatre 
tenure, from the founding of Bastion Theatre 
and its very first production of Alice in Wonder¬ 
land in the Hope Lutheran Church, up to his 
latest success with The Emperor's New Clothes. 
has always mainly focused on theatre for chil¬ 
dren. 

; "All kinds of theatre experience should be 
available to children." he said recently from his 
Four Seasons headquarters. 

"There's the traditional approach — simply 
presenting a play on stage with the audience as 
observer, then there's contemporary theatre 
•which uses audience participation and improvi¬ 
sation. This encourages the children to join 
Verbally in the action, which leads to the unex¬ 
pected sometimes. 

"During Nuts and Bolls and Rusty Things 
four years ago one little boy shouted out the 
reply to a more or less rhetorical question asked 
on stage, so absorbed in the action was he. Often 
there's unsolicited criticism in the patois of the 
very young: "You're a ding-a-ling!" — a TV 
term, incidentally. 

SOMETIMES THE CAST performs a bit of 
the play in the aisles; during a run of Sinbad one 
little fellow who had evidently been brooding 
upon the villain's actions intently shot out of his 
seat, fell upon the actor in the aisle and bit his 
leg!" 

Mannering's major aim is to fceep the clas¬ 
sics alive, the famous fairy tales, fables, adven¬ 
tures — such as Rumplestiltskin. opening Feb. 3. 
and Sleeping Beauty, due April 7. both playing 
for six weeks of Saturday matinees, at the 
McPherson Playhouse, Oak Bay junior high and 
Cedar Hill Community Centre. 

Rumplcstiltkin's co-authors are well-known 
Canadians: Ron Chudley, (who wrote After. 
Abraham, Bastion’s opener for the '77-'78 sea¬ 
son). along with Diane Stapley. 

LAST PERFORMED eight years ago. Rum-' 
plestiltskin is again directed by Peter Manner 
ing. bent on involving children with the living 
experience of theatre, in contemporary lan 
guage. Many of the old classics were not written 
for children at all. he points out. reflecting 
political or social situations of the times, and arc 
furthermore often very short pieces in the origi¬ 
nal. needing the skill of. modern adaptors to 
flesh out the stereotype figures before develop 
ing the story for stage presentation. 

Two other Canadians. Chris Wiggans and 
John Fenwick, have done the adaptation of 
Sleeping Beauty, with additional music by 
Marge Adelberg. 

This talented composer has been associated 
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with Mannering's children's musical theatre of¬ 
ferings since. 1965 when she used to commute 
from Vancouver to work on his production of 
Pinocchlo. Later she moved permanently to 
Victoria to work as musical director for chil 
dren s shows at Bastion. 

And how does an adaptor update a golden 
oldie? Robin Hood provides an answer. Nlanner- 
ing's version, for children's musical theatre, is 
based on the merriest tales of those merry men 
(not all were suitable for dramatizing), selecting 
the ingredients likely to appeal to youngsters; 
then from the books of folk sortgs he selected 
eight or ten melodies of that period (in the public 
domain by now with no copyright to worry over) 
and wrote his own lyrics so that they became an 
integral part of the story. Robin Hood had its 
premiere in Victoria in 1972. 


MANY YOUNG PEOPLE learned and de¬ 
veloped under Peter's acknowledged theatre 
talents. Names like Ian Pool, Bill and Sylvia 
liosie. Gini Lcfevcr. multi-talented John Heath 
— and very many more — benefited from work¬ 
ing with Peter Mannering at the beginning of 
their careers. 

Pool is now technical co-ordinator at the 
National Arts Centre in Ottawa: this last sum¬ 
mer Hosie sang in the NAC musical, and his wife 
Sylvia frequently directs children's shows with 
unfailing success; Lefever choreographs many 
of the major musical shows in Victoria, and John 
Heath's credits as a designer, actor and director 
are well nigh countless. 

Tile philosphy behind Mannering's involve¬ 
ment with children's musical theatre is simple 
enough: he wants to bring to life the traditional 
stories that little ones are perhaps not having 
read aloud Ui them, maybe never making the 
acquaintance of Puss in Bools or The Three 
Bears as pre-schoolers; or relying too much on 
bland and repetitive TV fare, often linked so 
closely to food or toy advertising pilches that the 
message, if any. gets lost. 

What is the message? The "moral" of the 
story, if you will: Pinocchio learns that lying 
doesn't pay; Cinderella's stepmother loses out by 
her cruel putdown; in The Emperor s New 
Clothes everyone discovers that it's very foolish 
to go along with popular opinion vvh(pi you don't 
really believe it. 

CHILDREN S THEATRE often proves to be 
an introduction to literature, sparking interest to 
further explore the many old stories that have 
endured for years in written form. In fact, to 


Mannering's delight, there are increasing num¬ 
bers of parents bringing their children to Four 
Seasons shows, and even elderly people coming 
by themselves, just for the pleasure of secinglhe 
stories they knew and loved to read as chil¬ 
dren. 

Surrounded and involved with children who 
are eager, uninhibited, loyal — wanting to laugh 
at the fool, applaud the princess, sec justice 
triumph; who know not "how" it's done, but 
recognize a good tiling when they see it and are 
almost impossible to convince that bad is good, 
or vice versa — immersed in this world of 
sentient children. Peter Mannering is well aware 
that the audience of the future — five. 10, 15 
years from now — will be the children who are 
now experiencing Ihc enchantment of live the¬ 
atre w hen very young. 

A GREAT COMMITMENT of human re¬ 
sources is necessary to mount a production, 
children's theatre no less than adult fare. Not 
only must Ihc story, words and music be pre¬ 
pared. a suitable cast niuxl be chosen, rehearsed 
(usually nights and weekends: "spare" time), 
costumes designed and made — more likely 
re made because of stringent budgeting — the¬ 
atre space booked and publicity arranged. Hours 
and hours of preparation, most of it done for the 
pleasure of doing it rather than growing rich on 
the wages paid. Many donate their time, happy 
to have helped. 

In the words of Arnold Edinborough. presi¬ 
dent and chief executive officer of the Council 
for Business and the Arts in Canada, writing in 
The Financial Post at the time Peter Mannering 
was putting on Robin llood in Centennial Square 
for Bastion Theatre: "These actors, like a lot of 
other young people, were dedicated to their own 
personal goals. Despite minimal financial re¬ 
wards, these y oungsters were determined to be 
actors, to gel as much experience as possible in 
their chosen field and to work at any jobs going 
to give them experience. They were not copping 
out or-goofing off. nor were they involved in a 
great government rip-off." 

THEN IIE GOES on to say: “. . . As one 
looked at the energy and confidence in its young 
troupe in the square that day, one realized . 
such dedication cannot be denied. Nor indeed 
can the legitimate cultural demands of our 
society be denied. Money for cultural affairs -t- 
sums that are insignificant by the side of those 
moneys involved in incentives to agriculture and 
industry and those spent on formal education — 
must be found. For without vision, the people 
perish."

Written five years before the recent cutback 
of Canada Council grants. Hdinborough stated 
what is becoming obvious: the more our every¬ 
day life seems to disappoint or falter, the more 
we need the transcendent world of live entertain¬ 
ment to lift our spirits beyond the daily drudg¬ 
ery. 

When Bastion Theatre had to drop children's 
shows (due to economic pressure, what else?) in 
1!I7G Four Seasons Musical Theatre moved to fill 
the bill. Its first presentation was Pinocchio in 
January, 1977, followed by Names and Nick 
names. The Three Bears, Hansel and Gretel 
and this season The Emperor's New Cfotheswith 
Humplestiltskin and Sleeping Beautycoming up 
in 1979, the Year of the Child. 

With Bastion and Kaleidoscope companies 
touring the schools and Four Seasons providing 
public Saturday matinees it is possible for chil¬ 
dren to see eight or 10 productions each season. 

A NEW GOAL lies ahead. Manncring would 
like to lake his two new shows to up-Island 
communities, but this depends on financing, 
alas * 

lie smiles. "A young couple came up to me 
recently after a production of The Emperor's 
Yew Clothes at the McPherson, their baby in the 
mother's arms. They recognized me from their 
own young theatre days in the 1900s and said they 
wanted to be sure their little daughter had an 
earls theatre experience!” 

With a sense of things coming full circle he 
adds: "Yes. I'm glad the UN has declared the 
Year of the Child officially for 1979. But it's 
always the Year of the Child for Four Seasons 
children s tnealre.' 


THREE HOSTS 
AND 
A GUEST 

Survival in nature breeds strange bedfel¬ 
lows. Consider the trio of creatures involved in 
the life cycle of a parasitic grub commonly seen 
on fish during summer. It takes a bird, a snail 
and a fish to maintain the cycle that keeps the 
unsightly grubs alive. 

Unknown to many anglers is the fact that 
fish are subject to infection by a wider variety of 
parasites than are most other animals. Both 
internal and external parasites prey on fish, and 
warm water fish have more parasites than do 
cold water fish. 

One parasite seen by many sport fishermen 
is the black grub. It appears as a curled worm 
just under the skin of popular species of fish, 
including largeniouth bass, sunfish and crappie. 
This easily detected worm is actually attacking 
its second host, having already served a term as 
a larvae worm passing through the body of a 
snail, and on its way to co-habiting with a third 
host. 

The black grub has developed a master plan 
of survival that requires co-operation of all three 
of its unwilling partners. 

As a grub, it weakens the host fish and 
makes it vulnerable to being eaten by birds such 
as herons and gulls. After entering the bird, the 
grub becomes a fluke and is capable of repro¬ 
duction. The resultant eggs are deposited in 
water by the bird and they develop into small 
worms which enter the bodies of snails and 
clams. The larvae continue developing and 
eventually escape this host and attach them¬ 
selves to passing fish. Burrowing under the skin, 
they become encysted and wait for the next 
stage of life when the fish is consumed buy a 
bird. Thus the chain of parasitic living con¬ 
tinues. 

Grubs are not harmful to persons eating the 
cooked fish, although such a prospect is unpleas¬ 
ant to consider. The best bet, if you plan to eat 
grub-infested fish, is to remove the skin and cook 
only the flesh.

Earle Robertson had a natural gift for fly¬ 
ing. He found himself instructing new pilots in 
Arizona. His breezy, easy personality made him 
a popular figure out on the tarmac and in the 
lecture rooms. 

On May 26.1972. while with the United States 
Air Force. Air Training Command, at Williams 
Air Force Base. Arizona. Capt. C. Earle Robert¬ 
son, CAF. earned a "Weil Done” citation for his 
in-flight saving of the U.S. crew of a T-37 jet 
which went out of control during a training 
mission. 

After three years in the Arizona heat. Earle 
returned to Canada and spent one long year at a 
desk job in Winnipeg. “That was long enough for 
Earle.” smiled his mother. "He was itching to 
fly again." 


Earle's next move was to Chatham, New 
Brunsw ick, where he found his elixir for living — 
flying a Voodoo jet. “They would fly from 
Chatham to Gander." explained Mrs. Chorlton, 
"then take off over the North Atlantic, scanning 
the skies above and the seas below for possible 
foreign intruders. All very exciting." 


It was at Chatham. N.B. that Captain Earle 
Robertson prepared for the William Tell test. 

The William Tell World Wide Weapons Meet 
is a biannual flying competition involving the 
Canadian and American Armed Forces. It is a 
competition between interceptor aircraft from 
the two countries. Squadron teams from North 
America, from Germany, from Iceland to the 
Philippines, meet at Tyndall Air Force Base in 
Florida to compete. The competition seethes 
around supremacy in seeking out and destroying 
a simulated enemy airborne attack. 

The William Tell competition is a great 
opportunity for Canadian fliers to challenge the

Captain Earle Robertson, presently of the 
Canadian Forces Base at Chatham. New Bruns¬ 
wick, is the B.C. boy. His mother is now Mrs. 
Barbara Chorlton. 2084 Windsor Street. Victoria. 

It was from her that I learned Earle's story. 

Earle Robertson was bom and educated in 
the interior city of Nelson. As a boy. he sang in 
the church choir, was a Boy Scout and a member 
of De Molay. 

( “Speed seemed to call to him." said his 
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mother. "He was always a devil for speed, even 
when driving a car," sbe laughed. 

Earle was IK, taking grade 13 at Nelson's 
L.V. Rogers high school, w hen he met a friend of 
his mother's, who was very interested in flying. 
The up-shot of the . meeting was that Earle 
decided to join the Royal Canadian Air Force. 


B.C. Boy Wins v 
World-Wide Award 


Earle drove to Vancouver for an interview, 
was accepted and found himself at his first 
posting, in Centralia, Ontario. 

“Earle was pretty happy when he was ac¬ 
cepted for pilot training,” recalled his mother. 
"I think the fact that he could soon go faster, and 
have no one in front of him. appealed to him. I 
think, too. that a lot of Nelson people felt happy 
when Earle took to the air. and got out of their 
way." 

Flying Officer Earle Robertson won his 
wings in 1965 while stationed at Gimii, Manitoba, 
after 17 months of intensive flying training. 

The next step in the exuberant, young Brit¬ 
ish Columbian's career was a one-year term in 
Germany, after Which he was posted to the 
Williams Air Force Base in Arizona, more or less 
on loan to the Americans because, at that time, 
the Viet Nam war was raging.

My mother was a great church enthusiast, 
but my father sought worldly things. However, 
they both helped me in the book business in 
Vancouver for a while, but once I was estab¬ 
lished they came back to Victoria. 

He had always been a good amateur actor. 
When the movie companies from Hollywood 
made two war commando pictures in Victoria, 
Vancouver Island locations resembling Norwe¬ 
gian fiords — my father was picked out of the 
long line of applicants as a type for a Norwegian 
fisherman. 

In the first picture, made by the Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer Studio, the feature star was I.assie, 
the collie dog, along with Paul Muni and many 
well-known players. t 

IN THE PICTURE, Lassie belonged to Muni 
and, knowing this, the German officers were 
watching her to see which man she'd go to, so 
they could arrest him as an enemy collaboration¬ 
ist, but the fishermen, of which mv dad was one 
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best in the world. It is the world’s most sophisti¬ 
cated and lav ish war game, involving sharp¬ 
shooting exercises between crack U.S. and Can¬ 
adian fighter pilots. 

Named after the legendary apple-splitting 
Swiss cross-bow expert, the design of the Wil¬ 
liam Toll Trophy is a hollowed steel outline of an 
apple with a .jet fighter rooming through the 
open heart of the core. 

In this competition, the Canadians finished 
second in the years 1972, 1971 and 1976. 

But 1978 was a different year. The Canadian 
fighter team of Captain Earle Robertson and 
navigator Captain Brian Salmon won the Top 
Gun award. 

The competition lasted for three weeks, and 
the quiet skies above the Gulf of Mexico were 
shattered with the roars of million dollar F-106's 
and F-I’s, along with Canada's not so sophisti¬ 
cated or new CF-101's. Startlingly sleek and 
speedy, these interceptors and Voodoo jets si¬ 
mulated battle actions and dog-fights as they • 
attempted to destroy pilotless, remote controlled 
target aircraft and stationary objects. 

The William Tell competition is presently 
the nearest thing possible to real combat. Zip¬ 
ping high in the air at speeds of 1,000 miles an 
hour — and more, twisting ami turning so 
abruptly that it makes the pilots' blood rush 
down to their feet in'a sudden attack of 'red out,' 
the engaging pilots, to score well, must tally 
near misses only, to count points. 

When it was all over, and the points added 
up, the Canadian captains, Robertson and Sal¬ 
mon, were declared the winners. 

And they did it with their CF-101 Voodoo, an 
older model jet fighter, much less sophisticated 
than the American newest fighters. It could be 
called a triumph of men over machines. The two 
Canadians were named the top Crew in the 
CF-101 Voodoo category as well as the top crew 
over all. 

It was a sweet victory* for the Canadians, 
who were rated the under dogs down there* 

"We didn't really expect to win," Capt. 
Robertson said, afterwards, "We went into the 
competition quite relaxed, just hoping to benefit 
from the experience. But, we got caught up in 
the heat of battle, and went right to it.” 

Navigator Brian Salmon spoke up quietly, 
"We don't expect to repeat. It’s only fair some¬ 
one else should go next time around. The intense 
ci^npctition. the Canadian esprit de corps . . .

TOO MUCH 
SUNSHINE 

Continuous exposure to those in¬ 
visible ultraviolet rays in sunlight 
can weaken any nylon monofila¬ 
ment fishing line, shortening its 
useful life and causing it to break 
easily under the strain of a fighting 
fish. 

Such damage doesn't come from 
normal daylight exposure while 
fishing. It’s line on the spool or reel 
which is stored outdoors between 
fishing trips or otherwise exposed 
to sunlight over a period of time 
that goes to pieces. 

If you have line in a reel or spool 
which may have received an over¬ 
dose of sunlight, check its strength. 
Surface of the line may fed dry. it 
may seem brittle. Tie an overhand 
knot and determine whether it cuts 
the line under reasonable 
pressure. 

Only the outer coils may be dam¬ 
aged. Check up the line until it 
shows normal condition and 
strength. Cut off the bad line. If the 
remainder fills the reel properly, it 
is probably safe to use. 


Studies of the toe and surface movement by 
the Environment Canada, Inland Waters Direc¬ 
torate engineer are only a part of intensive 
scientific activity that makes the Columbia one 
of the most studied icefields in the world. 

The Calgary office of the Environment Can¬ 
ada agency has been plotting toe and plaque line 
movements since 1915, for the Saskatchewan 
glacier as well as the Athabasca. 

"These glacier surveys are carried out to 
establish changes in glacier size, shape and 
movement rates," Mr. Warner said. "Field in¬ 
formation indicates to glaciologists the retaffgn- 
ships between long-term climatological changes; 
rates of advance or recession and ablation. The 
contribution of glacial melt to streamflow also is 
determined." 

This last factor is most important to hydrolo¬ 
gists studying the icefield. 

The Columbia Icefield provides source 
waters for three important North American 
rivers: the Athabasca, eventually flowing north 
to the Arctic Ocean; the Saskatchewan, flowing 
east to Hudson Bay; and the Columbia, flowing 
south and west to the Pacific Ocean. 

"It is relatively simple to plot the position of 
the glacier toe once every two years," Mr. 
Warner said. 

Surface movement of the 700-metre-wide 
Athabasca Glacier and the Saskatchewan Gla¬ 
cier, however, presents a slightly different prob¬ 
lem. 

The best solution proved to be the installa¬ 
tion of metal plates or plaques on the surface, 
numbered to indicate their sequence on a line 
surveyed across the width of the ice surface. 

Whereas their installation was accom¬ 
plished with relatively little trouble, their re¬ 
covery, two years later, expected to prove more 
difficult. 

In those two years the plaques will have 
moved and weathered as well, making them 
difficult to locate. 

"We expect the plaques at the centre of the 
glacial flow will have moved slightly furthci 
than those nearest the sides," Mr. Warner point¬ 
ed out. 

Recovery is made additionally difficult on 
the Athabasca because it is deeply crevassed 
near the mountain valley walls. The Athabasca 
drops in three stages from the icefield plateau at 
elevation 2,600 metres to the toe elevation of 
1,950 metres. 

Streamflow records from the Alhabasca- 
Glacier, two smaller tributary glaciers and a 
glacier on the north side of Mt. Athabasca have 
been kept since 1918. 

The Saskatchewan Glacier is the largest of 
the six principal tongues, emerging at elevation 
2,600 metres and flowing 10 kilometers to the toe 
at elevation 1,800 metres. 

It is 1.6 kilometers wide in the upper four 
kilometers and narrows to 500 metres at the 
base. 

“Long-term information on the effects of 
glacial melt can help us determine what to 
expect for streamflow in the major rivers fed by 
the-Culumbia Icefield," Mr. Warner pointed out. 
"Since this glacial melt is a significant source of 
water to these streams, our knowledge is of 
importance in predicting long-term availability 
of flows for such uses as hydroelectric power 
generation nd irrigation."

Mr. Blue came 
into my life one au¬ 
tumn day as I watched 
him stalk along the 
beach. He stopped 
and stared intently at 
the watery reflection 
of his own slate-blue 
plumage. 

Suddenly his head darted 
forward and his long, sharply- 
pointed bill grasped a minnow. He 
neld his catch crosswise then with a 
quick motion flipped the wiggling 
fish head first down the inside of his 
slender neck. 

After a few jerks and shakes to 
adjust his digestive tract, he re¬ 
sumed his careful vigil, looking as 
hungry as ever. 

THE NAME MR. BLUE origin 
ated when a young friend. Murray 
McGill, who lived in a floating log¬ 
ging camp on the coast of British 
Columbia, tamed a great blue 
heron. 

A recent visit with Murray’s 
mother, Dorothy, res caled some of 
the interesting details of this 
friendship between a normally shy 
bird and a boy. 

“It was during the winter that 
Mr. Blue first made his appear¬ 
ance," Dorothy explained. "Mur¬ 
ray nailed a box to the float logs and 
kept it supplied with small fish until 
Mr. Blue got used to finding his 
goodies there.” 

As Dorothy talked, her hands 
were busy sewing curtains. Her 
rosy-cheeked younger children, 
Donna and Gary, leaned over the 
table, relishing every word. 
Dorothy raised her eyes to smile at 
me as Donna chimed in with: “He 
just hung around waiting for hand¬ 
outs. It was so funny to see him 
choke down flounders,” she 
laughed, “because they'd stay in 
his throat and sort of flatten and 
widen it as they wiggled down." 

THE GIRL’S infectious giggles 
made us all grin while Gary added. 
"Boy! Was he ever fond of eels, too! 
You should have seen them flap 
ping around his bill as he swallowed 
them.” 

The sewing machine purred 
busily as a frilly curtain began to 
flake shape 

"You folks really loved dial 
bird, didn't you?” 1 said. 

Dorothy's hands rested from 
their work as she looked toward a 
picture of Murray on he piano. He 
was away at boarding school. 

"Yes. especially Murray. All the 
camp children loved Mr. Blue. But 
Murray was his favorite. The big 
bird would come from long dis¬ 
tances whenever Murray called 
him." 

"How did you manage to keep 
feeding Mr. Blue through the long 
winter?" 

A look of motherly pride crossed 
Dorothy's face. She hesitated be¬ 
fore answering. 

"Well — Murray hadn't planned 
that Mr. Blue should become so 
dependent on him for food. It was 
one of those unthought-of responsi¬ 


bilities that often comes when a 
wild creature is tamed. But since he 
had started it. he had to keep on. 
Whether it was snowing or raining i 
and even if he had to break ice, 
Murray always had food for him 
every day. all winter." 

MURRAY’S EXPERIENCE 
with Mr. Blue awakened my curios¬ 
ity and raised many unanswered 
questions about the great blue 
herons that patrol my own stretch 
of beach. Now, whenever I see one I 
call it Mr. Blue. 

Perhaps it is his daily search for 
food, perhaps it is the scraping 
hoarseness of his jarring cry as he 
voices displeasure at being dis¬ 
turbed. or perhaps it is his silent 
comings and goings that arouses 
my interest. 

A trip to the library disclosed to 
me that Mr. Blue is one of 62 species 
related to the egret, spoonbill, ibis, 
and crane, all of which belong to the 
order Cieoniiformcs. The great blue 
heron. Ardca hcrodias, is a com- 


A bird the size of Mr. Blue w ith a 
wingspread of six feet and a length 
of four feel is able to manage the 
sticks quite efficiently. The clutch 
of about five blue-green eggs is 
incubated by both parents in six- 
hour shifts for about twenty-eight 
days. 

Cold weather and strong down¬ 
pours are the worst enemies of 
baby herons. This explains why the 
adult birds continue sheltering their 
young for seven or eight weeks until 
they acquire a coal of brownish 
feathers. 

During this time the parents 
feed them by placing regurgitated 
food directly into their beaks. Later 
they place only slightly macerated 
food on the edge of the nest, which 
the chicks pick up for themselves. 
The diet of saltwater herons is 
chiefly fish and crustaceans, while 
their inland relatives eat snakes, 
mice, and insects. 

CATCHING ENOUGH food to 
fet'd themselves and their young is

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mon sight along our British Colum¬ 
bia waterways. The species ranges 
from Canada to Argentina. 

Great blue hermits always build 
their nests near water, usually in 
treetops. but sometimes in bushes 
or even on the ground in wood 
swampss. The noted naturalist Her¬ 
bert S. Zim suggests that herons are 
individualists because they may 
choose to nest in a colony or nest 
alone. 

Those that nest in colonies re¬ 
turn to the same heronry year after 
year unless mankind encroaches by 
building houses or draining swam¬ 
pland, in which case the heronry 
will be deserted and seldom if ever 
re-established elsewhere. 

COURTING BEGINS in f’ebru 
ary after the male has chosen a 
nesting site. Mr. an Mrs. Blue build 
th nest together, using many small 
sticks about a half-inch in diame¬ 
ter. 


a time-consuming job. You'd find it 
highly amusing to see solemn Mr. 
-Blue, as he fishes from a floating 
log, lean forward and topple beak 
first into the water. I have seen our 
Mr. Blue do just that more than 
once. 

But while the heron may make 
ah occasional slip in anticipation of 
dinner, it is evident that our creator 
made no errors when he formed 
this handsome bird. Mr. Blue’s 
keen eyesight, his long legs for 
deepwater wading, his neutral co¬ 
loring. which enables him to blend 
in w ith his surroundings, the special 
structure of the cervical vertebrae 
in his strong, long neck, which 
makes it easier for him to extend 
his neck with a swift movement 
when alarmed or in seizing his prey 
— all these are the result of purpose 
and design. 

GOD EVEN GAVE the herons 
their own bath powder. Patches of 



; , 
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powder-down are characteristic of 
the plumage of herons. The pow¬ 
der-down feathers found on the 
breast and rump continually fray at 
the tip, forming a powder that Mr. 
Blue uses to remove fish slime and 
oil. 

Just the other night my husband. 
Ron. called in hushed tones, “Come 
and see.” 

I tiptoed to the window to peer 
over his shoulder. Together we 
stood looking out toward the rockj 
point of the little island that pro¬ 
tects our floathouse from the wind. 
There stood Mr. Blue, poised, pa¬ 
tient, and unperturbed, his magni- 
fient features silhouetted against 
the orange-pink sky of a setting 
sun. 

"There's something very sooth¬ 
ing about that serene bird, etched 
against the sky." I whispered.

SUMMER 
WILD TEA 


Treat your family to a really 
different drink this summer by- 
serving them a tall, cool pitcherful 
of sumac tea — nature's pink lem¬ 
onade. 

Similar in taste to real lemon¬ 
ade. with tartness typical of an 
apple, sumac tea is a delicious 
summer drink made with berries 
from wild sumac bushes. Sumac is 
a low, bushy plant that grows 
throughout the United States. Can¬ 
ada. and in many other places 
around the world. 

Two kinds of sumac grow in 
North America. 

One kind of sumac has red ber¬ 
ries and is used to make the tea. 
The other, with greyish-white ber¬ 
ries, is poisonous and should never 
be used in any form. Another dis¬ 
tinctive difference between the two 
in that the good berries (red) grow 
on a stalk that stands straight up 
on the plant, while the poisonous 
(grey-white) berries grow on stems 
that droop. 

To make sumac tea, gather 
three clusters of red berries for 
each cup of water. Remove berries 
from the stem, crush them, and let 
them steep in the water for two 
minutes. Skim off the berries and 
strain the tea. Add sugar to taste. 

Sumac tea is also a pleasant 
winter drink. Pick berries in sum¬ 
mer and let thorn dry. Treat the 
same way as for summer tea, only- 
heat the liquid after it is strained. 
Never boil the berries, as this re¬ 
leases tannin and makes the tea 
bitter. 

An added taste sensation is to 
rub the inside lip of your tea glass 
or cup with mint. This grows w ild in 
many places, particularly around 
abandoned farm houses, it can be 
picked, washed and .used fresh, or 
dry the leaves and save for winter 
use. Wild mint is easily identified 
by its smell and taste when the 
leaves are crushed.
